HISTORY or THEIR FULFILMENT, 


CLEAR and diſtin underſtanding of fſcrip: 
ture prophecies, and of their fulfilment, is of 
no ſmall importance in the Chriſtian life. By this, we 
perceive every providence of God toward perſons, 
plazes, churches, or nations, to be a practical explica- 
tion and a manifeſt proof of the divine authority and: 
infallible veracity of theſe revealed truths, on which 
our faith and hope, for time and eternity, are founded, 
—an ever increaſing proof, which is, in ſome reſpect, 
ſtronger than miracles themſelves, and which cannot 
be in the leaſt counterfeited. By this, we plainly dif- 
cern the great JEHovan magnitying his own word, 
and manifeſting himſelf the eternal planner, and the 
almighty, and infinitely wife, holy, juſt, good, and 
faithful, manager of every event, that happens in the 
world.—In every event, attentively conſidered, we be- 
hold him juſtly puniſhing tranſgreſſion, graciouſly re- 
warding holineſs and virtue, confirming our faith, and 
encouraging our hope,—andin all promoting his grand 
work of redemption thro* Chriſt.— To compare theſe 
inſpired predictions, properly connected or arranged, 
with the diverſified events of God's providence, hath 
long appgared to me the _ ſafe, delightful, and edi-

fying method of enquiry into their real and extenſive 
meaning. Ihe FOLLOWING ATTEMPT, added 
to thoſe already publiſhed on the MET APH ORS and 
TES, labours to form a kind of ſyſtematic expli- 
cation of the whole Old and New Teſtament., 

In this arduous and delicate wotk, I have, as helped 
of God, (1.) Carefully attended to the true meaning 
of the emblematical names, attributed to Feſus Chriſt 
and his church, and to Antichriſt, nations, armies, and 
their concerns, —moſt of which are explained in my 
Fiew of ſcripture figures and metaphors. (2.) Conſtantly 


kept in view the method of our eternal redemption 


through Chriſt, that no interpretation might be admit» |} 
ted, which did not appear plainly agreeable to the ana- 

togy of faith. (3.) Formed no private ſcheme of my 
own, but laboured humbly to follow the ſcriptural die 
rection of the Holy Ghoſt, who alone fully knows the 
true and full meaning of his own words. (4) Care- 
fully collected in my mind the principal characters and 


circumſtances of the 8UBJecT of every prediction, in 


order to find whether it be literal or fpurative ; and 
whether the Holy Ghoſt there intends to ſpeak of it in 
a plain, or in a metaphorical manner: - and have never 
departed from the literal ſenſe, where the whole or prin» 
cipal characters agree to fuch a ſubject literally un. 
derſtood, —as in the predictions concerning the Ca- 
naanites, Edomites, Ammonites, Moabites, Philiſtinet, Sy- 
xians, Afſyrians, Chaldeans, Perfians, Arabians, Greeks, 
Romans, and in moſt of theſe reſpecting the Fews. But 
if the characters and circumſtances do not agree to the 
ſubject mentioned, it literally underſtood, as in the pre- 
ditions concerning Davio, Jer. xxx, xxxiit, Ezek, 
xxxiv, xxxvii. Hol. iii. 5. ELIjan, Mal. iv. 5. Eno, 


IIa. Ixiii. 1. and xxxiv. 5, 6. Oc. I have laboured to 


fix on an anſwerable figurative or anti- typical ſubject. 
(5.) In imitation of Chriſt and his apoſtles, I have 
readily applied to him and his church all theſe pre- 
dictions, which are anſwerable to their character and 


circumſtances, and are not reſtricted by the context 


to ſome other ſubje& ; eſpecially if the characters con-

tained in fuch paſſages be too high for other fubjeQs; 
as Plal. ii, xxi, xxii,xlv, Ixix, Ixxii, Ixxxvii, Ixxxix; 
ex, cxxxii. Iſa. xlii, xlix. (6.) I have carefully at- 
tended to the date when every prediction was announ- 
ced, that nothing prior might be admitted as any part 
of its fulfilment.—It would be highly abſurd to under- 
ſtand any prediction of Iſaiah from chap. xxxix. to Ixvĩ. 
or of Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Daniel, Habakkuk, Zepha- 
niah, Haggai, &'c. of the Syrian or Aſſyrian invaſions 
of Canaan by Benhadad, Hazacl,—Pul Shalmaneſer; 
or Sennacherib, as all theſe prediftions were iſſued forth 


cautiouſly to follow that order, in which predictions 
are placed in particular places of ſcripture. Thus, 
becauſe what is recorded Pſalm Ixviii. 22,31. follows 
a prediction of Chrilt's aſcenſion to heaven, ver. 18.1 
have applied it to him and his goſpel church —Becanſe 
the laſt 27 chapters of 1aiah begin with a prophecy 
of John Baptiſt, I have chicfly applied that which fol- 
lows, to Chriſt and his New Teſtament charch.—In 


the REvELATION, I have underſtood the ſeven ſeals, 


trumpets, and vials, as ſucceeding one another, though 
one may ſucceed before the next preceding one be 
completely finiſhed,—and have underſtood the ſeventh 
ſeal as introducing the ſeven trumpets, and the ſeventh 
trumpet as introducing the ſeven vials. (.) As all fa- 
ture, as well as paſt eyents, are alway naked and open 
to the Spirit of God, his prophetical expreſſions, unleſs 
in fo far as reſtricted by himſelf, are here allowed to 
be fulfilled in every correſpondent event which follows 
the firſt annunciation of them. For though the fc: 
of predictions be not manifold, but oN E, this one often 
includes ſeveral eps of fulfilment, even as one ſentence 
of hiſtory may reſpe& many particular paſt events rela- 
tive to different perſons and periods. Thus all the 
enmity, and all the contentions, between Satan and his 
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after theſe invaſions took place. (7.) I have laboured 


agents on the one fide, and Jeſus Chriſt and his people 


on the other, in every age of time, are but different 
Reps of the fulfilment of Gen. iii. 15. All the advan- 
tages which any Gentiles have, or (hall receive by

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Abraham or any of his ſeed, particularly by Chriſt; 
are but a gradual fulfilment of Gen. -xii. 2. and xxit, 
18. All the gathering of the Gentiles to Chriſt, in con- 
ſequence of his incarnation, in attending his ordinan - 
ces, embracing his perſon, and holding fellowſnip with 
him, is but a gradual fulfilment of Gen. xlix. 10. 
All the bleſſings and comforts which the Iſraelites have, 
or ſhall enjoy, and all the calamities which they have, 
or ſhall ſuffer, are but the gradual fulfilment of Lev. 
xxvi. Deut. xxvii. to xxxiii— The hiſtories of typical 
perſons or things are prophetical of theſe things which 
are correſpondent, in their anti- types. Much of the 
hiſtory reſpecting Moſes, David, &c. and of che Fews 
before Chriſt, is prophetical of things ſimilar reſpect- 
ing Chriſt and his New Te/tament church. The fate 
of the two kingdoms of Jſrael and Judah may be 
typical of the fate of the Ea/tern and Weſtern Chriſtian 


churches,—In like manner, predictions of that Which 


was typical, have their accompliſhment, both in the a 
types and in their anti-types. Predictions reſpecting 
David, Solomon, and the Fewiſh nation, in that which 


was typical, are fulfilled, not only in theſe zypes, but | 


more fully in Chriſt and his evangelical and heaven! 
church. Thus Iſa. xxxv. had its begun fulfilment in the 


type, when the Jews were delivered from the Affyrian 


invaſion of S<canacheriÞ, and from the Chaldean capti- 
vity, ey from the cruel oppreſſion of Antiochus, 
and in a more complete fulfilment in the anti- type,

dennium, the laſt judgment, and the heavenly ſtate, — 
Predictions, which immediately reſpe& the Aſyrians, 


Chaldeans, Edumites, Tyrians, or other principal enemies 


of the true church and people of God, may, beſide 
.their primary ſtep of accompliſhment, have another 
more full and final in the deſtruction of Antichriſt, and 


the damnation of the wicked —The frequent cloſe | 


connection of church and ſtate may render the ſame 
predictions applicable to both in their different forms 
of proſperity or miſery, Very different forms of mi- 
ſcry, in different places, and by very different inſtru-

ments, may be collateral parts, or ingredients, of the 
ſame predicted plague. The Locus rs of the Sh apa» 
calyptic trumpet, Rev. ix. 1, — 11. may include, not 
only the Popi/b clergy, regular and ſecular, and their 
numerous millions of Crui/aders, raiſed for the murs 
dering of Chriſt's faithful witneſſes, or of the Eaſtern 
infidels, which held Canaan ; but alſo the Mahometen 
Saracens, —which different parties, in different places 
and forms, concurred to diſtreſs the church, and to 
plague her naughty members. On theſe accounts, 
I have here applied the ſame predictions to different 
events, and ſometimes in a different immediate means 
ing.—And had I ſufficient abilities and opportunities, 
I might ſhew how all the remarkable events, which 
have, or ſhall befal mankind, in every nation, place, 
or period, have, and ſhall be connected with, and 
managed by God for the manifeſtation of his own 
glory in the redemption of men, and welfare of his 
church. (9. ) 1 have placed ſimilar predictions as 
cloſely together as poſſible, that one may help to illu- 
ſtrate and explain another, in as natural an order as 1 
could, —theſe, which reſpect cauſes, before ſuch as re- 
ſpect ¶ects,— ſuch as are more general, before ſuch 
as are more particular, ſuch as reſpe& events, before 
ſuch as reſpect their manner, duration, attendants, or 
conſequences ; which may be eaſily diſcerned, eſpecially 

as the order of the hiſtory of fulfilment anſwers to it.— 
But not a few ſcriptures are merely quoted, becaule of 

their ſimilarity to that which was juſt before fully ex- 

tended, or becauſe of their being extended a little 

before or after, or ſometimes becauſe I doubted of 

their directly reſpecting the point in hand. Many pre- 

dictions concerning the Fews or New Teſtament church, 

which had been before extended, in application to 

preceding events, are not ſo much as quoted on ſimi- 
lar after events, but muſt be remembered and ap- 

plied to them, as according to Rule 8th. Every predic- 

tion is fulfilled in every correſpondent event, which hap« 

pens after it is firſt emitted. (10.) When predictions 

reſpect events, which affect different ſubjects, they 

arc 
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are often quoted only on that ſubject which is firſt 
handled. Thus, many predictions quoted on the ar- 
ticles ' of Canaanites, Egyptiant, Philiſtines, Edomites, 
Moabiter, Ammonites, Syrians, Aſſyrians, Chaldeans, 
Greeks, &c. are omitted in the article of Fews, when 
exhibiting their mutual concern in the ſame events.— 
Many predictions reſpecting the Aſjrians, Chaldeans, 
Greeks, &c. who ravaged and conquered the nations, 
are omitted under their reſpeFive articles, becauſe Rey 
are extended in the articles of the nations harraſſed, 
or conquered for them. Many prediQions reſpecting 
CRnisr and ANTICHRIST, are omitted in their own 
articles, becauſe they come in under thoſe of the 7eu- 
and New Teſtament church. (11.) To render the pre- 
ditions more plain, I have often inſerted a few <xpli- 
catory words into the text, which are printed in Halic. 
As J have generally omitted whatever in the texts did 
not expreſs the predicted events, I have alſo ſometimes 
adopted the marginal readings, or even given a tran- 
fation of ſome texts a little different from the com- 
mon one.

THAT very day, on which Adam and his wife ate of 
the forbidden fruit, which grew on the tree of knowledge 
of good and evil, in the midſt of the garden of Eden, they 
immediately fell under a cotnpleat ſegal death, being con- 
demned and curſed by God, and became really dead in trel- 
Paſſes and fins : the ſeeds of temporal death were fixed in 
their conſtitution, and in the creatures on which their tem- 
poral life depended ; and they became liable to eternal death 
in hell.—God, to manifeſt his infinite diſpleaſure at the in- 
troduction of ſin into this world, rendered the life and mo- 
tion of ſerpents, at leaſt of that kind which Satan had uſed 
as his inſtrument, in the deception of our firſt parents, 
more uneaſy than before, and put a diſtinguiſhed enmity 
between them and mankind. —While Satan cauſeth multi. 
tudes to commemorate his triumph over fallen man, in thei! 
worſhipping of ſerpents, he bath had his own miſery re 

| markably increaſed. Vaſt multitudes of earthly minded mer 
have indeed afforded him a mean, an infernal ſatisfaction 

but the perpetual oppoſition given him by Eve and her be.

One of their ſex having been firſt in the tranſgreſſion, wo- 


zen have, in all ages and places, been peeuliarly marked 


ith diſtreſs. They have been ſubjected by God to peculiar 
*f0ubles in the conception, birth, and rearing uf their chil- 


dren. Notwithſtanding their engaging comelineſs, their fond 
:MFeQion to, and often remarkable chaſtity towards their huſ- 
bands, —they have been generally uſed in the moſt baſe and 
inhuman manner. In moſt nations, they have been obliged 
to toil like ſlaves: multitudes of them, like beaſts, have been 
ſubjected to the will of luſtful and furious huſbands. In the 
overthrow of cities and nations, they have been expoſed to 
Jearful raviſhment, ripping up of their bellies, and many 
other horrid abuſes.—Nor have men eſcaped the laſting 
marks of the juſt vengeance of God. The frame of nature 
in this lower world hath been wrathfully altered. Peſtilential 
vapours, ſtormy blaſts, ſcorching heats, and withering colds, 
plague our fields. The ground, curſed for man's ſin, refu- 
ſeth to yield plentiful crops of uſeful grain; but ſpontaneouſly 
produceth thorns, thiſtles, and other noxious weeds. Men 
live on the fruits of the field, amidſt vexation and grief, 
zrouble and pain, diſappointment and toil, till death reduce 
them to their duſty original. And alas ! by what intempe- 


rance, bloody carnage, and racking torment, their death is 
often effected? 


II. In every age, men have been really happy who feared © 
(5.2 Lord- and gbcyed his comet gdments; and their ne- 
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thou doſt not well, fin lieth at the door. And unto 
thee ſhall be thy brother Abel's deſire, and thou ſhalt 
rule over him. Becauſe thou haſt murdered him, thou 
art curſed from the earth: when thou tilleſt the 
grounds defied by his blood, it ſhall not yield unto thee 
its ſtrength, in plentiful crops. A fugitive and a vaga« 
bond ſhalt thou be in the earth.—Cazin ſaid unto God, 
From thy face ſhall I be hid.-The Lord fet a mark 


vpon Cain, leſt any finding him ſhould flay him, 


III. Gen. v. 28. Lamech begat a ſon, and called his 
name NO AR, ſaying, This ſame ſhall comfort us, con- 
cerning our labour and toil, Chap. vi. 2, 5, 11, 12, 
13, 17. The ſons of God, profeſſors of the true religion, 
ſaw the daughters of Cain end his wicked poſterity, and 
took them wives of all whom they choſe.— The wick - 
edneſs of man was great in the earth; and every ima- 

ination of their heart was only evil continually. The 
carth was filled with violence; all fleſh had corrupted 
. his 
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glect of duty, and abandoning of themſelves to wickedneſs, 
have rendered ſinners more land more miſerable. Their fin 


hath ſpeedily found them out, in fearful ſhame, and in dread- 
ful and unexpected puniſhments, — Notwithſtanding God's 


ſingular acceptance of his offering, Abel continued his re- 


gard for his elder brother Cain, and his ſubjeftion to him 2s 
formerly.—But no ſooner had Cain maliciouſly - murdered 
him, than God ſet up the murderer as a diſtinguiſhed mo- 
nument of his vengeance. The fields which he cultivated, 
never yielded him crops correſpondent to their ſtrength,— 
God expelled him from his church, and all fellowſhip with 
it, and even from his native country. By fome ſhameful 
token, he marked him out, that none might kill him, and 


meanwhile preſerved him as a wrziched monitor to others 
around, or who come after. | 


III. The diſtreſs and toil of mankind had exceedingly in- 
creaſed, when Noah, the ninth from Adam, by his holy 
example, his pious inſtructions, and otherwiſe, hegan to be a 
remarkable comfort to his parents and Fiends. But the de- 
ſcendents os Zetb, and W ho profeſſed the true 


religior,

bis way.— The Lord therefore ſaid, My Spirit ſhall no 


tance {hall be an hundred and twenty years :—after 
which I will deſtroy both men and beaſts, creeping 
things and fowls of the air.—An eud of all fleſn is 
come before me. I will deſtroy them with the earth, 
I will bring a flood of waters upon the earth, to de- 
ſtroy all fleſh :—every thing that is in the earth ſhall 
die. Chap. vii. 4. For, after ſeven days, added to the 
120 years of my forbearance, I will cauſe it to rain ex- 
ceſſtvely on the earth forty days and forty nights, and 
every living ſubſtance, that I have made, will I deſtroy 
from off the face of the earth. Chap. vi. 18,21. But 
with thee, Noah, will I cfiabliſh my covenant : thou 
ſhalt come into the ark, «which T have appointed thee ta 
make, thou, and thy wife, and thy fons, and thy ſons 
wives :—and of every living thing of all fleſh, two of 
every fort, the male and the female, —fowl, cattle, 
and creeping things ſhall come unto thee—to keep 
them alive with thee. Of all food that is eaten 
thou ſhalt gather to thee a proper quantity; and it 
ſhall be food for thee and for them, while the flood con- 
tinues on the earth. Chap, vii. 1,—3.—Come thou, and 
all thy houſe, into the ark; for tuee have l ſeen righ- 
teous before me, in this generation, —Of every clean 


beaſt 
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teligion, having wantonly married with the profane poſterity 
of Cain, men's indwelling luſts quickly mayifeſted themſelves 
in the moſt miſchievous devices, wantonneſs, oppreſſion, 
and impiety. For an hundred and twenty years and ſeven 
days after be threatened their deſtruction, God bore patient- 
ly with them, and admoniſhed them by the preaching of 
Noah, and the ſtrivings of his Spirit. But, as they conti- 
nued obſtinately impenitent, he, by an exceſſive rain of forty 
days continuance, and by openirp the fountains of the great 
depth, which is in the bowels of the carth, increaſed the 
waters, ſo as they overflowed the whole world, and ſtood 
above the higheſt mountains, to the height of about 27 feet. 
All the animals, men, and beaſts were drowned, except **

IV. Theſe waters having evaporated into air, or returned 


into the bowels of the earth, Noah and his family, and the 


animals that were with them, about the end of November, 
went out from the ark, after they had continued in it a year 
and ten days. Never fince, hath any extenfive part of the 
earth been overflowed with water. "The rainbow, which ge- 
nerally appears in moiſt weather, is God's eſtablithed token, 
that no extenſive flood ſhall ever after happen. Noiwith- 
ſtanding the continued wickedneſs of mankind, the uſeful 
Tevolutions of day and night, ſummer and winter, ſeed-time 
and harveſt, have never ceaſed, nor ſhall ceaſe, while the 
world remaineth in its preſent form. | Sf = 
Notwithſtanding men's lives were remarkably ſhortened, 
to prevent the rapid progreſs of their wickedneſs, the deſo- 
lated countries of the earth were quickly re-peopled by the 
deſcendents of Sem, Ham, and Fapheth, the three ſons of 
Noab, who had been with him in the arx. God made. the 
terreſtrial animals to ſubmit to their yoke for ſervice, or to 
ſtand in awe of and flee from them. The fate of their reſpect - 
ive poſterity hath been very remarkable and different. Ham, 
perhaps informed by his ſon Canaan, having ſported With, 
and expoſed his father's nakedneſs, as he lay drunk and un- 
covered in his tent, a fearful curſe of flavery fixed on his 
feed, particularly thoſe by Canaan.— By the poſterity of 


2 Cuib, 
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This is the token of my covenant, which I make for 
perpetual generations, fill the end of time 1 ſet my 
bow in the cloud ; the bow ſhall be ſeen in the cloud, 
in the day of rain; and I will remember my covenant, 
and the waters ſhall no more become a flood to deſtroy 
all feſh.

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Cuſb, Mizraim, Phut, and Canaan, the four ſons of Ham, 
the weſtern parts of Afia, and the whole of Africa, were re- 
peopled. For about four thouſand years paſt, the Africans 
Have been generally abandoned of God to the groſſeſt igno- 
rance, and the baſeſt ſlavery, the moſt ſtupid and abominable 
idolatry, and the moſt barbarous cruelty and murder. Scarce 
hath any ſtate, formed of them, ever made any reſpectable 
figure, Never did any of them, except the Egyptians, Phi- 
liſtines, and Carthaginians for a ſhort while, rule over the 
&eſcendents of Shem or Japheth, For many ages, the Aſſy- 
Tians, Chaldeans, and Perſians, deſcended from Shem, en- 
Tlaved the Egyptians, and many others in the north eaſt of 
Africa, The Greeks, and eſpecially the Romans and Van- 
dals, deſcended from Japheth, ip their turns, thercafter 


fear fully enflaved the North- Africans, for almoſt 1000 years. 


For 1100 years paſt, they have been terribly oppreſſed and 
enſlaved by the Iſiimgelitiſh Saracens, deſcended from Shem, 
and by the Seljukian and Ottoman Turks, deſcended from 
Japheth. Whether the Galles and Giagas, who have made 
ſuch terrible work in the ſouth part of Africa, were deſcend- 
ed from Ham or his brethren, I know not, Many thouſands 
of the Weſtern Africans are inhumanly purchaſed for ſlaves 
every year by the Engliſh, and other European deſcendents of 


Japheth, and condemned to the baſeſt ſlavery in the Weſt 


Indies, America, or elſewhere, 


Ihe poſterity of Elam, Aſhur, Arphaxad, Lud, and Aram,

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Gen. ix. 1, 2, 7, God bleſſed Noah and his ſons, 
and ſaid, Be fruitful and multiply, and repleniſh the 
earth.— The dread of you ſhall be on every beaſt of 
the field, Ver. 24,—27. Underſtanding what his three 
fons had done, in expoſing, or covering his nakedneſs, Noah 
ſaid, Curſed be Canaan, or the father of Canaan, a ſer- 
vant of ſervants, a mo/# debaſed /lave, {hall he, in his 
poſterity, be to thoſe of his brethren.— Bleſſed * the 
| ord 
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to all of which, the poſterity of Canaan were miſerable lava. 
For about 2000 years, from Abraham to Chriſt, the know- 
ledge of revealed religion was almoſt wholly confined to the 
deſcendents of Shem, and for 1500 years almoſt wholly to 
the Jews, from whom the Meſſiah himſelf did ſpring. 

The dec of Japheth, by his ſons Gomer, Magog. 
Madai, Tubal, Meſhech, and Tiras, exceedingly increated, 
under the names of Gomerians, Celts, Gauls, Tartars, Medes, 
Greeks, Romans, Goths, Turks, &c. They peopled the 
northern half of Aſia, the whole of Europe, and, I ſuppoſe, 
the moſt of America. "They have, from age to age, poured 
themſelves into the original habitations of Shem, till, except 
Hejaz in Arabia, I ſuppoſe, they either inhabit or govern 
the whole of them. —The Medes, aſſiſted by the Chaldeans, 
overturned the Aﬀyrian empire. Aſſiſted by the Perſiane, 
they ſeized on the Chaldeans.— Juſt before, the Tartars 
poured themſelves into the eaſtern parts of Perſia, It was 
perhaps their deſceadents, who, about A. M. 3754, eſtabli- 
ſhed the famed kingdom of the Parthians. About the ſame 
time, multitudes of overſtocked Gauls paſſed from Europe, 
and took up their reſidence in Meſopotomia and places adja- 
cent, —About A. M. 3675, the European Greeks conquered 
Aſia to the river Indus; and, for ſeveral ages, held it in ſub- 
j<&ion.—The Romans, thereafter, made themſelves maſters 
of Syria, Aſſyria, Canaan, part of Arabia, and places adja- 
cent, and long retained them under their hand. After the 
Hunns from Tartary had long inſulted and ravaged Perſia, 
and the places adjacent, the Turks, in the 8th and gth cen- 
turies of the Chriſtian Era, poured themſelves, by multi- 
* . tudes, into theſe territories of Shem, In the laſt part of the 
eleventh century, they erected the four ſultanies, or king- 
doms, of Bagdad, Damaſcus, Aleppo, and Iconium, which 
extended their authority over the moſt of that which had

| bands,over-ran a great part of ſouthern Afia, and founded one 
empire in Perſia, and another in Moguliftan, or weſtern India, 
which till continues extenſive aud powerful. For ſome ages, 


the Turkmans of Armenia had great power in the ſouth weſt | 


of Afia. For about 300 years paſt, the Ottoman Turks have 


ruled over Aſſyria, Syria, Canaan, and places about. For 
about 140 years, the Manchew Tartars have been maſters of 


China. The Portugueſe, Spaniards, Dutch, French, Danes, 
and eſpecially the Engliſh, have rendered themſelves maſters 


of a conſiderable part of the Eaſt Indies and the adjacent 


iſlands. | 


The Lord hath alſo graciouſly peRsvanED multitudes of s 


the deſcendents of Japheth in Aſia and America, but chiefly 
in Europe, to embrace the true religion, and to become a 
true church to the Lord Chriſt, inſtead of the Jewiſn de- 
ſcendents of Shem.

HISTORY OF THEIR PULFIEMENT:. 


ABOUT A. M. 2079, Chedorlaomer, and his Elamite 
deſcendents of Shem, rendered tributary the Canaanitiſh 
kingdoms of Sodom and Gomorrah, Admah, Teboim, and 
Zoar. After twelve years ſervitude, they rebelled. . Cha- 
derlaomer and, three of his confederate princes marched an 
army to reduce them. After he had cut off their allies on 
every tide, he routed their forces, ravaged their country, and 
obliged them to renew their wonted ſubmiſſion. From re- 
gard to Let his nephew, who was carried off a priſoner, 
Abram, with an handful of forces, purſued and routed Che- 
derlaomer and his allies, and recovered to the Canaanites 
their goods, their priſoners, and their. liberty.— But they, 
perſiſting in their unnatural lewdneſs and other wickedneſs, 
Sodom and Gomorrah, Admah and Zeboim, were, about 
16 years after, "deſtroyed by fire and brimſtone from heaven. 
Zoar was preſerved for a place of retuge to Lot. Gen. 
xiv, xix.

III. Before, or ſoon after, his death, the-tribes of Judah 
and Simeon united their forces to clear their territories of 
the remaining Canaanites. The cruel congueror Adonibe- 
Zek, king of Bezek, they took priſoner, and cut off his 
thumhs aud his great toes. The cther tribes, which had 
their portion on the weſt of Jordan, tock little or no pains to 
Extirpate the Canaanites, but contented themſelves with max - 
ing them tributaries. To puniſh this ſinful and rebelſioug 
tenity, the Lord permitted theſe Heathefls, for many ages, 
to continue among them, as their plague, which invoived 
them in guilt and miſery. They decoyed the Iſraelites to 
marriages with them, and to the worſhipping of their idols, 
which, by their repeated relapſes into it, brought on man 
fearful and laſting calamities. The Canaanites themſelves, 
to the utmoſt of their power, harraſſed the Danites, and other 
Ifraclites, who had ſpared them alive in their territories. 
Jabin, who had eſtabliſhed a powerful kingdom of Canaanites 
at Hazor in the North, for twenty years, mightily oppreſſed 
the Ifraclites. But at laſt, Barak, and Deborah a propheteſs, 
with 10,000 men of Zebujun and Naphtali, routed his huge 
army, by the river Kiſhon. Jael, the wife of Haber, killed

After this, the Canaanites, who remained among the 
Ifraelites, appear to have continued in ſlavery, and to have 
ſhared the diverſified fate of their maſters, Judges i. and iv.

but bis fleet being defeated, he was obliged to withdraw his 
land forces. —During this war, he probably fold numbers of 
his Tyrian and Zidonian priſoners to the Jews, who ſold them 
again to the Sabeans, and other Arabians, for flaves.— The 
Tyrians ſoon became more wealthy and powerful than ever, 
carrying ou a molt advantagious trade with the Egyptians 4

Provoked with the Phenicians for confederating with Zede-

Bar, king of Babylon, with his lately eivilized Chaldeans, furi- 


ouſly invaded their country, after he had deſtroyed Jeruſalem.

Their 
colonies in Cilicia, Carthage, and Spain, being informed of 
their overthrow, abandoned themſelves to the moſt bitter 
and deſperate ſorrow. Ezek. xxix. 18,— 20. 


V. When Cyrus the Perfian conqueror unhinged the 
Chbaldean empire, after it had continued ſeventy years, the 
'Tyrians began to recover their liberty and wealth. Juſt ſe- 
venty years after the deſtruction of their city, we find them 
aſhifting Darius Hyſtaſpis, king of Perſia, againſt the Ionian 
rebels of Leſſer Aſia.— The Zidonians affiſted Xerxes, his ſon, 
with Zoo gallies, in bis mad invaſion of Greece. The Tyrians 
'alſo lent him their aid. The old city of Tyre on the conti- 


nent was never rebuilt; but the new one, on the iſland, quick- 


ly became extremely populous, magnificent, ſtrong, and weal- 
thy, By their crafty and winning behaviour, the Tyrians 
and Zidonians recovered their trade, and furniſhed their 
correſpondent nations with all the incentives of luxury and 
Pride.—Provoked by the cruelty and tyranny of Artaxerxes 
Ochus, they entered into a confederacy with the Egyptians, 
to throw off the Perſian yoke, But he, to puniſh their re- 
volt, about A. M. 36509, ravaged their country, and laid ſiege 
to Zidon, which was ſhametully betrayed into his hands by 
Tennes their king, and Mentor their Grecian general. The 
inhabitants, having before burnt their ſhips to prevent deſer- 
tion, —inſtigated by rage and deſpair, burnt their city upon 
themſelves, and periſhed in the flames, to the * of

Caius his rival, about A. M. 3954, deprived Tyre aud 21- 
don of their poktical Hberty.— About A. D. 194, Niger the 
Roman uſurper burnt Tyre, and kilted the moſt of its inha- 
bitants.— About A. D. 639, the Saracens, in their barba- 
rous manner, ſubdued Tyre, Zidon, and the reſt of Pheni- 
cia. They and the Schjukian Turks held it in bondage, till 
about A. D. 1123, or 1130, when the European croiſades 
feized on it, and continued, if not increaſed, its miſery.— 
About A. D. 1281, or 1289, Alphix, ſultan of Egypt, re- 
Took Phenicia, and utterly deftroyed Tyre and Zidon, and 
the other fortified places, that they might not afford ſhelter 
to the European troops.—Abput A. D. 1516, the Ottoman 
Turks ſeized on it: but the almoſt brutal Druſes of Lebanon 
put in for their ſhare. The whole country is now miſerable; 
and Tyre hath long been an heap of rubbiſh, the holes of 
which zre inhabited by a few miferable filhermen, who dry 
their nets on the reſt. 

Many of the Cznaanites, at different times, fled their 
country: but no where did, even thoſe fugitives, eſcape the 
curſe of the baſeſt ſervitude. The Girgaſhites, and perhaps 
others, fled from the ferord of Joſhua, about A. M. 2450, 
and retired into northern Africa, about Carthage and places 
adjacent. About A. M. 3 100, Dido, the ſiſter of Pygma- 
lion king of "Fyre, and a multitude of the people, retired 
thither to avoid his tyrannical oppreſſions. Multitudes af 
terward, on different occafions, and particularly to eſcape the 
furious reſentment of Nebuchadnezzar and Alexander the 
Great, fled thither.—There they, for fevera] ages, made a 
Gourilhing appearance, and formed fundry powerful ſtates, 
of which the commonwealth of Carthage was the chief.—

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After terrible and bloody contentions with ene angther, and 
with the Greeks in Sicily, and with the Romans in Spain, 
Italy, Sicily, and Africa, Carthage was entirely deſtroyed, a- 
bout A. M. 3858, and all the Phenicians in theſe parts re- 
dnced to the baſeſt fervitude. For almoſt two thoufand 
years paſt, the whole country about, hath been fucceffively 
rendered a continued ſcene of opprefſton, flavery, wretched- 
nefs and guilt, by the Romans, V-adat, Saracens, and Turks. 
The Phenicians, that fettled in the iflands of the Mediterra- 
nean fea, have ſhared a fimilar fate by the Perſians, Greeks, 
Romans, Saracens, Normans, Turks, and others in their turn. 
The Hivites and others, who, to eſcape the fword of Joſhua, 
Barak, or David, fled with Cadmus into Bœotia, a county 
of Greece, made but a pitiful figure, unleſs for a ſhort while 
under the government of Epaminondas and Pelopidas. About 
A. M. 366g, Alexander the Great murdered multitudes of. 
the Bœotians in cold blood, and fold the reſt for about 440 
talents, and razed Thebes their capital, under pretence, that 
they had befriended the Perſians, The Bœotians, who had 
retired to Heractex on the fourti-fhore of The Euxin ſea, for 
a time made ſome figure in power and wealth. But Cotta or 
Tricarius, the Roman general, reduced them about 1850 
years ago.— Their country bath beett almeſt ever ſince op- 
preſſed and enflaved by the Greeks, Romane, Saracens, and 
Turks, If, as I ſuſpect, the Pelaſgi of Greece, and the E- 
truſcans of Italy, were originally Phenicians or Canaanites, 
It is certain, that the former, after a tranſient flouriſh of 
moderate grandeur, were reduced by the Greeks, and after- 
ward by the Romans, to a fordid ſervitude; and their wrelch- 
ed remains now groan under the Ottoman yoke. The latter 
had their once powerful ſtate reduced under Romiſh flavery.

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VI. Notwithſtanding the curſe of Noah fo clave to the 
poſterity of Canaan, whitherſoever they went, part. of the 
Phenicians became proſelytes to the Jewiſh religion, as the 
Gibeonites and others among the Iſraelites had done long be- 
fore.—Not a few of them attended our Saviour's inſtructions, 
and received his miraculous cures.—A Syrophenician woman 
was remarkable for her faith and prayer, and had her daugh- . 
ter miraculouſly diſpoſſeſſed of the devil. Here the goſpel 
was preached ſoon after our Saviour's aſcenſion. Paul tarried 
for a time with the Chriſtians of Tyre and Zidon, Mark iii. 
8. and vii. 24,31. Acts ii. 19. and xxi. 4. and xxvii. 3. 
For many ages, a noted Chriſtian church ſubſiſted in Pheni- 
cia. In Zidon and the places about, there are ſtill not a few, 
who bear the Chriſtian name. In the north of Africa and 
Mediterranean iflands, in which Phenicians had ſettled, the 
goſpel was early preached, and Chriſtian' churches formed, 
which ſubſiſted in ſome purity and ſplendor, till theſe places 
were overrun by the Saracen followers of Mahomet. Nay, in 
ſome of the iſlands, there ſtill remain many nominal Chriſti- 
ans. Centuries of Magdeburgh : Spanheim ; Hottinger; and

ABOUT A. M. 2287, Pharaoh king of Egypt unpeifoned 
his chief butler and baker. Upon the third day after Joſeph 
their fellow priſoner hed interpreted their reſpective dreams, 
Pharaoh reftored the butler fo his office, but beheaded the 
baker, and hung him in chains. According to Pharaoh's 
own dream, there ſoon after happened ſeven years of amaz- 
ingly plenteous crops, ſucceeded by as many of barrenneſs 
and terrible famine. Joſeph, being now. made governor of 
Egypt, preſerved that and the nations around with the corn 


which he bought with the public money, during the years of 
plenty. Gen. xl, xli, xlvii. | 


II. Joſeph's own brethren came down from Canaan into 
Egypt, where, for a long time, they were treated with great 
E kindneſs

Hoſhea 
king of Hrael, and Hezekiah king of Judah, by much totics 
tation and manifold prefents, courted their aſſiſtance aguinſt 
the then conquering Aſſyrians: but, notwithſtanding their 
folemn engagements, they rather hurt than helped them, 
Their treachery and other jaipieties were quickly puniſhed 
by God. Sennacherib, or Efarhaddon his ſon, king of Aſſy- 
Tia, invaded Egypt, murdered a great part of the inhabitants, 
and after three years returned home with multitudes of en- 
flaved priſoners, and a great ſpoil. Soon after, Egypt was 
plagued with a civil war of fafteen years continuance. Sethon 
their king being ſlain, twelve princes, perhaps by the appoint - 
ment of the Aſſyrians, aſſumed the government in his ſtead. 
Pſammiticus, one of them, having with much bloodihed re- 
duced the other eleven, fixed himlclf on the throne, 41 by

tribes thereof : they have cauſed Egypt to err in every: 
work thereof, as a drunken man-ſtaggereth in his vo-

vantage of his nation. But, by his cruelties towards his 
principal opponents, and by his introduction of. Grecian 
troops, and by provoking two hundred thouſand of his ſol- 
viers to retire into Ethiopia, and the like, —he exceedingly 
weakened it.

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precipitantly fled home to their reſpective countries, carry- 
ing alarm and conſternation along with them. Amidſt in- 
expreſſible anguiſh and wailing, moſt of the Egyptians were 
deſtroyed by the ſword, famine, or peſtilence, Multitudes 
of them lay unburied on the face of the ground: the fields 
were fattened with their carcaſes, and the rivers ſwelled with 
their blood. Such as ſurvived, were partly diſperſed, partly 
fled out of the country, or were carried captive to 8798

VI. After Cyrus the Perſian conqueror had reduced the 
Chaldean monarchy, the Egyptians, like the reſt of its cap- 
tives, returned to their country, and attempted to re-eſta- 
dliſh their antient power and ſplendor. But all theſe at- 
tempts iſſued in the further abridgement of their liberty, and 
mcreafe of their miſery and bondage. Amaſis, their now 
aged king, attempted to ſhake off the Perfian yoke, and ſet 
up for an independent fovereign. But Cyrus invading his 
country, forced him to ſubmit, and obliged him to fend Kim 
his famed phyfician, if not alſo his daughter, as a pledge of 
his ſubjection. After Cyrus“ death, Amaſis again revolted. 
Carabyſes king of Perſia furiouſly invaded Egypt. By plac- 
ing / dogs, cats, ſheep, and other animals which the Egypti- 
aus idolized, in the front of his army, he eaſily made him- 
ſelt maſter of Peluſium their principal barrier. He ravaged 
the whole kingdom with inhuman cruelty, ſlew their deified 
animals, particularly their ſacred ox, rallied their people, 
and puniſhed their prieſts for the abſurdity of their idolatry. 
He demoliſhed many of their temples,—intended to burn 
that of Jupiter-Ammon their principal deity ; and carried off 
about three thouſand of their ſacred images to Perſia, as a 
monument of bis triumph over their gods. About A. M. 
3515, the Egyptians again revolted from under their Perſian 
oppreſſors. Death cut off Darius Hyſtaſpis, when he was 
almoſt fully prepared to reduce them. Xerxes his ſon for- 
ced them back to their bandage, and making Achemenes his 
brother their governor, increaſed it. Inſtigated by Inarus 
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30 
it exalt itſelf any more above the nations. I will di- 
miniſh them, and they ſhall no more rule over the na- 
tions. It ſhall no more be the confidence of the houſe 
of Iſrael. Chap. xxx. 13. There fhall be no more 2 
prince of the land of Egypt. Zech. x. 11. Ia. xix. 1, 
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4, 16, 19 —The Egyptians will J give into the hand of 


a cruel lord, and a fierce king ſhall rule over them 
—they 
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king of Lybia, whom they had choſen for their ſovereign, 
the Egyptians, for the th time, revolted from the Perſians. 
But, by a bloody war of fix years continuance, Artaxerxes 
Longimanus reduced the moſt of their country.—About A. 
M. 3591, Amyrtæus, who had long reigned in the fen-coun- 
try, iſſued forth with his army, and drove out the Perſians : 
but his ſon Pauſiris ſoon after profeſſed himſelf their vaſſal. 
— They had ſtruggled about ſixty-four years for the recovery 
of their liberty, when Artaxerxes Ochus, the Perſian king, 
about 3654, taking advantage of their civil wars between 
Tachus, Nectanebus, and a Mendefian prince, poured his 
forces into their country, and, with inexpreſſible cruelty, 
reduced it, deſtroyed their temples and idols, and returned 
home laden with immenſe ſpoils. Never fince, have the E- 
gyptians been governed by a prince of their own nation. 
About 3672, Alexander the Great marched part of his 
army into Egypt, and was readily received as their deliverer 
from their Perſian oppreflors. "Thereafter, for about 323 


| years, they were governed by Grecian monarchs, moſt of 


them of the name of Ptolemy under four or five of whom 
Egypt remarkably flouriſhed, — About A. M. 3993, the Ro- 
mans made Epypt one of their tributary provinces, and heid 
it in bondage till the Saracens ſeized upon it, in A. D. 64. 
About A. D. 940, the Fathemite Califf of Cyrene wreſted it 
from the Grand Califf of Bagdad, and his family retained 
the dominion over it for 200 years.—About A. D. 1171, 
Saladin, the famous Curd, craftily ſeized it for himſelf ; and 
he and his poſterity, under the name of Ajubites or Fobides, 
reigned for about ſeventy or eighty years. From A. D. 1242, 
or 1250 to 1527, it was ſucceſſively governed by 24 Turkiſh, 
and 23 Circaſſian faves, elected by their Mamluk brethren. 
When Selim, emperor of the Ottoman Turks, wreſted it from 
the laſt of theſe, he tranſported five hundred of the prin- 
Cipal families to Conſtantinople, to prevent their railing in- 
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— they ſhall cry unto the Lord becauſe of their oppreſ- |

ſurrections at home. It hath ſince been governed by an Ot- 
toman Bacha, and 24 ſubordinate Begs, all of them originally 
flaves, as deputies of the Grand Signior, and moſt of them 
obtain their offices at an high price. The Egyptians, who 
are now reduced to a 20th part of what they once were, have 
been no leſs miſerable than wicked. Antient hiſtorians re- 
preſent them as ſuperſtitious, luxurious, cowardly, faithleſs, 
deceitful, drunkards, cruel, and thieviſh, Moderns repre- 
ſent their country as comparatively barren, and intolerably 
unhealthy and peſtilential, and themſelves as lazy, cowardly, 
ſtupid, thieviſh, deceitful, and exceedingly addicted to mur- 


der, inceſt, ſodomy, beſtiality, and the like. Univerſal Hiſt,

vn. NRvrärurlrss God early formed, and hath long 
preſerved a Chriſtian church among them, Perhaps theſe 
Jews, who carried Jeremiah into Egypt, ſpread there ſome 
hints of revealed religion. The Jews, whom Alexander 
kindly, and Ptolemy Lagus cruelly, tranſported to Egypt, 
and others invited by their outwardly happy condition there, 
followed them thither. About A. M. 3720, the five books 
of Moſee, and perhaps others, were tranſlated into the Greek 
language, for the ſake of the Jews in Egypt, if not to gratify 
the king, and ſome other curious heathens, Ptolemy Euer- 
getes, 
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come from the land of Sinim, Lower Egyti. Chap. 
xliii. 6. I will fay to the sour, Give up---my ſons 
and my daughters. Chap, xxvii. 13. The outcaſts in 
the land of Egypt ſhall come and worſhip before the 
Lord, in his holy mount at Jeruſalem. Chap. xix- 


18,25. In that goſpel-day, ſhall five cities in the land 


of Egypt ſpeak the language of Canaan, and ſwear to 
the Lord of hoſts. One ſhali be called the city of 
deſtruction, or of the ſun. There {hall be an altar to

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getes, king of Egypt, having re-taken Syria, offered a multi- 
tude of facrifices to God at Jeruſalem. About A. M. 3850, 
Onias a prieſt, and Doſitheus, another Jew, had almolt the 
whole government of Egypt in their hands. Permitted by 
Ptolemy, and his queen, Onias built'at Heliopolis a temple, 
like to that of Jeruſalem, in which he and his deſcendents 
officiated as high prieſts for about 200 years to the Jews, 
who dwelt in that country, who, about the time of our Sa- 
viour's death, amounted to almoſt a million. From thefe 
Jews, not only the Egyptians, but their Ethiopian neighbours, 
had acceſs to receive manifold hints of revealed religion.— 
When the Holy Ghoſt deſcended at Pentecoſt, Jews and pro- 
ſelytes from Egypt, and from Cyrene and Lybia, on the weſt 
of it, were preſent, and part of them converted to Chriſt. 
Not long after, Chriſtian churches: were planted in Egypt, 
and often flouriſhed, for almoſt fix hundred years. Oppreſ- 
ſed by meu, and convinced of more dreadiul opprefion by 
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out of Egypt into Aﬀyria : and the Egyptians ſhall 
ſerve. the Lord together with the Aſſyrians. Ifract 
mall be the-third with Egypt and with Aſſyria, Har- 
monizing in the faith, profeſſion, and obedience of the 
goſpel, with the poſterity of their antient oppreſſors, 
whom the Lord fhall bleſs, ſaying, Bleffed be Egypt 
my people.

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THE Philiſtines were a branch of the antient Egyptians, 
who, from Caphtor or Damiata, retired northward into the 
louth-weſt corner of Canaan, It is ſaid, that they ſome- 
times poſſeſſed the whole coaſt of the Mediterranean ſea, as 
far northward as Tyre. But their territory ordinarily ex- 
tended but about forty miles along the ſhore, and fifteen into 
the land. —God permitted them to remain there, as a terrible 
ſcourge to the Iſraelites, who, at their ſettlement in Canaun, 
had finfully neglected to root out the heathen poſſeſſors of it. 
In the days of Shamgar, Jephtha, Samſon, Eli, Samuel, 
Saul, David, Jehoſhaphat, Jehoram, Uzziah, Jotham, A- 
haz, Hezekiah, and Zedekiah, they mightily harafſed them, 
as. they could find opportunity. Their barbarities did not paſs 
unrevenged. Shamgar flew 600 of them with an ox goad. 
Samſon terribly mauled them. He toſſed them with his 
feet + heflew a thouiand at once with the jaw bone of an aſs. 

G 2 Dying, 
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Gaza, and for four, I the Lord will not turn away the 
punithment thereof, becauſe they carried away the 
whole captivity of the Jews, which they could apprehend, 
to deliver them up unto Edom : but I will ſend a fire 
of deſtructive calamities upon the wall of Gaza, which 
thall devour the palaces thereof. I will cut off the inha- 
bitant from Aſhdod, and him that holdeth the ſceptre 
from Aſkelon ; and I will turn mine hand againſt E- 
kron, and the remnant of the Philiſtines ſhall periſh.

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Dying, he pulled down their principal idolatrous temple up- 
on ſeveral thouſands of them. —Samuel and Saul gave them 
ſeveral remarkable defeats. —David and his ſervants extirpat- 
ed their giants, and rendered their whole nation tributary to 
the Ifraclites.-—Their combination againſt Jehoſhaphat king 
of Judah iflued in their ſhame and confuſion.— About A. M. 
3115, they afliſted the Edomites in their revolt from Jehoram 
bis fon, and in ravaging Judea. About an hundred years 
after, Uzziah, in juſt reſentment, cut off their forces, pil- 
laged their country, and razed the fortifications of Gaza 
their capital. About 3262, chiefly during the reign of Ahaz 
king of Judah, they invaded his kingdom, plundered his ci- 
ties, and murdered multitudes of his ſubjefts. Not long af- 
ter, about 3280, Hezekiah his ſon fell ſuddenly upon them, 
ravaged their country to the very gates of Gaza, and by 
iword and famine reduced them to the utmoſt extremities. 
Provoked perhaps by their friendſhip to the Jews or Egypti- 
ans, Sargon, king of Aſſyria, ravaged their country, and 
took Alhdod by ſtorm. Not long after, Pfammiticus, king 
ot Egypt, waſted it, and, after a ſiege of 29 years, re- took 
Aſhdod 
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gainſ! the Aſhrians,—l will bring an heir, ravager, to

II. The Philiftines continued their implacable hatred and 
ſpiteful revenge againſt the Jews, and aflifted in diſtreſſing 
them, when they were attacked by the Chaldeans. God did 
not long ſuffer this inhumanity towards his own people to 
eſcape unpuniſhed. Pharaoh-Necho, in his march to Car- 
chemiſh, or Hophra his grandſon, in his. march to aſſiſt Ze- 
dekiah, ravaged Gaza their capital. To puniſh their aſſiſt- 
ing of the Tyrians, Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, about 
A.M. 3430, ravaged their country. In terrible conſlerna- 
tion and anguiſh, parents fled for their lives, abandoning 
their children to the cruel rage of the Chaldean invaders.— 
Aſkelon, Gaza, Aſhdod, and Ekron, their principal cities,

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an overflowing flood, and ſhall overflow the land of 
the Philiſtines, and the city, and them that dwelt 
therein : the men ſhall cry ; all the inhabitants of the 
land ſhall howl. At the noiſe of Nebuchadnezzar's 
ſtrong horſes,---at the ruſhing of his chariots, the fa-

Heart and feebleneſs of hands,---becauſe of the day of 


dreadful calamity that cometh to ſpoil the Philiſtines, 
and the remnant of the country of Caphtor.---Bald-

After they had borne the Perſian . yoke 
two hundred years, the tremenduous deſtruction of Tyre by 
Alexander the Great, A. M. 3672, threw them into the; ut- 
moſt fear and dread. —Provoked by their attachment to the 
Tyrians, he furiouſly invaded and ravaged their country.— 
Gua their principal city was taken, after a ſiege of two 
months. Moſt of the inhabitants were murdered or ſold for 
N2ves, and the walls were demoliſhed. Macedonian garri- 
ſons were placed in their other fortified cities. About A. M. 


3842,

Nor only had many of the Philiſtines been proſelyted to 
the Jewiſh religion: but, by the miniſtrations of- Philip the 
evangeliſt at Azotus A/bded, and other places, many more re- 
nounced their antient barbarity and idolatry, and turned to 
the Lord Chriſt and his goſpel church. In the future Mil- 
lennium, the remains of that people, or inhabitants of their

Multitudes 
of all ranks were barbarouſly murdered, and left unburied, to 
be eaten by the fowls of the air and beaſts of the earth. Mul- 
titudes, in a moſt deplorable condition, were carried captive to 
Aſſyria. This threw the Jews or others, who had depended 
on their and the Egyptians aſſiſtance, into the utmoſt conſter- 
nation and deepeſt deſpair. When Nebuchadnezzar the 
Chaldean, and Cyrus the Perſian, ſucteſſively invaded and 
ravaged Egypt, the Ethiopians with horror expected a ſimiler 
ate, and many of them, who ſerved in the Egyptian armies, 
were actually murdered. About A. M. 3480, Cambyſes king 
of Perſia, with great fury, ſpread terror, pillage, and mur- 
der among the Ethiopians, Lybians, and Chubians, who lived 
on the confines of Egypt.—About the time of our Saviour's 
birth, the Romans ravaged part of this country. The Sara- 


cens, Turks, Portugueſe, and eſpecially the Giagas, have, in 


their turns, terribly ravaged it. Part of it is now ſubje& to 
the Ottoman Turks. In the beginning of the Millennium, we 
expect, that part of them and the neighbouring nations wil 
aſſiſt the Mahometans againſſ te newly converted Jews, and

26,—38: aſſiſted 
by others, who penetrated. through Egypt, very early intro- 
duced the Chriſtian religion into that country. Frumentius 
an Egyptian preacher of the 4th Chriſtian century, laboured 
n it with remarkable fucceſs. From the earlieſt ages of 
Chriſtianity, # church hath fubſiſted here, the patriarch or 
chief biſhop of which hath been ordinarily received from A- 
lexandria in, Egypt.—In the 16th-and: 14th centuries, the 
Etbiopiang had terrible and bloody ſtruggling with their ſove- 
reign and. his Portugueſe directors, to preferve themſelves 
from the tyranny and other abominations of the Romiſfi 
Popes, No doubt, the fearful ravages of their country by 
the Saracens, Turks, Giagas, and others, were the juſt pu- 
niſhment of their ignorance. and abuſe of the goſpel.

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Over Edom will I, the Lord, or king David, caſt my 
Thoe, taking poſſeſſion of the country, Who will brin 
me to the ſtrong city? Who will lead me into Edom ! 
Pſalm Ixxxiii. 3, 4, 6, 7, 13,17. The tabernacles of 
Edom,—Gebal and Amalek, —have taken crafty coun- 
fel againſt Iſrael to cut them off from being a nation. 
— My God, make them like a wheel; as the ſtubble 
before the wind. Perſecute them with thy tempeſt : 
make them afraid with thy ſtorm. Fill their faces 
with ſhame : let them be confounded and troubled for 
ever: let them be put to ſhame, and periſh. Iſaiah 
XXi.

The Edomites dwelt in mount Seir and its en- 
virons, then moderately refreſhed with dews and rains, and 
not a little fertile.— While the Iſraelites continued groaning 
under their Egyptian bondage, the Edomites became a power- 
ful nation, governed by their dukes and kings; but they 
were generally the bond flaves of Satan and their own in- 
dwelling luſts: they were ſecluded from all honourable right 
to the promiſed land, and all peculiar relation to God or his 
Meſſiah; and thus, eſpecially in ſpiritual privileges, much 
Inferior to their Jewith brethren, of whoſe marvellous en- 
trance into Canaan, they were terribly afraid. Notwith- 
ſtanding their early power and grandeur, Saul fought againſt 
them with ſucceſs; and David, about A. M. 2960, ſlew 
moſt of their males, and rendered the reſt tributary to the 
Iſraelites. For about 150 years, they continued under this 
yoke. 'They and other nine heathen nations combined a- 
gainit Jehothaphat, king of Judah, intending to extirpate 
the Iſraelites from under heaven. Multitudes of them peri- 
ſhed in their atrempt. About A. M. 3113, they revolted 
from Jehoram his wicked ſueceſſor, and formed: themſelves 


into a free kingdom, but never reduced any part of Iſrael.

No attempt to rebuild 
the Edomites antient cities, or cultivate their fields, ſucceeded. 


III. Banlked in their attempts to re-people their own coun- 
try, the Edomites, under the Perfian government, took up 
their reſidence in the ſouthern territory of Judah; but till 
retained their antient hatred and malice againſt the Jews, — 
About 3840, Judas Maccabens, with a very fmall army, gave 
the Edomites ſeveral defeats, in two of which forty thouſand 
were lain. He took Hebron their capital, and razed its for- 


tiſications. 
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any remaining of the houſe of Eſau: and they of the 
ſouth, Arabs, or rather Fews, ſhall poſſeſs the mount 


of Eſau. The captivity of Jeruſalem, being returned 


from Babylon, ſhall poſſeſs the cities of the ſouth : and

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tifications. About 3880, Hircanus king of the Jews com- 
2 reduced the Edomites, and obliged them either to 
eave their country, or receive circumciſion, and incorporate 


with the Jews. Such as refuſed, incorporated with the neigh- 


bouring Arabs. Thus the very name of Edomites ſunk into 
oblivion. Uriv. Hiſt. Vol. II; X. 

By means of Jewith preachers, part of the. remaining E- 
domites, or at leaſt the inhabitants of ſouthern Judea, were 
in the apoſtolical age converted to Chriſt. In the Millen- 
nium, we expect many others will be added to the church. 


IV. The AMALEKITES are generally reckoned a branch 
of the Edomites, But, perhaps, they were a na ion in the 


days of Chederlaomer king of Elam, long before Efau or 


Amalek his grandſon exiſted; and one of the moſt powerful 
nations in theſe parts of the world. Gen. xiv. 7. aud xxv. 


25. and xxxvi. 12. Num, xxiv. 20. They are never repre- 


fented as related to the Iſraelites, or the Edomites, to have 


concerned themſelves in their fate. Being in league with the 


{gvptians, or rather prompted by defire of {poil, they, in 
A. M. 2513, attacked the Iſraelites in their march from E- 


gvpt to Sinai, but were defeated. Long after, they aſſiſted 


Eglon king of Moab and the Midianites to oppreſs the Iſrae - 
lites, and, on both occaſions, thared the ruinous fate of their 
allies

was the firſt of the nations, but his latter end ſhall be, 
that he periſh for ever.

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allies in wickedneſs. They continuing in their impiety and 
hatred of his people, God appointed Saul king of Iſraet to 
invade their country, and utterly extirpate them. He but 
partially executed his commiſſion, about A. M. 2938. Not 


long after, David cut off ſeveral parties of the ſurvivors, who 


roved about the ſouthern borders of Judea.—About A. M. 
3110, the Amalekites, to their own hurt, joined in the 


grand alliance againſt Jehoſhaphat and Iſrael.— About A. M. 


3292, five hundred Simeonites, during the reign of Heze- 
kiah, deſtroyed a multitude of the remaining Amalekites.— 
About A. M. 3498, Haman, an Amalekite, being chief mi- 
niſter of the Perfian empire, projected the utter extirpation 


of the Jewiſh nation, and thereby brought utter deſtruction 


upon himſelf and his friends. Never lince, do we hear of any 
remnant of the Amalekites. Exod. xvii. Num. xiv. 29, 30. 
Judg. iii. 13. and vi. 8. Deut. XXV. 17,—19. 1. Sam. xs, 
XXVIty, XXX. 2 Chron. Xx. 1 Chron, Iv. 427 43 Efth, ill,—iX,

PREDICTIONs concerning the Mo ABIT ES and 
AMMONITES. 


XODUS xv. 15. The mighty men of Moab, 
trembling, ſhall ſeize upon them. Num. xxiv. 
14, 17. I will advertiſe thee, Balak, king of Moab, what 
this people [/rael ſhall do to thy people in the latter 
days—There ſhall come a ſtar out of Jacob, and a 
ſceptre ſhall riſe out of Iſrael, and ſhall ſmite the cor- 
ners of Moab, and deſtroy all the children of Sheth, 
a noted perſon or city of Moab. Pſal. Ix. 8. and cvini. . 
Moab is my waſh pot, reduced to the meaneſt /lavery. 2 
Kings 111. 18, 19. The Lord will deliver the Moabites 
into your hand; and ye ſhall ſmite every fenced city, 
and fell every good tree, and mar every good piece of 
land with ſtones. Pal. IXxxili. 2,7, 13,17. Moab 
and 
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THESE nations ſprang from Lot the nephew of Abra- 
ham, by his inceſt with his two daughters, and quickly be- 
came numerous and powerful. For their biring of Balaam to 
curſe his people Iſrael, and otherwiſe injuring them, God 
excluded them from his congregation, and otherwiſe puniſh» 
ed them. Ehud, judge of Iſrael, about A. M. 2679, cut off 
ten thouſand of the moſt valiant Moabites, together with 
Eglon their king, and freed the Iſraelites from a bondage of 
18 years. About A. M. 2816, or 2878, Jephtha routed the 
Ammonites, and delivered the Iſraelites from a bondage of 
equal length. About A. M. 3039, Nahaſh, king of the 
Ammonites, ravaged Gilead, and refuſed to accept the ſub- 
. miſſion of the inhabitants, unleſs on the diſgraceful condition 
of his thruſting out their right eyes. But Saul, king of Iſrael, 
quickly attacked and flew the moſt of his army. He after- 
ward harraſſed them and the Moabites. Perhaps provoked 
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and Ammonites took the opportunity to ſcize on the territo- 
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and Ammon have taken crafty counſel againſt thy peo- 
ple Iſrael to cut them off from being a nation. My 
God, make them like a wheel, —as the ſtubble before 
the wind: perſecute them with thy tempeſt: fill their 
faces with ſhame: let them de confounded and trou- 
bled for ever: let them be put to ſhame, and periſh. 


II. Amos ii. 1, —3. For three tranſgreſſions of Moab, 
and for four, I the Lord will not turn away the pu- 
niſhment thereof, becauſe he barbarouſly burnt the 
bones of the king of Edom into lime; but I will fend 


a fire upon Moab, and it ſhall devour the palaces of 


Kerioth, and Moab ſhall die with tumult, and with 
ſhouting, and with the found of the trumpet. 1 will 
cut off the judge from the midſt thereof, and will flay 
all the princes. Chap. i. 13. For three tranſgreſſions 
of the children of Ammon, and for four, I the Lord 
will not turn away their puniſhment, becauſe they have 
ript up the women with child in Gilcad, that they might 

| er enlarge 
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by their murder of his parents, whom he had intruſted te 
their protection, king David ſubdued the Moabites, aud, by 
lot, put two thirds of them to the ſword. Provoked by 
their diſgraceful abuſe of his ambaſſadors, he, in different 
battles, ſubdued the Ammonites, and condemned the defen- 
ders of Rabbah their capital, to a moſt ſevere, it not barba- 
rous, puniſhment, Both nations being fituated eaſtward of 
the Gadites, or ſouthward of the Reubenites, continued 
tributary to the Iſraelites till the death of Ahab, A. M. 3107. 
— Having revolted, they joined in the grand alliance intended 
for the deſtruction of Iſrael, which iſſued in their own. Juſt 
before, or ſoon after, Jehoram, king of Iſrael, aſſiſted by Je- 
hoſhaphat king of Judab, and the king of Edom, cut off the 
army and waſted the country of Moab ; on account of which, 
the Moabites afterward burnt the king of Edom. 


II. Inſtead of protecting the Iſraelites, who fled from the 


ravages of the Syrians under Benhadad and Hazaci, and of 
the Aſſyrians under Pul and 'Tiglatbpileſer, theſe Moabites 


uy 
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enlarge their ow border. But I will kindle a fire in 
the wall of Rabbah, and it ſhall devour the palaces 
thereof, - with a tempeſt in the day of the whirlwind ; 
and their king—and princes ſhall go into captivity, 
Ila. xvi. 1, —6. Send ye the lamb, the ſacrifice to God, 
or due tribute to the ruler of the land of Judah from 
Selah to- mount —Zion :—take counſel, execute 
judgment; make thy ſhadow, protection to diſtreſſed 
Hraelites, as the refreſhful and hiding night in the midſt 
of the noon-day : hide the outcaſts : be thou a covert 
to them from the ſpoiler : We have heard of the pride 
of Moab, his wrath,—and his lies. Ver. 14. With- 
in three years—the glory of Moab ſhall be contemned 
with all that great multitude, and the remnant ſhall be 
very {mall and feeble. Chap, xxv. 10,—12. Moab 
ſhall be trodden under him : the Lord God ſhall fpread 
forth his hands of deſtructive vengeance in the midſt 
of them,—and he ſhall bring down their pride, toge- 
ther with the ſpoils of their hands; and the fortreſs of 
the high fort of thy high walls ſhall he bring downto 
the ground. Chap. xv. 1,5, 8. The burden of 
Moab,—He is gone up to Bajith and Dibon, the high 
places to weep over his calamities.— He ſhall howl ovet 
Nebo and over Medeba. On all heads ſhall be bald- 
neſs, and every beard cut off: they ſhall gird them- 
_ ſelves with ſackcloth, on the tops of their houſes, and 
in their ſtreets : every one ſhall howl, weeping abun- 
dantly. Heſhbon, on the north eaſ?, ſhall cry, and 
Elealeh on the north weſt ; their voice ſhall be heard 

h unto 
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ry of the Reubenites, and Gadites, and Manaſſites, which 
lay next them. The Ammonites even ript up the Hebrew 
women with child. But they did not long eſcape unpuniſhed 
by God. Shalmaneſer, king of Aſſyria, about A. M. 3284, 
invaded their country, and filled it with ravage and blood- 
ſned. Rabbah, the capital of the Ammonites, was burnt, 
and their King and many of his ſubjects carried into captivity. 
In vain the Moabites applied to their idols for relief. Ra- 
"18% murder, and terrible outcries of anguith extended 

through 
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unto Jahaz on the ſouth weſt border, The armed ſol- 
diers of Moab ſhall ery : his life ſhall be very grievous 
to him, becauſe of famine, captivity, &c. My heart 
ſhall cry out for Moab : his fugitives ſhall flee unto 
Zoar on the weſt border, as a /owing heifer of three 
years old ; or to Eglah Shaliſha, by the aſcent of Lu- 
hith ſhall they go up with weeping : in the way of 
Horonaim ſhall they raiſe up a terrible cry expreſſive of 
utter deſtruction: the cry is gone round about the 
borders of Moab, the howling thereof unto Eneglaim, 
on the weſt, and to Beer-elim, on the eaſt, Chap. xvi. 
12, 9, 10. When Moab is weary of /acrifiring on his 
high places, he ſhall come to his ſanQuary, 10 pray for 
deliverance, but ſhall not prevail. —-I will bewail with 
the weeping of Jazer the vine of Sibmah; and water 
thee with my tears, Heſhbon and Elealeh.—My bow. 
els ſhall ſound like an harp for Moab,—and—for Kir- 
hareſh.—Gladneſs is taken wom the plentiful field. 
Ver. 7. For the foundations of Kirhareſheth ſhall ye 
mourn ; for they are ſtricken, —the fields of Heſhbon 
and the vine of Sibmah : The Arian lords of the hea- 
then have broken down the principal plants, which, 
ſpreading, came even unto Jazer, and went over the 


dead fea. Chap. xv. 1, 6, 9, 7. In the night Ar the 


metropolis, —and Kir is laid waſte and brought to fi- 
lence by defolation :—the waters of Nimrim ſhall be 
defolate ; for the hay, the people, is withered ' away: 
—the waters of Dimon ſhall be full of blood. I wil 
bring lions upon him that eſcapeth of Moab, and up- 
on the remnant of the land: the abundance of weatth 


| which the Maabites have laid up, ſhall the Aſſyrians 
> carry 
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through their whole kingdom. Ar, Kir, Nebo, Medeba, 
Kirhareſh, Heſhbon, Sibmah, Elealeh, and others of their 
principal cities, were utterly deſtroyed, The vineyards and 
fruitful fields about Nimrim were ruined. The wealth of 
Moab was carried off to the river Tigris in Aﬀyria, or to the 
Euphrates, or ſome Arabian river, to be divided by the Af. 
ſyrians. While many, who had concealed themſelves in dens 

and 
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carry away to the brook of the willows. Chap. xvi. 
2. As a wandering bird caſt out of the neſt ſhall the 


daughters of Moab be Þ the fords of Arnon. 


III. Zeph. ii. 8, 10, 11. I have heard the reproach 
of Moab, and the revilings of the children of Ammon, 
whereby they have reproached my people, and mag- 


nified themſelves againſt their border. This ſhall they 


have for their pride, becauſe they have reproached 
and magnified themſelves againit the people of the 
Lord, —he will be terrible unto them, and tamiſh all 
the gods of the earth. Jer. xIlviii. 27, 28. Moab hath 
magnified himſelf againſt the Lord. (Compare ver, 
2, 42.) Was not Iſrael a deriſion unto thee ? Was he 
found among thieves ? For ſince thou ſpakeſt of him, 
as ruined by the Aſſyrians or Chaldeans, thou ſkippedit 
for joy. Ezek. xxv. 3, 6, 8. Becauſe thou, Ammon, 
haſt ſaid, Aha, againſt my ſanctuary when it was pro- 
faned, and againſt the land of Iſrael when it was deſo« 
late, and againſt the houſe of Judab, when they went 
into captivity : thou haſt clapped thine hands, and 
ſtamped with thy feet, and rejoiced in heart with all 
thy deſpite againſt the land of Iſrael. —Becauſe Moab 
and mount Seir do fay, Behold the houſe of Judah 
are in wretched circumſtances hike unto all the heathen, 
Jer. xItx. I, 4. Hath Ifrael no ſons ? Why then doth 
the king of the Ammonites inherit the land of Gad, and 
his people dwell in the cities of the Hraelites? Where. 
fore glorieſt thou in the valley, O backſliding daugh- 
ter, that truſteſt in thy treaſures, ſaying, Who Hall 
come unto me? Chap. xIviii. 7, 11, 29, 30. Becauſe 


thou 
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and caves, were deſtroyed by lions and other wild beaſts,--mnl- þ 


titudes of women were dragged away into a miſerable capti- 
vity, or wandered about altogether deſtitute. 


III. After the miraculous deſtruction of the Aſſyrians be- 
fore Jeruſalem, about A. M. 3294, the Moabites and Am- 
monites recovered their power and wealth. But to puniſh

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thou Moab haſt truſted in thy treaſures, -Moab hath 
been at caſe from his youth : he hath ſettled on his lees, 
as ſtrong old wine, and bath not been emptied from 
veſſel to veſſel, terribly harraſſed as ſome ather nations, 
therefore his taſte, wickedneſs, remained in him, and 
his ſcent is not changed by any reformation : We have 
heard the pride of Moab : he is exceeding proud ; his 
loftineſs, arrogancy, and haughtineſs of his heart. I 
the Lord know his wrath againſt the eus: but his 
lies, vain boaſtings, and crafty contrivances ſhall not 
effe ct it. Chap. ix. 25, 26. I will puniſh the chil- 


dren of Ammon and Moab. Chap. xxv. , 16, 21, 27. 


] will take all the families of the north, and Nebu- 
chadnezzar king of Babylon, and bring them againſt 
theſe nations, and will utterly deſtroy them, and make 
them an aſtoniſhment, and hiſling, and perpetual de- 
ſolation—Moab and the children of Ammon; and 
they ſhall drink, and be moved, and be mad, and ſpue, 


and fall, and riſe no more, becauſe of the ſword.— 


Chap. xlviii. 26, 42. Make him drunken with con- 
founding calamities, for he hath magnified himſelf a- 
gainſt the Lord. Chap. xxvii. 3, —8. Bonds and 
yokes, marking deſtruction by, and ſeruitude to, the king 
of Babylon, fend to the king of Moab and to the king 
of the Ammonites :—they ſhall ſerve him, and his ſon, 
and his ſon's fon :—that nation or kingdom, which 
will not ſerve Nebuchadnezzar,—will | puniſh with the 
ſword, famine, and' peſtilence, till I have conſumed 
them by his hand. Chap. xlviii. 12, 13, 8, 10. Be- 
hold I will ſend unto Moab wanderers, ravaging Chal- 
deans; that ſhall cauſe them to wander, flee and go into 
captivity, and ſhall empty his veſſels, plunder his coun- 
y, and break their bottles, demoliſh their cities and 

Bouſes- 
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their pride, their hatred, contempt, and reproach of God 
and his people Iſrael, and their triumph over their deſtruction 
by the Chaldeans z and their affiſtance of the Chaldeans to 
diſtreſs them, their ſeizing po their territory beyond Jordan, 
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houſes —The calamity of Moab is near to come.—The 
ſpoiler ſhall come upon every city, and none ſhall e. 
ſcape : the valley ſhall periſh, and the plain be de- 
ſtroyed, Curſed be he that doth the work of the 
Lord's vengeance deceitfully, and keepeth back bis 
ſword from blood. Ver. 40, 19, 43,—45. The Chak 
dean army ſhall fly as an eagle, by a rapid and unre/i/t- 


ed march, and ſpread his wings over Moab, extending 


ravage and bloodſhed over the whole cauntry.— Fear, and 
the pit, and the ſnare ſhall be upon thee—Moab : he 
that fleeth from the fear ſhall fall into the pit; and he 
that getteth up out of the pit thall be taken in the 
ſoare : they that fled, ſtood under the ſhadow, pro. 
zeftion, of Heſhbon, becauſe of the force of the Chal. 
deans ; but a fire thall come out of Heſhbon, and a 
flame from Sihon's city, and devour all the corners of 
Moab. Ver. 2, 9, 5, 28. There fhall be no more 
praiſe of Moab : in Hefhbon they have deviſed evi 
againſt it. Let us cut it off from being a nation.— 
Give wings unto Mosb, that it may flee away, and be 
like the heath in the wilderneſs ; for the cities fhall be 
deſolate.— Ve that dwell in Moab, leave the cities, and 
dwell in the rocks, and be like the dove, that maketh 
her neft in the ſides of the hole's mouth, that ſhe may 
more eafily eſcape. Ezek. xxv. 11, 9. 1 will execute 
judgments on Moab. I will open the fide of Moab 
from his cities on the frontiers, the glory of the coun- 
try, Beth-jeſhimoth, Baal-meon, and Kirja-thaim.— 
Jer. xlviü. 1, 2, 18,—25, 41. Wo unto Nebo, for it 
is ſpoiled ; Kirja-thaim is confounded and taken ;— 
Miſgab is confounded :—thou fhalt be cut down, O 


Madmen, the ſword ſhall purſue thee ;— Thou daugh- 


ter, 
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and prompting Ifhmael to ruin thoſe that were left with Ge- 
daliah; their idolatry, and carnal confidence in their own 
power and wealth, - God permitted the Chaldeans to render 
them miſerable. About A. M. 3398, they affiſted the Chal- 
deans in ravaging Judea; but, about fixteen years after, they

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ter, that doſt inhabit Dibon; come down from thy 
glory, and fit in thirſt ; for the ſpoilers of Moab ſhall 
come upon thee, and they ſhall deſtroy thy ſtrong holds. 
O inhabitant of Aroer, ſtand by the way, and aſk him 
that fleeth, What is done? Howl, and cry: tell it in 
Arnon, that Moab is ſpoiled, and judgment is come 
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upon the plain country, upon Holon,—Jahazah,— 


Mephaath,—Beth-diblathaim, — Beth-gamul, — Beth- 
meon, —Kerioth, —and Bozrah, and upon all the cities 
of Moab. The horn of Moab is cut off; his arm is 
broken.

From Heſhbon, even unto Elealeh, have they litted 
up the voice, - from Zoar even unto Horonaim, as a 
lowing heiter ; for the waters of Nimrim ſhall be de- 
folate. Ver. 39. They ſhall howl, ſaying, How is 
Moab broken down ? how hath Moab turned the back 
with ſhame ? Ver, 41i,—33, 36, Therefore will 1 
how! for Moab—1 will cry out for all Moab : mine 
beart ſhall mourn for the men of Kirheres. O vine of 
Sibmah, I will weep for thee with the weeping of Ja- 

zer; 
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| had entered into a league with Zedekiah king of Judah a- 


gainſt the Chaldeans. The Ammonites had prompted Iſh- 
mael, the ſon of Nethaniah, to murder Gedaliah, whom 
Nebuchadnezzar had made his deputy in Judea. About A. 
M. 3420, the Chaldeans furiouſly. invaded the countries of 
the Moabites and Ammonites. Few eſcaped their cruelty. 


Their rapid ſucceſs, threw theſe nations into the utmoſt diſ- 
treſs and conſternation, Their moſt valiant troops were 
every where routed and diſpirited. Part of the Moabites fled 
into Heſhbon, and others of their beſt fortified cities; _=_ 

Y thele, 
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zer: thy plants are gone over the dead ſea: the ſpoi- 
ler is fallen upon thy ſummer fruits, and upon thy 
vintage.—Joy and gladneſs is taken from the plenti- 
ful field, — from the land of Moab. I have cauſed 
wine to fail from the wine prefles—Mine heart (hall 
ſound like pipes for Moab, and—tfor the men of Kir- 
heres, becauſe the riches that he hath gotten, are pe- 
riſhed —Ver. 41. The mighty men's hearts in Moab 
ſhall be as the heart of a woman in her pangs, full of 
rief and anguiſh. Ver. 38, 39, 42. I the Lord have 
= bay Moab, like a veſſel wherein is no pleaſure.— 
Moab ſhall be a derifion and a diſmaying to all that are 
round about.——Moab ſhall be deſtroyed from being a 
people. Ver. 7. Thou Moab ſhalt be taken, and Che- 
moſh, thine idul, ſhall go into captivity, with his prieſts 
and princes together. Ver. 46, 35, 13. Wo be unto 
thee, Moab: the people of Chemoſh perifheth : thy 
ſons and thy daughters are taken captives,—l will 
cauſe to ceaſe him that offereth in the high places, 
and thut barneth incenſe, Moab ſhall be aſhamed of 

Chemoſh their idol. : 
Jer. xlix. 2, 3, 5. I will cauſe an alarm of war to be 
heard in Rabbah 7zhe capital of the Ammonites, and it 
ſhall be a deſolate heap, and her daughters, /irburbs 
and leſſer cities, ſhall be burnt with fire. Howl, O 
Heſhbon, for Ai is ſpoiled : cry, ye daughters, inha- 
bitants, of Rabbah ; lament, and run to and fro by 
the hedges, for their king, or Molech their idol, ſhall 
go into captivity, and his prieſts and princes together. 
I will bring a tear upon thee from all thoſe that be 
round 
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theſe, particularly ſuch as rightfully belonged to the Iſraelites, 
were quickly taken and razed. Deſperate anguiſh and howl- 
ing every where prevailed, inſtead of their wonted joy and 
revelling. In vain they implored the aſſiſtance of their idols. 
Theſe, with their deluding prieſts and deluded votaries, par- 
ticularly multitudes of women, were carried captive to Ba- 
dylon. Meanwhile, Rabbab, Ai, and other cities of the

ty: I will blow againſt thee in the fire of my wrath,

and cauſe thee to periſh from the countries. I will 
deliver thee to the men of the eaſt, Chaldeans and - 
tabs, for a poſſeſſion ; and they ſhall ſet up their pala- 
ces, tents or ſheepfolds, in thee, and make their dwel- 
lings in thee : they ſhall eat thy fruit, and drink thy 
milk.

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others, as they could find opportunity. To puniſh their cru- 
elties to the Jews in their neighbourhood, who were at the 
fame time terribly diſttefled by Antiochus Epiphanes, Judas 
Maccabeus, about A. M. 3840, furiouſly attacked the Am- 
monites, routed their armies, burnt their cities, and carried 
their wives and children off to be ſlaves to bis Jewiſh ſubjects. 
About A. M. 3912, Alexander Janneus king of the Jews, 
for a like reaſon, reduced the Moabites, and made them his 
tributaries. Never ſince have either of theſe nations made 
any figure in hiſtory ; but their remains have incorporated 
with the Arabs. Their country hath been for many ages a 
deſolate wilderneſs, but aevet ſubjected to the Ottoman 
Turks. In the apoſtolic and fome ſubſequent ages, we find

blaſphemous Benhadad, a man whom J appointed to ut-

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THE Syrians chiefly originated from Aram the ſon cf 
Shem, and from Nahor the brother of Abraham. They 
dwelt on the Eaſt and North of Lebanon, and North Eaft of 
Canaan. By a bloody war with Hadadezer, David king of 
Iſrael reduced the moſt of Syria under his yoke. About fif- 
ty years after, Rezon formed a kingdom of Syrians at Damaſ- 
cus, which quickly became very powerful, and proved a 
terrible ſcourge to the Ifraelites. Their injuries to his peo- 
ple were ſeverely avenged by God.—To puniſh their oppreſ- 
ſion and infolence, God delivered Benhadad's huge army, 
commanded by thirty-two tributary kings, into the hand of 
ooo, commanded: by 232 pages, or raw unexperienced no- 
ble men, directed by Ahab king of Iſrael. Ignorantly or in- 
ſolently imagining that the God of Iſrael could not aſſiſt his 
people in the vallies, as he had done in an hill country, Ben- 
hadad and his Syrians, the very next year, again invaded the 
territories of Ahab, and took care to fight in a valley. But 
God manifeſted, his all- powerful preſence in their deſtruction. 
An hundred thouſand Syrians fell -in- the battle. The wall 
of Aphek falling on 27, 00 more, who had fled thither,

deſtruction, the Syrians became more inveterate and injurious 
a dverſaries to the Iſraelites, than before. Contrary to treaty, 
Benhadad retained Ramoth-Gilead, a city of the Levites, 
and of Refuge, which brought on two bloody ſieges. Ahab, 
whom Benhadad had ungratefully charged all his captains to 
deſtroy, was killed, and his whole army ſcattered by the 
firſt. At the ſecond, Jehoram was wounded, and Jehu 
made king, who flew Jehoram and all the poſterity of Ahab. 
—- Notwithſtanding Eliſha miraculouſly healed the leproſy of 
Naaman his general, by a ſeven- fold waſhing in Jordan, Ben- 
hadad ungratefully ravaged the land of Iſrael, fought to ap- 


prehend Eliſha, beſieged Samaria, till the Iſraelitiſn women 


were forced to boil and eat their own children. A miracu- 
lous noiſe obliged the Syrians to raiſe that ſiege, and flee off 
with the utmoſt precipitation, leaving their baggage behind, 
Not long after, Benhadad was ſtifled to death by Hazael his 
general, while he lay fick of a diſeaſe not mortal. | 
Hazael, having mounted his maſter's throne, proved a moſt 
terrible ſcourge, for fifty years, to the Ilraelites, and ſome- 
times to Judah. Provoked, that in the unſettled beginning 
of his reign, the Iſraelites had recovered Ramoth-Gilead, he 
ſoon after invaded their country on both ſides of the Jordan. 
He routed their armies, murdered their inhabitants, ript up 
their women with child, burnt or broke down their fortified 
cities, till he had brought them to the very brink of ruin.— 
Having taken Gath, a city of the Philiſtines, he threatened 
to attack Jeruſalem ; but king Joaſh diverted him by large 
preſents. Nevertheleſs, a ſmall body of his troops ſoon af-

Benhadad and his Syrians three remarkable defeats, near A- 
phek in Galilee. Jeroboam II. his ſon, repeatedly mauled 
them, and re-took from them all the cities which pertained 


to his Iſraelite ſubjects, and obliged a conſiderable part of 8y- 
ria to ſubmit to his yoke, 


II. While, after his death, the Ifraclites were diſtreſſed 
by their civi] wars, and frequent murder of their kings, the 
Syrians recovered their power, and ſeized on part of their 
territories beyond Jordan, Not long after, they aſſiſted Pe- 
kah king of Iſrael againſt.

Both young men able to bear arms 
and old were indiſcriminately murdered in the ſtreets. Pa- 
laces, and every place of importance, were burnt into ruin- 
ous heaps, | 


IV. Under Cyrus, and his Perſian ſucceſſors, the Syrians 
once more recovered themſelves, and re-built their principal 
cities When Alexander the Great marched this way in 
A. M. 3672, Hadrach, Hamath, Damaſcus, and the reit of 
the country, ſubmitted to his yoke. Since which, Syria 
hath, for about 21ro years paſt, been a dreadful ſcene of 
wretchedneſs, war, ravage, and blood. Not to mention the 
ſeveral earthquakes, which have buried its cities and their 
numerous inhabitants in ruin, or the ravages of it by the 
Pergamenians, Jews, Hunns, and Goths,—here the armies 
of the Syro-Grecian and Egypto-Grecian monarchs often 
conflicted, and deluged the fields with blood, How often 
did the Parthians and their Perſian ſucceſſors invade and ra- 
vage it! About A. M. 3939, the conquering Romans re- 
duced it into one of their provinces. About A. D. 632, the 
Saracens ſeized on it: and it became a field of bloody ſtrug-

were driven out of the moſt of it, by Saladin the famed ful. 
tan of Egypt. For almoſt three hundred years paſt, it hath 
been enſlaved by the Ottoman Turks, and is expoſed to the 
plundering Arabs on the one hand, and the no leſs ſavage 
Druſes of Lebanon on the other. Nor, except at Aleppo 
and Damaſcus, do we know of any thing remarkable, but 
antient ruins. - 

Chriſtianity was planted here by the apoſtles and their diſ- 
ciples, a a few years after our Saviour's aſcenſion. For about 
Goo years, the church here was of no ſmall note, and the 
ſeat of one of the four patriarchs. Since the Mahometans 
were maſters of the country, there have been conſtantly a 
number of nominal Chriſtians in it, but now ſadly drowned 
in ignorance and ſuperſtition.

Either the Aſſyrians, or a people of the ſame name, 
that dwelt about the north-eaſt of Mount Gilead, joined in 
the grand alliance to extirpate the Iſraelites about 3112, and 
periſhed in their attempt. About A. M. 3150, God, after 
threatening the Ninevites with immediate deſtruſtion, ſpared 
them upon their repentance. 


II. From about A. M. 3230, the Aſſyrians, under their 
kings Pul, Tiglath-pileſer, Shalmaneſer, Sennacherib, and 
Eſarhaddon, became very powerful and terrible to the na- 
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hoofs like flint, hardened with much riding, or very 
durable, and their chariot wheels like a ſwift-rolling 
whirlwind ; their roaring-—like a lion: they ſhall lay 
hold on the prey, ſpoiling many nations, and carry it 
away, and none-ſhall deliver it; they ſhall roar like 
the roaring of the ſea; and if one look unto the land, 
hither they come, bebold darkneſs and ſorrow. Chap.

III. Sennacherib had ſcarcely got home, when two of his 
own ſons treacherouſly murdered him, while he was per- 
forming his idolatrous devotions in the temple of Nifroch 
his idoi.—Efarhaddon his ſon ſucceeded him, about 3296, 
and reigned forty-two years. He not a little retrieyed the 
affairs of the Aitſyrian empire, It ſecms, tbat be obliged 
moſt of the conquered nations to continue their ſubjection, 
and united the kingdom of Babylon to his own. He carried 
the remnant of the Iſraelites into the eaſtern parts of his em- 


pire, 
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Zeph. ii. 15. This Nineveh is the rejoicing city, that 


dwelt careleſiy,—that ſaid in her heart, I am, and there 
is none beſides me. Nah. fi. 2. The Lord hath turns 
ed away the excellency of Jacob, hath reſented the in- 
juries done to the Jews, when the Aſyrians emptied 
them out, and marred all their branches.

pire, and placed his conquered Eaſterlings in their ſtead.— 
He, or at leaſt a king of Babylon, ravaged Judea, and carried 
off king Manaſſeh a priſoner, about A. M. 3328. Perhaps 
about the ſame time, he, for three years, ravaged Egypt and 
Ethiopia, and carried off a multitude of priſoners into ſlave. 
ry. Sa0s-duchin his ſon, defeated the revolted Medes, and 
demoliſhed Ecbatan their capital. But, to puniſh the Aſſy- 
rians for their murder, falſuood, treachery, oppreſſion, un- 
chaſtity, idolatry, pride, carnal ſecurity, blaſphemy of his 
name, and cruelty to his people, the Lord gave them up to 

moſt dreadful deſtruction gradually inflicted. | 
About A, M, 3352, Phraortes, king of the Medes, invaded 
Aſſy ria with a powerful army, and laid fiege to Nineveh their 
principal city. He was flain: but his fon Cyaxares carried 
on the war, and more than once renewed the ſiege. An in- 
vaſion of his own dominions by Madyes the Scythian, Free 
un 
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Lord's indignation ? Who can abide the fierceneſs of 
his auger? His fury is poured out like fire, and the 
rocks are thrown down by him. Chap. ii. 1. Though 
thou keep the munition, watch the way, make thy 
Joins ſtrong, and fortify thy power mightily. Chap, 
iii. 14, 11, 15. Though thou draw water for the ſiege 
to fill the ditch around thee ; fortify thy ſtrong holds; 
go into clay, tread the mortar ; make ſtrong the brick 
kiln, 10 prepare bricks for the repair of thy wall; and 
though thou be hid, —ſeek ſtrength, foreign troops, be- 
cauſe of the enemy,—and make thyſelf many, as the 
graſhopper and the locuſt : Chap. ii. 13, 1,—5. Be. 
hold I, Jemovan, am againſt thee : I will burn thy 
chariots ; the ſword ſhall de vour thy young lions, prin- 
ces and captains, and cut off thy prey from the earth, 
The Medes and Chaldeans, that dafh in pieces, are come 
up before thy face; the ſhields of the mighty men are 
—red with blood the chariots ſhall be with flaming 
torches in the day of their preparation ; the fir trees, 
ſpears, battering rams, and other inſtruments of war, 
{hall be terribly ſhaken, and the chariots ſhall rage in 
the ſtreets like torches, with which they ſhall be illumi- 
nated: they ſhall run ſwiftly like lightening. Chap. 
tit. 2, 3. The noife of the whip, —of the rattling wheels, 
prancing horſes, and jumping chariots :—the horſe- 
man lifteth np the briglit {word ; there is a multitude 
of ſlain, a great number of carcaſes ; and they ſhall

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him to raile it. Meanwhile, Nabo-Polafſar the Chaldean 
had revolted from the Aſſyrians, and feized on the kingdom 
of Babylon, at leaſt taken arms againſt the Aſſyrians, Terri- 
fed by :heſe diſaſters, Sarak king of Aſſyria is ſaid to have 
burnt his magnificent palace upon himſelf and his family, 
with a treaſure of about 205 millions ſterling. About 3398, 
Cvaxares having got rid of his Scythian gueſts by a treache- 


raus meſſacre of their chiefs, or otherwiſe, and having made- 


peace with his Lydian adverſaries, reſumed his war with the 
Afſyrians, —and, together with Nebuchadnezzar the Chal- 
dean, beſieged Nineveh, Notwithſtanding all that the be- 

ſieged 
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ſtumble upon the corpſes. Chap. ii. 5. He, the A- 


rian or his enemy, ſhall recount his worthies ; they 
ſhall baſten to the wall; the defence ſhall be prepared. 
Chap. lit. 13. The gates of entrance into thy land ond 
cities ſhall be ſet wide-open to thine enemies. O Ni- 
neveh, the fire ſhall devour thy bars, which tend to v5- 
firuft the progreſs of thine enemies. Chap. ii. 6. The 
gates of the river ſhall be opened, that it may break into 
the city, and the palace ſhall be difſolved. Chap. i. B, 
19. With an overflowing flood the Lord will make an 
utter end of the palape thereof, and darkneſs ſhall pur · 
ſue his enemies. —While the 4/yrians are folded to- 
gether as thorns, crowded into Nineveh, and while they 
are drunken as drunkards, they ſhall be devoured as 
ſtubble fully dry. Chap. iii. 11,—1 3. Thou ſhalt be 
drunken; thy ſhepherds, princes and captains, flum- 
ber: all thy ſtrong holds fhall be like fig-trees with 
the firſt ripe figs,—they ſhall even fall into the mouth 
of the cater, be taken without difficulty :—thy people in 
the midſt of thee are weak and faint-hearted as women: 
—thy crowned princes and nobles are many as the lo- 
cults, and thy captains as the great graſhoppers which 
camp 
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ſieged Aſſyrians could do, in repairing and fortifying their 
walls, —in hoarding up proviſions, and contracting powerful 
alliances, the confederated Medes and Chaldeans made them- 
ſelves maſters of it. While the Aſſyrlans celebrated ſome 
drunken revel of their idolatrous devotion, or feſtival of tri- 
unph on account of ſome particular advantage, the Medes 
fell upon their army, while buried in drunkenneſs and ſleep, 
and put multitudes of them to the ſword. The river Hidde- 
kel, now Tigris, being ſwelled by- exceffire rains, or the 
melting of the Armenian ſnows, broke down about two miles 
of the walls of the city. The waters had no ſooner tubfided, 
than the beſiegers ruſhed in at the breach. and filed the 
whole city with ravage and blood. The Aſſyrians were fo 
confounded and diſpirited, that they could do nothing to 
purpoſe for their own preſervation. Their fortifications ſur- 
rendered upon demand. Morchants, mercenary troops, and 

others 
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camp in the hedges, in the cold day ; but, when the 
ſun ariſeth, flee away, and their place is not Known: 


thy nobles dwell in the duſt, being. exceedingly reduced, 


dead, or hid in dens and caves :—thy people 1s ſcattered 
upon the mountains, and no man gathereth them.— 
Chap. ii. 7. Huzzab, the effeminate king or his queen, is 
led away captive: ſhe ſhall be brought up, and her 
maids ſhall lead her away, as with the voice of mourn- 
ing doves tabering, beating for grief, upon their breaſts.

Amraphel was king of Shi- 
nar about A. M. 2090. But, it ſeems, their ſtate was ſoon

II. Having for ſome years commanded his father's troops 
em- Pgainſt the Aﬀyrians, he was a moſt valiant and bloody con- 
ing {ueror, He raiſed an army of ' 200,000 men. He defeated

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them againſt this land of Judah, and againſt all theſe 
nations round about; and will utterly deſtroy them, 
and make them an aſtoniſhment, and an hiſſing, and 
a perpetual, lang, deſolation.— Take the wine-cup of 
my juſt indignation at my hand, and cauſe all the na- 
tions to drink it: and they ſhall drink it, and be mov. 
ed, and be mad, becauſe of the ſword that I will ſend 
among them, to wit, Judah, — Egypt, —land of Uz, 
—Phihſtines,—Edom,—Moab, — Ammon, — Tyre. — 
Zidon,—the Iſles beyond the fea, Leſer Aſia or Me- 
diteraneaniſlands,—Arabians,—Elam, Perfa, Medes, 
and all the kingdoms of the world, known fo the 
Chaldeans : drink ye, and be drunken, and ſpue, and 
fall, and riſe no more becauſe of the ſword. —1 will 
call for a ſword upon all the inhabitants of the known 
earth.— In executing his vengeance, the Lord ſhall roar 
from his holy habitation : he ſhall give a ſhout of a/ar- 
ming judgments againſt all the inhabitants of the earth, 
A noife ſhall come even to the ends of the earth.— 
The Lord will plead with all fleſh. He will give them 
that are wicked to the ſword.—Evil ſhall go from na- 
tion to nation, deſtreying one after another, and a great 
whirlwind, 2 raveging 2rmy of the Chaldeans, Ahall be 
raiſed up from the coalts of the earth,. The flain of 
the Lord by their hand ſhail. be from one end of the 
known earth to the other: they ſhall not be lamented, 
nor gathered, nor buried: they ſhall be dung upon

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the huge hoſt of Pharaoh-Necho at Carchemiſh, on the Eu- 
pbrates. Along with Cyaxares the Mede, he took Nineveh, 
and overthrew the Aſſyrian empire, of which it was the ca- 
pital. Aſſiſted by northern Scythians, and others, he ſub- 
dued the Syrians, Jews, Ammonites, Moabites, Edomites, 
and Philiſtines, moſt of the Phenicians, and part of the A- 
rabians. He conquered Perſia, and built himſelf a magnifi- 
cent palace at Shuſhan. He terribly harraſſed, if he did not 
ſubdue the Medes. Highly enraged becauſe the Tyrians de- 
fended their city againſt his troops for thirteen years, till 
they bad almoſt ruined them by the fatigues of the ſiege, N

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the ground. Howl, ye ſhepherds, rulers and captains, 
cry and wallow in aſhes, ye principal, rich and honou- 
rable, of the flock, for the days of your ſlaughter and 
diſperſion are accompliſhed 3 and ye ſhall fall, and be 
The peaceable habitations 
are cut down, becauſe of the fierce anger of the Lord. 
Nebuchadnezzar hath forſaken his covert, marched from 
Babylon, as the hungry and enraged lion from his thicket 
on the bank of Fordun — their land is deſolate becaule 
of the fierceneſs of the oppreſſor, and becauſe of his 
fierce anger. Chap, 1.23, Babylon the hammer of the 
whole earth, the oppreſſor and deſtroyer of nations.— 
Chap. li. 20, —23. Thou Babylon art my battle ax and 
weapons of war; with thee will I break in pieces na- 
tions, and deſtroy kingdoms ; with thee will J break 
in pieces the horſe and his rider, — the chariot and his 
rider, —-man and woman, old and young, —the ſhep- 
herd and his flock, - the huſbandman and his oxen,— 
captains and rulers.—Iſa. xiv. 4, —6, 12,16, 17. The 
king of Babylon —the oppreſſor the ſtaff of the wick - 
ed the ſceptre of the rulers, — he who ſmote the peo- 
ple in wrath with a continual ſtroke: he that ruled the 
nations in anger: thou didſt weaken the nations ;— 
the man that made the earth to tremble, that did ſhake 
kingdoms, —that made the world as 'a wilderneſs, and 
deſtroyed the cities thereof, and opened not the houfe 
of his priſoners. Jer. xxviii. 14. I the Lord have put 
a yoke of iron, hard ſervitude, upon the neck of all 
theſe nations, that they may ſerve Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon. Chap. xxvii. 2, 6,—8. I have given 
all theſe lands of Edom, Moab, Ammon, Tyre, and 
Men 
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had at laſt carried off their wealth into their city on the 
neighbouring iſland, leaving him ſcarce any thing but bare 
walls, and a few dying perſons, it is ſaid, that part of his 
army purſued the fugitive Tyrians unto the Mediterranean 
iſlands, and even unto the North Weſt of Africa, and South 
Weſt of Spain. Highly provoked with the Egyptians for 

aſſiſting 
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Zidon, into the hand of Nebuchadnezzar.— They ſhall 
ferve him, and his ſon, and his ſon's ſon, until the 
time of the deſtruction of his land come: that nation 
that will not ſerve him, I will puniſh with the ſword, 
famine, and peſtilence, till I have conſumed them by 
his hand. Ezek. xxxvi. 7. The heathen, who are 
round about the Fews, ſhall bear their ſhame. Dan. 
I. 32, 37, 38. This image's head was of fine gold. 
Thou Nebuchadnezzar art a king of kings ; for the 


God of heaven hath given thee a kingdom, power, 


ſtrength, and glory,-and wherefoever the children 
of men dwell, he hath made thee ruler over them. 
Thou art this head of gold. | 


III. Hab. ii. 11. Then ſhall Nebuchadnezzar*s mind 
change to the worſe, and he ſhall paſs over, return 
home, and offend, imputing his power to his, ids! god. 
Iſa. xiv. 13. Thou haſt ſaid in thine heart, I will aſcend 


into heaven: I will exalt my throne above the ſtars 


of God: I will fit—upon the mount of the congrega- 
tion, head of many kingdoms, in the fides of the north. 
I will aſcend above the heights of the clouds: I will be 
like 
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affiſring the Tyrians with corn and other neceffaries during 
the ſiege, he terribly ravaged and plundered their country, 
and fearſully alarmed their Ethiopian and Lybian neighbours. 
Their ſucceſs was every where attended with the moſt bar- 
barous cruelty ; the inhabitants being generally murdered, 
or tranſported for flaves to Chaldea, and places about. 


III. After finiſhing his conqueſts, Nebuchadnezzar became 
ſtill more idolatrous and proud. Out of his immenſe ſpoils, 
he, about A. M. 3433, erected a monſtrous golden image 
about ninety feet high, and nine broad, to Bel his principal 


idol, whom he imagined to have been the author of his amaze | 


ing ſucceſs ; and commanded” all his ſubjects to worſhip it, 
ander pain of being immediately burnt alive. To gratify his 
pride and inſolence, he carried the ſtructures of Babylon to 
the moſt aſtoniſhing and magnificent pitch. To puniſh his

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like the Moſt High. Dan. iy. 20,—26. The tree 
which thou 1 ſaweſt in thy viſion, which 


rew and was ſtrong, whoſe height reached unto hea- 


ven, and the ſight thereof to all the earth, whoſe leaves 
were fair, and its fruit much, and under which the 
fowls of the air had their habitation,—is thou, O king, 
who art grown great and become ſtrong : and, where- 
as thou Taweſt a watcher and holy one, coming down 
from heaven, ſaying, Hew the tree down, and deſtroy 
it, but leave the ſtump of the roots thereof in the earth, 

with a band of iron and braſs, in the tender graſs of 
the field; and let his portion be with the beaſts of the 
field, till ſeven times, years, paſs over him. This is 
the interpretation; They ſhall drive thee from men, 


and thy dwelling ſhall be with the beaſts of the field: 


and they ſhall make thee to eat grals as oxen ; and 
they ſhall wet thee with the dew of heaven, and ſeven 
rimes, years, ſhall paſs over thee, till thou know that 
the Moſt High ruleth in the kingdom of men, and 
giveth it to whomſoever he will. But thy kingdom 
ſhall be ſure unto thee after thou ſhalt know that Cod 
who is in the heavens doth rule. 


IV. Ezek. xxi. 13. The ravage and deſtruction of the 
Chaldeans are but a trial 8 ſball paſs over: Hab. ii. 
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wickedneſs, particularly His atheiſtical pride, God, about A. 
M. 3425, plagued him with a moſt extraordinary madneſs. 
He fancied himſelf a beaſt, ran or was driven off to the fields 
and woods; and there lived upon herbs and graſs, in the 
manner of an ox, till the hair on his head was. become like 
the down of fowls, and his nails as birds claws. After ſeven 
years he recovered the uſe of his reafon, and with much ſo- 
lemnity and affection acknowledged the abſolute ſovereignty 
and univerſal} dominion of Jehovah. He was reſtored to his 
regal authority, and na long after died, having reigned a- 


bove forty-three years by himſelf, and almoſt two conjunctly 
with his father.

I am againſt thee, O de- 
ſtroying mountain, /ofty and powerful city, which de- 
ſtroyeſt all the earth —As Babylon hath cauſed the 
lain of Iſrael to fall, ſo at Babylon ſhall fall the ſlain of 
all the earth. The Chaldean ſtrangers came into the 
lanctuary of the Lord—at Jeruſalem ; wherefore the 
. Lord will do judgment upon her graven images, and 
through all the land the wounded ſhall groan.— The 
Lord God of recompences ſhall ſurely requite.

ſhall ſhe be taken: their arrows fhall be as of a mighty 
expert man; none thall return in vain, but do execuli- 
on.

I will make him fuddenly run 
upon her. Who is a choſen man, that I may appoint 
over her to deſtroy her? (Comp. Ia. xti. 2. and xlvi. 
11.) Chap. li. 46, 29. A rumour ſhall come one 
year ; and after that, in another year, ſhall come a 
rumour and violence in the land, ruler againſt ruler 2 
—the land ſhall tremble and ſorrow for every purpoſe 
of the Lord, that he hath formed againft Babylon, ta 
make it a defolation. - The king of Babylon hath heard 
the report, and his hands waxed feeble. Ifa. xxi. 3, 
—10. My loins are filled with pain; I was bowed 
down at the hearing of it; I was diſmayed at the fee- 
ing of it. Watch in the watch tower: ariſe ye prin- 
ces; anoint the ſhield fo prepare for the attack or defence 
of the city, Set a watchman, and let him declare what 
he feeth : And he faw-a chariot with a couple of horſe- 
men, Darius and Cyrus, or Gobrias and Gadates, a cha- 
riot of aſſes, aud a chariot of camels ; and he cried as 
a lion, Behold here cometh a chariot of men, with a 
couple of horſemen. Babylon is fallen, my threſh. 
ing and the corn of my floor. Chap. xlvi. 11. Calling 
a ravenous bird from the eaſt; the man that execut- 
eth judgment from a far country. Chap. Kli. 2. = 
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but about a third part in his Medo-Perfian army, routed his 
unwieldy hoſt, and killed himſelf. Laboroſchard his infant 
ſon ſucceeded: him: but his ſhort reign of nine months 
was remarkable for nothing but the cruelty of the admini- 
ſtrators. Gobryas a Chaldean lord, provoked by the mur- 
der of his ſon, and Gadates another enraged by the caftration 
of himſelf, revolted to Cyrus, and drew over the provinces 
which they governed. Laboroſchard being murdered by his 
ſubjects, Belſhazzar his coufin, fon of Evil. Merodach, ſuc- 

ceeded 
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raiſed up the righteous man from the eaſt, called him 


to his feet, gave the nations before him, and made 
him toxule over kings? He gave them as the duſt to 
his fword, and as driven ſtubble to his bow. He pur- 
ſued them. Chap. xIviii. 14. Cyrus ſhall do his plea- 
{ure on Babylon, and his arm ſhall be on the Chalde- 
ans. Chap. xiii. 7, 8.. All hands ſhall be faint, and 
every man's heart thall melt; and they ſhall be afraid: 
pangs and ſorrow ſhall take hold on them, as a wo- 
man that travaileth : they ſhall be amazed, one at an- 
other: their faces ſhall be as flames, with grief and 
ferror. 8 . | 


VI. Jer. I. 14, 24. Te Medo-Perſian troops, put your 
ſelves in array againſt Babylon round about : all ye 
that bend the bow ſhoot at her, ſpare no arrows, for 
ſhe hath ſinned againſt the Lord.—l have laid a ſnare 
for thee, Babylon, and thou art taken, and thou waſt 
not aware: thou art found and alſo caught, becauſe 
thou haſt ſtriven againſt the Lord. He hath opened 
his armoury, and brought forth the weapons of his in- 
dignation. Chap. li. 12, 39, 57. Set up the ſtandard 
on the walls: make the watch ſtrong: ſet the am- 
buſhes. In their, the Chaldeans, heat, I will make 
their feaſt, and will make them drunken, that they 
may rejoice, and ſleep a perpetual ſleep. I will make 
drunk her princes and ber wiſe men, and her captains, 
and her rulers, and mighty men; and they ſhall ſleep 
a perpetual fleep, and not awake. Iſa. xxi. 5. While 
the ſiege is carried on, let the Chaldeans prepare a ta- 


ble, /uxurioſly feaſt, eat, and drink. —lfa. xliv. 27. 


The Lord ſaith to the deep Euphrates, Be dry, and I

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ceeded him. He had not been a whit better than his three 
immediate: predeceſſors, had not his mother Nitocris, ſiſter 
of the Median king, overawed and directed him. 


VI. Having conquered moſt of Leſſer Aſia, Syria, and 
part of the north-eaſt of Arabia, Cyrus marched his victori-

I will break in pieces 
the gates of braſs, and cut in ſunder the bars of iron, 
Jer. H. 13. 14, . 31, 32s 30 O Babylon, that 
dwelleſt upon many waters, art well watered by the 
great river Euphrates, abundant in treaſure, thine end 
is come, and the meaſure of thy covetouſneſs. I will 
fill thee with men, many and dęſtructiue, as with caters 
pillars ; and they ſhall lift up a ſhout againſt thee — 
they ſhall roar together like liong.—How is Sheſhach 
taken, the praiſe of the whole earth furprized, and 
become an aſtoniſhment among the nations, (compare 
Ia. xiv. 4, 5, 6, 10, 11, 12, 16.)—one polt ſhall run 
to meet another, to ſhew the king of Babylon that his 
city is taken at one end, and that the paſſages are ſtopt 
by Perſian guards, and the reeds growing on the bank 


of the 1iver are burnt, to clear the Perſians wway, give 


them light, or burn the houſes of the city.—Yhe mighty 
men of Babylon were affrighted, —have forborne to 
fight; they remained in their ſtrong holds; they be- 
came weak and timorous as women. The Medo-Perſiant 


burnt 
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ous army towards Babylon. Belſhazzar's troops being rout- 
ed, betook themſelves to their impregnable capital, which 
had been ſtored with proviſion for a twenty years ſiege.— 
Having befieged it in vain for about two years, Cyrus, being 
informed of an annual feſtival to be ſoon held, which uſed to 
be continued through the whole night in drunkenneſs and 
debauchery, he contrived to break down the bank of the 
Euphrates, at the head of that canal which Nitocris bad for- 
med for the ſafety of the country, when the river was ex- 
tremely high ſwelled, —and to draw that river from its paſ- 


ſage 
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burnt her dwelling-places : her bars are broken, the 
city and houſes being left open to the enemy.—Chap. I. 16. 
—Cut off the ſower from Babylon, and he that hold- 
eth the fickle m the time of harveſt : for fear of the 
oppreſſing ſword, they ſhall turn every one to his own 
people, and flee every one to his own land. Chap. li. 
9. We would have healed Babvlon ; but ſhe is not 
healed. Forſake her, and let us foreigners go every 
one to his own country, for her judgment reacheth une 
to heaven, it tis /o terrible. Iſa. xiii. 14. Babylon {hall 
be as the chaſed roe, and as a ſheep which no man ta- 
keth up, exceedingly* terrißed and expoſed + they ſhall 
turn every man to his own people, and flee into his 
own land. Chap. xIvii. 15. Thy merchants, with 
whom thou haſt laboured, ſhall wander, every one to 
his own quarter: none fhall fave thee.—Jer. H. 4, 6, 
40. I will bring down the Chaldeans like lambs to the 
laughter, the rams with the hee goats, princes and 
captains, Chap. l. 27, 35, 45. Slay all her bullocks, 
rich, powerful, and luxurious; let them go down to the 
flaughter. A ſword is upon the Chaldeans, upon the 
inhabitants of Babylon, upon her princes and wiſe men, 
and upon her mighty men, and they ſhall be diſmay- 
ed,—upon their horſes and chariots, and upon the 
mingled people, that are in the midit of her, and they 
mall become faint-hearted as women. The lealt of the 
Medo Perſians fhall draw them out to death or ſlavery. 
Chap. li. 3, 4, 49. Spare not her young men: deſtroy 
utterly all her hoſt. Thus ſhall they fall in the —

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fage through Babylon, into the vaſt lake, and to march his 
troops along its drained channel into the city.— The drunken 
guards and inhabitants haFing neglected to ſhut the brazen 
gates on the bank of the river, the Per ſian troops, who, un- 
der the direction of Gobrias and Gadates, kad marched a- 


long the bed of the river, ruſhed into the city, and ſoon ope- 


ned the other gates to the reſt of their army. While multi- 
tudes of the Chaldeans, overwhelmed with drink and terror, 
cried out, in the moſt lamentable manner, while their poſts

Every man that is 
found ſhall be thruſt through, and every one that is 
joined to them ſhall fall by the ſword.—Jer. l. 36. A 
{word is upon the liars, prieſis and falſe prophets, and 
they ſhall dote ; upon her mighty men, and they ſhall 
be diſmayed. Ifa. xlvii. 12,—14, 9. The ufers of in- 
chantments and ſorceries, —and aſtrologers, ſhall be as 
ſtubble, and the fire ſhall burn them. It ſhall not be 
a coal to warm them, or to ſit before it.—'Two things 
ſhall come upon Babylon in one day, the loſs of chil- 
dren and widowhood in their perfection. Chap. Xiii. 
12, 16, 18. I will make a man more precious than 
gold, few being left, the children ſhall be daſhed in 
pieces before their parents, their houſes ſpoiled, their 
wives raviſhed, The Medo-Perſian bows {hall daſh the 
young men ts pieces: they fnall have no pity on the 
fruit of the womb : they ſhall not ſpare children.— 
Chap. xiv. 21, 22. Prepare flaughter for his children, 
for the iniquity of their fathers, that they do not rife 
up, nor poſſeſs the land, nor fill the face of the world 
with cities. 1 ths Lord will cut off from Babylon the 
name, and the remnant, the ſen, and the nephew or 
grandchild. Pſalm cxxxvi.. 8, 9. Happy ſhall he be 
that taketh thy little ones, and daſheth them to pieces 
againſt the ſtones, as thou did/t to others. 

Ha. xiv. 15, 19,21. Thou king of Babylon ſhalt 
be brought down to hell, and to the ſides of the pit. 
Thou art caſt out of thy grave as an abominable branch: 

thou 
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hurried from one part of the city to another, to give notice 
of the entrance and progreſs of Cygus* troops, —and while the 
allied and mercenary troops, merchants, and huſbandmen 
attempted to eſcape for their lives, the Medes, Perſians, Phry- 
gians, and others, ſpread fire and death through the whole 
intoxicated city. The ftreets ran with the bload of princes, 
warriors, magicians, and innocent babes, The women were

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thou ſhalt nor be joined with them in burial, becauſe, 
by thy folly, thou haſt deſtroyed thy land, and ſlain thy 
people: the ſeed of evil doers thall never be renown- 
ed, c. Ver, 8,—17. The fir trees and cedars re- 
joice over thee ; the chief ones of the dead ſhall ſay, 
Art thou become weak as we | How art thou fallen 
from heaven, O Lucifer, ſon of the morning ! how 
art thou cut down to the ground, who didſt weaken 
the nations! Is this the man that made the earth to 
tremble,—that did ſhake kingdoms that made the 
world as a wilderneſs, and opened not the houſe of 
his priſoners, giving them their liberty! Chap. xxi. 9. 
All the graven mages of her gods hath rhe conqueror, 
who hated images of the Deity, broken unto the ground. 
Chap. xlvi. 1, 2. Bel their "chief idol boweth down.— 
Nebo {toopeth. — Their idols were laid upon the beaſts, 
to be carried into captivity : they could not deliver Heir 
vetaries : themiclves are gone into captivity. Jer. l. 
2. Babylon is taken ; Bel is confounded ; Merodach, 
another idol, is broken to pieces. Her idols are con- 
founded: ber images are broken in pieces. Ch. li. 44, 
47,52.1 will puniſh Bel. Iwill bring out of his mouth, that 
Which he bath ſwallowed up, the Jews ſecred furniture, 
which had been placed in his temple : the nations ſhall 
not flow any more unto him to worſhip him. I will do 
judgment upon her graven images; and through all 
the land the wounded ſhall groan..—Chap. l. 26, 37, 
and li. 55. Open her ftore- 8 where proviſion had 
been hoarded up. Chaldea ſhall be a ſpoil.— All that 
ſpoil her ſhall be ſatisfied with their large booty. A

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brutally raviſhed, and had their huſbands murdered. Bel- 
Mazzar and his thouſand lords were ſtabbed to death in the 
palace, amidſt their drunkenneſs and ſleep. His family was 
either all cut off, or miferably reduced. Himſelf and many 
of his ſubjects were either ſuffered to rot above ground, or 
were buried like the carcaſes ef brutes.

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while the once oppreſſed Medes, Perſians, as well as Daniel 
a Jew, governed them. 


VIE. The nations around were aſtoniſhed at the taking of 
Babylon. Sonie were overwhelmed with grief, and many fil- 
led with joy and rejoicing. Not a few of the buildings in 
Babylon were burat into heaps. But it lingered out tome 
further ages, in a tendency towards utter deſtruction. A- 
bout A. M. 3482. the inhabitants of Babylon, encouraged 
by the troubles which followed the unexpected death of Cam- 
byfes the ſon and fuccefior of Cyrus king of Perſia, and pro- 
voked by Darius Hyſtaſpis removal of his court to Shuthan in 
Perſia alone, —reſolved to revolt. After four years prepara- 
tions for it, they brake out into open rebellion. Darius be- 
neged their city with all his troops. To prevent their being 
abliged, by famine, to ſurrender, they, to rid themſelves of 
all uſeleſs eaters, ſtrangled their aged, their children, and 
their women, except one beloved wife and a maid for each 
aerion of high rank. After Darius had lain before the city, 
do no purpoſe, for about twenty months, Zopyras, one of 

| his 
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hath given the hand, ſubmitted to the conqueror : all 
her foundations are fallen: her walls are thrown down; 
the moſt proud ſhall ſtumble and fall, and none hall 
raiſe him up. I will kindle a fire in his cities. Chap. 
li. 25, 26, 58,64. I will roll thee, O deſtroying moun- 
tain, Jown from the rocks, and make thee a burat 
mountain; and they fhall not take of thee a ſtone for 
a corner or for a foundation in rebuilding thee + but 
thou ſhalt be deſolate for ever: the broad walls of Ba- 
bylon ſhall be utterly broken down, and her high 
gates burnt with fire: the people ſhall labour in vain 
fo preſerve her. Babylon ſhall ſink as a ſtone into the 
waters, and ſhall not rife from the evil that I will bri 

upon her. Chap. I. 12, 13, 26. Your mother ſhall be 
fore confounded : the hindermoſt of the nations, 
which but lately became conſpicuous, and ruled the reff, 
ſhall be a wilderneſs, a dry land ;—becauſe of the 
wrath of the Lord, it ſhall not be inhabited, but be 
wholly defolate.—Caſt her up as an heap ; deſtroy ber 
ulterly ; let nothing be left. Chap. li. 42, 43, 37. 
The ſea, the river Euphrates, is come upon Babylon: 
the is covered with the multitude of the waves thereof: 
her cities are a dry land, a wilderneſs, where no man 


dwelleth, 
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his generals, craftily mangled his face, and, fleeing over to 
the citizens, pretended, that Darius had thus abuſed him, 
for his adviſing him to raiſe the ſiege. They readily believed 
him, and made him commander of a body of their troops, 
with whom he made frequent fallies upon the Perſian beſie- 
gers. Intoxicated by his conſtant ſucceſs, they at laſt made 
him their principal governor, and the general of all their for- 
ces. According to his agreement with Darius, ke, on the 
firſt opportunity, treacherouſly opened the gates ef Belus and 
Ciſfia to the Perſians, Darius, having got poſſeſſion of the 
city, ordered three thouſand of the principal rebels to be im- 


paled, and pardoned the reſt. He ordered them a ſupply of 


50,000 wives from the adjacent provinces ; but reduced their 
walls from the height of 200 to 50 cubits. When Alexan- 
der the Great, ha had projected the reſtoration of Babylon 


to 
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qwelleth, nor ſon of man ſhall paſs thereby. Babylon 
fall 'becoine heaps, a dwelling place for dragons, an 
aſtoniſhment and hiſſing, without inhabitant. Ita. xiv. 
23. 1 will make it a poſſeſſion for the bittern, and 
pools of water.

It ſhall never be inhabited, neither ſhall the, Arabian 
itch tent there; nor the ſhepherds make their 
fold there: but the wild beaſts of the deſert ſhall 
be there: and their houſes ſhall be full of doleful 
creatures, and owls ſhall dwell there, and ſatyrs ſhall 
dance there : the wild beaſts of the iſland ſhall cry in 
their deſolate bonuſes, and dragons in their pleaſant pa- 
laces: her time of ruin is near to come, and her days 
of exiſience ſhall not be prolonged. Zech. v. 5,—1 3. 
The dreadful curſe of God, which attends enormous wicks- 
. edneſs, {hall be eſtabliſhed, and ſet in the land of Shi- 
nar, upon its own peculiar baſe. Chap. vi. 6, 9. The 
black horſes, Perſiant, and the white, Greeks, which 
went after them, quieted God's Spirit in the north 
country, fully executing his intended judgments upon A, 

Hria and Chaldea. 1 
VIII. Ps AL 
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to its priſtine grandeur, died here, A. M. 3681, it was a 
conſiderable city. But Seleucus Nicator, his Syro-Grecian 
ſucceſſor, having drained it of five bundred thouſand of its 
inhabitauts, to people his new city of Seleucia, it gradually 
dwindled into a mere deſart; and the river Euphrates over- 
flowing part of it, turned it into a fen. Pliny and Strabo, 
who flouriſhed about eight hundred years apo, affirm, that 
nothing then remained of it, but its ruinous walls. About 
A. D. 400, Jerome ſays, it was an hunting park for the Per- 
fian kings. According to Rawolf, De la Valle, Hanway, 
and other travellers of note, it hath, for ſeveral ages paſt, 
been io deſolate, that it is uncertain where it really ſtood ; — 
and the ſpot. which they take for its ſituation, is part of it ſo 
haunted by veuomous and doleful animals, that, except in 
the winter months, there is no ſafe approaching to it.

T of Shem. TIfa. xxii. 6, Elam, Perſia, bare the 
quiver with chariots of men and horſemen. and Kir, 
Media, uncovered the ſhield in the 4ſhyrian invaſion of 
Fudea. Jer. xxv. 9, 25, 16, 27. I the Lord will 
bring Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon—2gainſt the 
kings of Elam and of the Medes: they ſhall drink, 
and be drunken, and ſpue, and fall, becauſe of the 


ſword. Chap. xlix 35,—39. I will break the bow 
of Elam, the chief of their might ; and upon Elam 


will I bring the four winds, @ terrible ſtorm of war: and 
there ſhall be no known nation, whither the fugitive or 
enſla ved outcaſts of Elam ſhall not come: I will cauſe

Atter he had long commanded the 
Median armies of Aſtyages his mother's father, aud of Cya- 
xares and Darius Medus, his uncle and father-in-law, in their 
furious wars with the Chaldeans and others, he fell heir to 
the crown of both nations. Conducted by him, his Medo- 
Perſian troops conquered the three powerful kingdoms of 
Lydia, Babylon, and Egypt, killed an infinity of people, and 
ſeized on their prodigious wealth. He reſtored the moſt of 
thoſe who had heen the enſlaved captives or priſoners of the 
Chaldeans, to their liberty, —To the Jews he moreover re- 
ſtored the veſſels of their temple, which he had taken out of 
the temple of Belus, and encouraged and afiiſted them to re-

northward, and weſtward, and ſouthward, ſo that no 
beaſt might ſtand. before him, neither was there any 


that could deliver out of his hand: but he did accord. 
ing to his will, and became great, the empire once in- 
cluding 127 provinces; ' And beh6ld an hee goat, the 
Greeks, came from the Welt on the face of the'whole 
earth, and touched not the gronnd, marched with great 
expedition; and he had a notable horn between bis 
eyes ; and he came to the ram, and ran unto him in 

* * r 
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the ſpoils of Cyrus and Cambyſes, and the hoarded treafures 
of his covetous and churliſh father Darius, reſolved, about 


A. NM. 35 24, to cruth them under his feet. By flattery and 
preſents, and large promiſes, he perſuaded the Carthaginians, 


who then governed a great part of northern Africa, to attack 


them in Sicily and Italy, while he marched an army of ſeveral 
millions againſt them ia Greece. — Their defeat of this mon- 


ſtrous and unwieldy army, together with the knowledge they 


had of that effeminacy and luxury, which prevailed in the 


Perſian empire, encouraged the Greeks to think of conquer. 
ing it. In their repeated inyaſions of part of it, eſpecially , 


under Ageſilaus the Spartan, they had ſometimes the mott 


flattering proſpect. And as the Perſians had ſo much work 


on the other fide with the revolted Egyptians, the conqueſt 
might have been effected, had not the contentions of the 
Greeks among themſelves prevented it, At laſt, abont A. 
M. 3671, Alexander king of Macedon, having finiſhed the 

congueſt 
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the fury of his power, and being moved with choler 
againſt him, ſmote the ram, and brake his two horns; 
and there was no power in the ram to ſtand before 
him; but he caſt him down to the ground, and ſtamp. 
ed upon him; and there was none that could deliver 
the ram out of his hand. he ram is the king or kinp- 
dom of Media and Perſia, and the rough goat is the 
King or kingdom of Grecia, and the great horn between 
his cyes is Alexander the firſt or greateſt King, ſurroun- 
ded by prudent generals, Chap. xi. 2, 3. There ſhall 
yet ſtand up three kings in Perſia, Cyrus, Cambyſes, and 
Darius Hyſtaſpis, and Xerxes the fourth ſhall be far 
richer than them all ; and by his ſtrength he ſhall ſtir 
up all, a great part of the world in Aſia, Africa, and 
Europe, againſt the realm of Grecia, About 140 years 
after, a mighty king of Greece ſhall ſtand up, that thall 
rule with great dominion, and do according to his will. 
Dan. x. 20. Now will I, the angel, return to fight 
| wit 
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conqueſt of his neigbbours in Greece, reſolved to render 
himſeif maſter of the whole Perſian empire. Aſſiſted by 
the moſt prudent and brave generals, he, with aſtoniſhing ra- 

idity, marched 35,000 Greeks, AÆgeatæ, or goatiſh men, 
into the territories of the Perſian king, whole emblem of roy- 
alty was the golden head of a ram, the horns ſerving inſtead 
of a crown. Highly provoked by the arrogant meſſages of 
Darius Codoman, the laſt monarch, he furioufly attacked his 
huge armies, and in three great battles of Granicus, Iſſus, 
and Arbela, routed them, with almoſt no loſs to himlelf, 
though his army was perhaps ſometimes ſcarce a 3oth part of 
his enemies. In an over-running manner, he reduced. the 
whole empire; Leſſer Aſia, Syria, Phenicia, Paleſtine, and 
Egypt on the Weſt, —and Iberia, Media, Armenia, Aſſyria, 
Chaldea, Perſia, and India on the Eaſt. 

About A. M. 3754, the Parthians, whom ſome think the 
fame as the Perſians, under Arſaces, formed a powerful 
Kingdom, which once extended from the Indus to the Hel- 
leſpont, and was long a terror to the Romans. After this 
kingdom had continued about 480 years, the Perſians headed 
by Artaxerxes erected another, or at leaſt transferred the 

government 
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with the prince of Perfia; and when I am gone forth, 
the prince of Grecia ſhall come. Num. xxiv. 24. 
Ships ſhall come from Chittim, Macedonia, and fhall 
afſlict Aſhur and—Eber, and he ſhall periſh for ever. 
Dan. vii. 12. The Perſian monarchy had its dominion 
taken away, but its life was prolonged for a ſeaſon. 
Ezek. xxxviii. 5, 22. Perſia ſhall be with Gog and 
Magog.—l will plead againſt them with peſtilence and 
blood. 


II. Iſa. xi. 11. The Lord ſhall recover the remnant 
of his people from Elam. 
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government to another family, in which it continued about 
four hundred years. Since the overthrow of it by the Maho- 
metan Saracens, about A. D. 632, Perſia hath been a moſt 
wretched ſeat of oppreſſion, carnage, and blood, as well as 
of ſuperſtition, under Saracens, Seljukians, Tartars, Turk- 
mans, Sophiis, and others. It ſeems, the Perſians will aſſiſt 
the Mahometan powers againſt the newly converted Jews, 
and many of them periſh in the attempt, about A. D. 1900, 
or 2050. ; 


III. Some Parthians, Medes, and Elamites were convert- 
ed at the goſpel Pentecoſt. Notwithſtanding the moſt terri- 
ble perſecutions, chiefly by the Perſian kings, and the moſt 
bloody wars, almoſt innumerable, a Chriſtian church, chiefly 
of the Neſtorian perſuaſion, hath almoſt ever ſince continued 
in Perſia, But, except what is at Zulpha, the famed ſuburb 
of Iſpaban the capital, Chriſtianity now makes a moſt pitiful 
appearance there. In the Millennium, multitudes ſhall be 
turned to the Lord.

Partition of the Greek empire into four kingdoms ; and do- 


minion was given to it. Chap. viii, 5, '8, 20, 21. An 
hee goat came from the Welt, with a notable horn be- 
twWeen 
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THE Gretks, deſcended from Japheth by Javan, and 
included the Spartans, Athenians, Macedonians, Zolians, 
Dorians, lonians, and others. How long they continued ia 
Aſa, before they fettled in Europe, we know not. Abont 

A. M. 3150, or afterward, ſome Eolians and lonians, and no 
Fu others, left their overſtocked or embarraſſed country 
in Europe, and returned to the weſtern parts of Leſſer Aſia, 
from which they appear to have driven out part of the poſte- 
rity of Shem. In after ages, the Greeks, having become fa- 
mous in learning and valour, penetrated farther into the Per- 
fian empire. About A. M. 3674, they erected an empire of 
their own upon the ruins of it, leſs wealthy indeed, but much 
more (ſtrong and warlike. Alexander the Great, who found- 

ed it, had ſcarce enjoyed twelve years of rapid conqueſt, 
when, 
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tween his eyes, and waxed very great, —and when he 


was ſtrong, the great horn was broken, and for it 
came up four notable ones towards the four winds of 


heaven.— The rough goat is the kingdom of Greece, 


and the great horn between his eyes, is the firſt, great- 
eſt, king. Now, that being broken, by Alexander's 
untimely death, four kingdoms ſhall ſtand up out of the 
empire, but not in the degree or extent of his power.— 
Chap. xi. 3, 4. When Alexander the mighty king ſhall 

nd up, arriving to great power in à ſhort time; his 
kingdom ſhall be broken and divided into four parts, 
towards the four winds of heaven; but not to his po- 
ſterity, nor according to the dominion which he rul- 
ed: for it ſhall be pluckt up for others beſides thoſe 
of. his family. f | 
: II. Alexan- 
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when, probably by his own intemperance'and drunkenneſs, 

he died in the flower of his age, A. M. 3678. He had ſcarce- 

ly expired, when Roxana, one of his wives, cauſed his queen 

Statira, the daughter of Darius, to be murdered, and her 
body thrown into a well. Olympias his mother cauſed to 

murder Philip Aridzus his baſtard brother, and his wife 

Euridice. On that account, Olympias herſelf was ſoon after 
murdered by Caſſander's troops. Roxana and Alexander 
Agus her fon, who had for fourteen years been bravely ſup- 
ported by Eumenes, that great but unfortunate general, were 
privately murdered by Caſſander. About a year after, Caſ- 
ſander murdered Barſine, another of Alexander's wives, and 
Hercules her ſon. His royal family being thus extirpated, 
and his General Antigonus reduced, Alexander's empire was, 
about 3690, parceiled out into four large kingdoms. Caſſau- 
der had Macedonia, pro! er Greece, and the other weſtern 
It was afterwards ſplit into the ſeveral 
ſtates of Macedonia, Achaia, Zftolia, Sc. and the moſt of 
it was reduced by the Romans about A. M. 3855. Lyſime- 
chus, another general, had Bythinia, Thrace, and the no1« 
thern parts for his ſhare : but he was quickly ſtript of it by 
Caflander, and Seleucus Nicator, who had Syria and the 
Eaſtern provinces for his part.—Ptolemy Lagus had Egypt 
and the ſouthern parts for his portion. 


II. Tte' 
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II. Alexander's large empire 5eing at length reduced to 
the two tbigh-like kingdoms of Egypt on the sour, and 


Syria on the XOKTH of Canaan, Dan. xi. 56, —32. Ptolemy 


Lagus, king of the fouth, Egypt, ſhall be ſtrong ; but 
Seleucus Nicator, one of Alexander's princes, and king 
of the north, Syria, ſhall be ſtrong above him, and 
have a great dominion, extending from the river Indus 
to the Helleſpont, and ſometimes beyond it. And in the 
end of years, ſpent in a ruinous war between theſe two 
Eingdoms, they thall join themſelves in alliance: for Be- 
renice the daughter of Ptolemy Philadelphus, king of E- 
gyþt, ſhall come to Antiochus Theos, third Grecian king 
of Syria, to make an agreement: but ſhe ſhall not re- 


tain the power of the arm, neither ſhall he ſtand, nor 


his arm: but ſhe ſhall be given up, and they that

and 
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II. The kingdoms of Egypt and Syria formed like thighs 
from the once belly-like empire of the Greeks, maintained 
their exiſtence for ſeveral hundred years. Ptolemy Lagus, 
otherwiſe called Ster, the Saviour, was a very powerful 
prince ruling over Egypt, Canaan, Phenicia, Caria, Hollow- 


Syria, part of Arabia, together with Cyprus, and feveral o- 
ther iſlands in the AÆgean fea. Seleucus of Syria was till. 
more powerful, having under him all the countries between 
the Indus and the Helleſpont,—to which, by the death of 


Lyſimachus, were added Thrace and Macedonia. But An- 
tiochus Soter, his ſon, by his wars with the Bythinians and 


- Pergamenians, weakened his kingdom. Fully tired of the 
long war between them, Ptolemy Philadelphus of Egypt, and 
Antiochus Theos of Syria, agreed upon terms of peace.— 


Ptolemy carried Berenice his daughter with him to Syria, 


and perſuaded Aatiochus to divorce Laodice his queen, and 


marry Berenice, and fettle the crown upon her offspring. 
Ptoiemy was ſcarcely dead, when Antiochus divorced Berc- 


nice, took back Laodice to be his queen, and fettled the 
crown upon Seleucus Callinicus her fon. To prevent altera- 


t ons, Laodice quickly poiſoned Antiochus, and placed her 


Tn upon his throne, about A. M. 3758.—hBefore the troops 
of Egypt or Leſſer Aſia could come up for Berenice's protec- 


tion 
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and he that ſtrengthened her in theſe times, 10 be niur- 
dered. But Ptolemy Euergetes her brother, a branch 


out of her root, fhall ſtand up, and ſhall come with an 


army, to avenge her blood, and ſhall enter into the for- 
treſs, beſt fortified provinces and cities of Seleucus Calli- 
nicus, king of Syria, and ſhall prevail, and carry cap- 


tive into Egypt their gods, princes, and precious vel.

don land. But Seleucus Ceraunus and Antiochus 'the 
Great, ſons of Callinicus, ſhall be ſtirred up, and (hall 
aſſemble. a multitude of forces; and Ceraunus dying, 


Antiochus ſhall certainly come, and overflow and paſs

tion and afliftance, ſhe, her ſon, and the Egyptians who at- 


tended her, were all cut to pieces.—To avenge her death, 


Ptolemy Euergetes her brother, invaded the kingdom of Sy- 


ria, reduced the moſt of it, took a prodigious booty, reco- 
vered about 2500 of the Egyptian idols which Cambyſes the 
Perſian had carried off, about 280 years before; and, to the 


great joy of his ſubjects, re- placed them in their reſpective 


temples. In his return through Paleſtine, he offered a to- 


| lemn ſacrifice of thankſgiving for his ſucceſs, to the God of 


the Jews, at Jeruſalem. A ſedition of his ſubjects obliging 
him to haſten home, he made a truce with Callinicus, who, 
after much terrible harraſſment by his brother Hierax, and 


by. Attalus and Eumenes kings of Pergamns, was at laſt ta- 
ken priſoner by the Parthians. His ſons, Seleucus Ceraunus 


and Antiochus the Gteat, reſolved to recover what Ptolemy 
had taken from their father. Ceraunns dying, Antiochus 


became king of Syria, about the time that Ptolemy Philopa- 


tor ſucceeded his father Euergetes in Egypt. Antiochus re- 
took Hollow-Syria and Phenicia, and defeated the Egyptians 
at Berytus, Next year, he led his powerful and victorious 
army toward Egypt, expecting to wreſt it from its young lux- 
urious monarch ;- but be met with ſuch a terrible defeat near 


Rapbia, on the border, that he was obliged to give up Ca- 
Naan and Hollow-Syria to the Egyptians. In his review of 


theſe recovered provnices, Ptolemy offered a folemr ſacrifice 
of thankſgiving for his victory to the God of the Jews ai his 
1 temple; 
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througb. Then ſhall he return, renewing the war, and 
be ſtirred up even to Raphia a fortreſs on the north ea/2 
Frontier of Egypt. But Ptolemy Philopator, king of E- 
gypt, ſhall be moved with choler, and ſhall come forth 
and fight with the king of Syria, who ſhall ſet forth a. 
multitude of forces ; but the multitude ſhall be given 
into Ptolemy*s hand: and when he hath taken away the 
multitude, by @ complete victory over them, his heart 
ſhall be lifted up, and he ſhall caſt down many ten 
thouſands, but ſhall not be ſtrengthened by it; for An- 
tiochus king of Syria ſhall return, and ſet forth a mul- 
titude of forces greater than the former, and ſhall cer- 
tainly come after certain years, with a great army and 
great riches : and, in thoſe times, many rebellious ſub . 
Jjefts or foreign powers ſhall ſtand up againſt young Pto- 
lemy Epiphanes king of Egypt ; alſo the factious revolters 

| among 
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temple : but being denied entrance into the Holy of Holies, by 
the Jewiſh prieſts, or by the terrors of their God, he con- 
ceived a terrible rage againſt their whole nation, and cauſed 
about forty or ſixty thouſand of them, who dwelt in Egypt, 
to be inhumanly murdered. But, that he might have leiſure 
to wallow in lewdneſs with Agathocles his catamite, and; Aga- 
thoclea his harlot, he readily agreed to a peace with Antio- 
chus. Provoked with his horrid baſeneſs, many of his ſub- 
jects revolted. He himſelf died of his debauchery, and Pto- 
lemy Epiphanes his infant ſon ſucceded him. 

Having reduced Achæus the rebel, Antiochus entered in- 


to a league with Philip king of Macedonia to conquer young 


Ptolemy's dominions, and to part them betwixt them. Pro- 


voked to ſee their king under the direction of the baſe Aga- 
thocles, the Egyptians were on the brink of rebellion, and 


ſeveral ſeditions actually happened. The citizens of Alexan- 
dria taking arms, put Agathocles, and his ſiſter, mother, and 
aſſociates to death. Many Jews revolted to Antiochus ; but 
Scopas the Egyptian general chaſtiſed them, and reduced 
Hollow. Syria and Canaan to their wonted ſubjection to Egypt. 


Antiochus meeting him at the ſprings of Jordan, gave him a 


terrible defeat, and, notwithſtanding all that three freſh ar- 
mies from Egypt could do, obliged Phenicia, Hollow-Syria, 
: and 
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among the Fews, to eſtabliſh the viſion ; but they 
ſhall fall. So Antiochus ſhall come, and caſt up a 
mount, and the fenced cities and arms of Egypt fhall 
not withſtand, — nor his choſen people, neither ſhall 
there be any ſtrength in Egypt to withſtand ; but An- 
tiochus ſhall do according to his will, and none ſhall 
ſtand before him. And he ſhall ſtand in Fudea the 
glorious land, which by his hand ſhall have its product 
conſumed, but its arder and privileges perfected. He 
ſball then ſet his face to enter into Egypt with the 
ſtrength of his whole kingdom, and upright Jews or 
pretences of upright intentions with him. Thus ſhall he 


do, and give to Ptolemy his daughter Cleopatra, the 


comelieft and ſprightlieſt of her ſex, to wife, corrupting her 
with bribes and ſolicitations to betray her huſband, but 
ſhe ſhall not ſtand on her father's fide, nor be for him. 
After this . diſappointment, Antiochus ſhall turn his face 

| | | | unto 
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and Canaan, to receive his yoke. The Jews readily ſubmit- 


ted, and furniſhed him with proviſions, while he beſtowed 
diſtinguiſhed privileges on them and their religion. Taking 
a great part of them into his army, he intended to conquer 
Egypt; but, fearing that open hoſtilities might alarm the 
oman guardians of Ptolemy, or intending to make war up- 
on ſome of the ſtates in Lefler Aſia, he contrived to make 
himſelf maſter of Egypt by fraud. After engaging his beau- | 
tiful daughter Cleopatra to betray Ptolemy into his hand, he 
married her upon him, promiſing Phenicia, Canaan, and 
Hollow-Syria for her portion; though, it is probable, be 
never delivered them. Ptolemy's generals ſuſpecting his in- 


tentions, and ever on their guard, and Cleopatra faithfully 


adhering to the intereſt of her huſband, diſappointed Antio- 
chus' deſigns upon Egypt. Stung with rage hereat, he fitted 
out 300 ſhips, and a formidable army, by which he made 


- hicnſelf maſter of many places on the coaſts of Leſſer Aſia, 


Thrace, and Greece, and took Samos, Eubza, and other 
Hands of the Mediterranean. Being informed, that Ptole- 
my, his ſon in law, was dead, he made another attempt to 
ſeize on the kingdom of Egypt; but a terrible ſtorm, and the 
death of Scopas, the valiant, but now treacherous Egyptian 

| general, 
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unto the Mediterranean iſles, and take many; but 2 
Roman prince, general, for his own behalf, the honour 
of himſelf and his nation, (hall cauſe the reproach offered 
in oppreſſing the Roman allies to ceaſe, and without his 
own reproach, or to his great honour, thall cauſe it to 
return upon Antiochus's own head. Then fhall Antio- 
chus turn his face toward the fort of his own land, but 
he ſhall ſtumble, plundering an idolatrons temple and 
mall fall, and not be found. 


III. Then ſhall ſtand. vn in his ſtead bis fon Seleucus 
Philopator, a raiſer of taxes in the glory of his king- 
dom; but, within a few days, a ſhort ſpace of time, he 
ſhall be deſtroyed, neither in anger nor in battle.— 
And in his eitate ſhall ſtand up Antiochus Epiphanes his 
brother, a vile perſon, to whom they ſhall not give the 


| honour of the kingdom : but he ſhall come in peace- 


ably 
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general, in whom he confided, prevented him. Inſtigated 
by Hannibal, the now fugitive Carthaginian hero, he and 
ſome European Greeks commenced a war upon the Romans. 
Jo revenge this affront, and the injury he had done to their 
allies in Leſſer Aſia, and other places, they reſolved to chaſ- 
tile him. Acilius their general routed his land forces in 
Greece, and drove them entirely out of Europe. Livius and 
Emilius their admirals, in different battles, defeated his ma- 
rines. Lucius Scipio, with 30, ooo forces, routed bis land 
army, and killed 54, O00 of them at Magneſia, ſtripped him 
of all his dominions in Leſſer Aſia, weſtward ot the mountain 
Taurus, and condemned him to pay 12,000 talents of ſilver 
for defraying the expences to which he had put the Roman 
Senate in making war upon him. Confounded with diſho- 


nour and grief, he retired to the inmoſt parts of his kingdom, 


where, in his attempt to plunder the temple of Jupiter at 
Elymais, for money to pay his Roman debt, he was murder- 
ed by the populace. 


III. The ſhort reign of Seleucus Philopator his ſon was re- 
mar cable for nothing but raiſing of taxes to pay off the Ro- 
111415, and an attempt by Heliodorus his miniſter, to pillage.

ably,” and obtain it by flatteries : and with the arms of 
a flood ſhall his competitors for the crown be overflown 
from before him, and be broken; yea alſo Ptolemy 
king of Egypt, his brother in lau, Demetrius his nephew, 
for whom he pretended to act, and Onias the Fewijh high 
prieſt, prince of the covenant, And, after the league 
made with him, he ſhall work deceitfully, and hall 
come up, and become ſtrong with a ſmall people. He 
ſhall enter peaceably upon the fatteſt places of the pro- 
vince of Upper Afia ; and he ſhall do that which his fas 
thers have not done: he {hall ſcatter among his ſub- 
jets the prey, and the ſpoil, and the riches. And he 
ſhall forecaſt devices againſt the ſtrong holds pertain. 
ing to, and ſhall ſtir up his power and courage againſt, 
the king of Egypt, with a great army. And Ptolemy 
king of Egypt ſhall be ſtirred up to battle with a very 
great and mighty army ; but he ſhall not ſtand : for 
Antiochus and ſome treacherous Egyptians ſhall forecaſt de- 
vices againſt him: yea, his miniſters of ſtate, governors 
and ſubjefs, that feed of the portion of his meat, ſhall 
deſtroy. him: and Antiochus' army ſhall overflow the 
land of Egypt, and many ſhall fall down ſlain. And, 
when 
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the temple of God at Jeruſalem. Not long after, he was 
murdered, not in the mutiny of his ſubjects, nor in open war, 
but by a doſe of poiſon adminiſtered to him by Heliodorus. 
Not Demetrius his fon, but Antiochus Epiphanes his bro- 
ther, who had been hoſtage at Rome for his father's debt, 
ſucceeded him. He was one of the moſt baſe, wicked, and 
frantic wretches that ever breathed : but, by flattering the 
Romans to favour him, —by flattering Eumenes king of Per- 
gamus to aſſiſt him, — and by Hattering his Syrian ſubjects to 
ſubmit to him, he obtained the crown peaceably. He quick- 
ly routed the forces of Heliodorus the uſurper, and of De- 
metrius the true heir, and of Ptolemy Philometor, whoſe 
guardians claimed the Syrian crown for him, in right of his 
mother Cleopatra; and, by a prodigious diſtribution of pre- 
ſents, he gained the hearts of his ſubjects.—Provoked that 
Eulæus and Lenzus demanded his mother's portion of terri- 
tory for young Ptolemy their ward, he put theſe provinces in- 

t to 
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when met together, theſe kings hearts ſhall be to do 
miſchief one to another ; and they ſhall ſpeak lies at 
one table: but their dſſimulation ſhall not proſper cn 
either fide : for yet the end of the war ſhall be at the 
time appointed by God. Then ſhall Antiochus return 
to his own land with great riches, and his heart ſhall 
de againſt the holy covenant, he Jewiſh religion, and 
he ſhall do exploits againſt the Fews ; and return to 
bis own land. At the time appointed by God, he ſhall 
return and come towards Egypt, but it ſhall not be as 
his former or latter invaſion of that country: for the 
Roman ambaſſadors in ſhips of Chittim, . ſhall come a- 
gainſt him: therefore be ſhall be grieved, and return, 
and have indignation againſt the holy covenant, and 
have intelligence with thoſe apoftate Fews that forſake 


it: and arms ſhall ſtand on his part; and they ſhall 


pollute the ſanctuary of ſtrength, and ſhall take away 
the daily ſacrifice, and place the abomination that mak- 
eth deſolate : and ſuch as do wickedly againſt the ho- 
ly covenant, ſhall he corrupt by flatteries. Chap. viii. 
g,—14, 23,25. Out of one of Alexander's four prin- 
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to a proper ſtate of defence, and marched his army for Egypt. 
His victory over their troops, which met him on the north- 
eaſt border, being incompleat, he returned towards Syria.— 
Next year, he invaded Egypt, and furiouſly ravaged the moſt, 
if nat the whole of it, Alexandria excepted. The ifle of Cy- 
prus was treacherouſly betrayed into his hands. Ptolemy 
bis nephew had been bred ſo effeminate, that he could ſcarce- 
ly do any thing for the defence of his kingdom. Perhaps 
Aatiochus made him his priſoner. It is certain, they feaſted 
together, and entered into a mutual league, which neither 
party had the ſmalleſt intention to fulfil. But neither of 
them got his treacherous defigns accompliſhed. In his re- 
turn from Egypt to Syria, Antiochus committed the moſt 
horrible ſacrilege and murder at Jeruſalem. Forty thouſand 
were killed, and as many made ſlaves.—Perceiving that Phi- 
ometor their king was entirely governed by Antiochus, the 
Alexandrians took arms, and made Ptolemy Phyficon his 
brother king in his ſtead. Piqued with their conduct, An- 


tiochus 
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cipal ſucteſſirt came forth a little horn, which waxed 
exceeding great towards Egypt on the ſouth, and to- 
wards Armenia, Media, and Perſia, on the caſt, and 
towards Judea the pleaſant land. And it waxed great 
even to the hoſt of heaven, the Fewiſh church, and 
caſt down ſome of the hoſt and of the ſtars to the 
ground, killing both people and prieſts, or ſeducing them 
to heatheni/m, and ſtamped upon them: yea, he mag- 
niſied himſelf unto the Fewiſh high prieſt, diſpoſing of his 
ice at pleaſure, and to God himſelf, the prince of the 
hoſt ; and by him the daily facrifice was taken away, 
and the place of his &nQtuary caſt down, and an hoſt of 
apoſlates and warriors was given him againſt the daily 
ſacrifice, by reaſon of the tranſgrefſion of the. Fews a- 
gainſt God; and he caſt down the truth to the ground, 
and praQiſed, and proſpered. —Unto twe thouland - 
and three hundred mornings and evenings : then {hall 
the ſanctuary be cleanſed. —In the latter time of the 
Greek kingdom, when the tranſgreſſors are come Gs 
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tiochus again invaded Egypt for the third time: but finding, 
that the Alexandrians could not be eafily reduced, he return- 
ed home, in hopes, that the civil war between the two royal 
brothers, would quickly exhauſt the country, and render it 
an caſy prey for himſelf.—SuſpeCting his deſigns, they agreed 
to reign jointly. Provoked by this, he again invaded Egypt, 
and ravaged part of it. But Popilius and other Roman am- 
baſſadors arriving in Macedonian ſhips, charged him to deſiſt, 
if he regarded the favour and power of their ſtate. | Enraged 
by this diſappointment, and taking offence at the peculiarity 
of the Jewiſh religion, and at ſome affronts which he ſup- 
poſed the Jewiſh governors and others had given him, he 
made terrible work in their land. He had before turned out 
their high prieſts at his pleaſure, and ſold their office to the 
higheſt bidder. Now, being aſſiſted by his wicked generals, 
and ſome apoltate Jews, he ſtopt the offering of the daily ſa- 
criſices, and rendered the temple a monſtrous ſcene of ido- 
latry and lewdneſs. He compelled the people to eat {wines 
fleſh, and laboured to deſtroy every copy of their ſcriptures, 
and murder every upright 3 of Gd. Meanwhile, 

the 
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the full, a kingdom of a fierce countenance, and un- 

derſtanding dark ſentences, ſhall Rand up, and his 
power ſhall] be mighty, —but not by his own power; 
and he ſhall deſtroy wonderfully, and ſhall proſper and 
practiſe, and ſhall deſtroy the mighty and holy people; 
and through his policy he ſhall cauſe craft to proſper 
in his hand, and ſhall magnify himſelf in his heart, and 
by peace iball he deſtroy many. He ſhall ſtand up 
againſt God the prince of princes, but he ſhall be bro- 
ken without hand. Zech. ix. 13. When I have bent 
Judah for me, and filled the bow with Ephreim, and 
raiſed up thy ſons, O Zion, againſt thy ſons, O Greeec, 
and made thee as the {word of a mighty man. 


IV. Dan. vii. 7, 11. The fourth beaſt, Roman em- 
pire, broke in pieces the reſidue of the three former 
beaſts, with its leet —The three fiſt beaſts, Cheldear, 
Perſian, and Greek empires, had their dominion tekea 

| away z 
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the Armenians, Perſians, and others of his ſubjects revolt- 
ed. He quickly reduced che Armenians : but the Pertin 
rabble briſkly repulted his attempt to plunder one of their 
temples. Hearing, on his way homeward, that the Jewiſh 
Maccabees had routed his army under Lyſias, he furiouſly 
vowed, that he would cxiirpate their whole natien, Almoſt 
that moment, he was ſtruck with à terrible difeaſe. His 
fleſh ſwarmed with vermine, and rotted, and fell off iv pie- 
ces. Cenvinced, that bis perſecution of the Jews, and pro- 
fanation of their worſhip, were the cauſe of his miſery, he 
' ſolemnly vowed to favour them to the utmoſt of his power, 
and to reſtore their religion. Nevertheleſs, bis inexpreflible 
torment and ſtench ſoon put an horrible end to his lie. 


IV. His Syro-Grecian kingdom languiſhed out about an 
hundred years more, amidſt great contentions and miſery, 
till at laft about A. M. 3939, the Romans rendered them- 
ſelves maſters of it. The Egypto-Grecian monarchs pined 
away about thirty-five years longer, before it fell into the 
fame hands. When the Roman empire was divided, about 
A. P. 338, the moſt of that, which had pertained to the 
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Way ; but their lives were prolonged for a ſeaſon. 
Num, xxiv. 20. Chittim, Greeks, ſhall periſh for ever. 


V. Ifa. Levi. 19. I wi m ſend thoſe that eſcape of the 
Jews to preach the geſpel to theſe nations-- Javan, Greeks, 


and to the iſles afar off in Leſſer Aſia and Europe, 
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Greeks, fell to the ſhare of the Eaſtern emperor, who go- 
verned at Conſtantinople. Part of it afterward became ſub- 
ject to the Saracens, and then to the Sehukian Turks. For 


two or three hundred years paſt, the moſt of it hath been en- 


flaved by the Ottoman Turks. 


V. Long before our Saviour's incarnation, part, if not the 


whole, of the Old Teſtament, was tranſlated into the Greek 


language, which paved the way for the ſpread of the golpel 
in the Greeian territories. Before his death, {-veral Greeks 
appeared deſirous to ſee him. In the apoſtalic age, almoſt 
every corner of the then fallen Greek empire was planted 
with Chriſtian churches, where they fill remain, though 
miſerably deformed with ignorance, ſuperſtition, and ſlavery. 
In the millennial period, the Greeks ſhall be more fully con- 
verted to Chriſt.

 PrrEDICTIONS concerning the ROMANS. 


ECHARIAH vi. 1,7. Behold there came 
four chariots from between two-mountains of 
braſs, fixed purpoſes of God, and through many difficul- 


lier. In the firſt were red horſes, bloody Chaldeans ; in 


the ſecond black horſes, cruel, but luxurious and e- 
minate, Perſians ; in the third white horſes, widtorious 
Greeks ; in the fourth grizzled and bay horſes, Ro- 
mans, followed by ravaging Goths,—The grizzled go 
forth into the ſouth country, Africa, and weſtern Aſca ; 
the bay walked to and fro in the earth, ravaging far 
and wide. Dan. ii. 33, 40. The prophetical image had 
his legs of iron.— The fourth kingdom ſhall be ſtrong 
as iron: as iron breaketh in pieces aud ſubdueth all 
things, ſhall it break in pieces, and ſubdue the nations. 
Chap. vii. 7, 23. Behold a fourth beaſt, dreadful and 

terrible, 
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TT was not till after the rich and bloody empire of the 
Aſſyrians and Chaldeans, the prudently formed, rich, but 
Jong baſely goyerned empire of the Medes and Perſians, the 
powerful, rapidly formed, and more warlike one of the braſs- 
coated Greeks, had ſtruggled out from their original mean— 


_ Neſs, and, through filling up the limited meaſure of their ini- 


quities, had, or were haſtening to their ruin, that the Ro- 
man deſcendents of Japheth ſtepped forth as imperial lords 
of the world, Sprung from the moſt contemptible origin, 
they gradually conquered the Italians, Spaniards, Gauls, Bri- 
tons, Germans, Helvetians, Pannonians, Illyvians, Dalma- 
tians, Greeks, Thraciane, Phrygians, Pontians, Iberians, 
Armenians, and other deſcendents of Japheth,—together 
with the Lydian, Mefopotamian, Syrian, Jewiſh, and other 
deſcendents of Sem. They reduced and enflaved the Etruſ- 
can 
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terrible, and ſtrong exceedingly : it had great iron 


teeth; it devoured and brake in pieces, and ſtamped 
the reſidue of the beaſts, empires of Chaldea, Perſia, 


and Greece, with its feet, and it was diverſe from all 
the beaſts that were before i it, being a commonwealth in- 


ſtead of a monarchy, —The fourth kingdom upon earth 


ſhall be diverſe from all kings in its form of government, 
and ſhall devour the whole Auen earth, and ſhall tread 
it down, and break it in pieces. Gen, ix. 27. Japheth 
ſhall dwell in the tents of Shem, and Canaan ſhall be 
lis ſervant. 


II. About ſixty years after the Roman empire, had ar- 
rived at its meridian greatneſs, height, and ſpiendour, 
Acts xi. 28. Agabus ſignified by the Spirit, that chere 
ſhould be a great dearth, through the whole world. 
Luke xxl. 10-12, Natioa ſhall riſe up againſt nation; 


and

ean, Pelaſgian, Bœotian, Heraclean, Phenician, and Cartha- 
inian offspring of Canzan,—together with the Mauritanian, 
Saul, Numidian, Lybian, Cyrenian, Egyptian, and other 


deſcenderts of Ham. Their conqueſts extended chiefly to 


the ſouthward. In pride, avarice, murderous cruelty, and 
oppreflion, their empire reſembled the preceding ones of 
Chaldea, Perſia, and Greece, but differed from them, in its 
commonwealth form, in which two conſuls, annually choſen, 
were the chief directors, till it was at laſt divided into the 
Weſtern and Eaſtern empires. Seven ſucceſſive forms of go- 


vernment prevailed among the Romans. For about 220 years, 


they were governed by kings. From A. M. 3492, .to 3960, 
they were governed by Conſuls, Tribunes, Decemvirs, and 
Dictators, in their turns, For the next 520 years, they had 
emperors, partly heathen, and the latter profeſſed Chriſtians. 
From A. D. 476, to 553, the Weſtern empire was governed 


by the Goths. Since A. D. 756, the principality of Rome, 


and part of the adjacent territories, hath been under the civil 
government of the Pope. 


II. About A. D. 60, a terrible famine of feven years conti- 


nuance afflicted the whole Roman empire. Not long after, 


there 
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and great earthquakes ſhall be in divers places, and 
famines and peſtilences : but, before all theſe things, 
they ſhall lay their hands on you Chriſtians, and perſe - 
cute you,—brought before kings and rulers for my 
name's fake. Rev. xii. 3, 4. There appeared another 
wonder in heaven, a great dragon, heathen empire, 
with ſeven heads, ſuccęſſiue forms of government, and 
ten horns, provinces immediately ſubjett to the emperor, 
while as many were under his vicegerenis, —and at laſt 


formed into ten kingdoms, and ſeven crowns on his heads, 


and his per/ecuting tail drew the third part of the ſtars 
of heaven, miniſters and profeſſed Chriſtians, and did 
caſt thern to the ground, and ſtood before the woman, 


. Chriſtian church, which was ready to be delivered, to 


devour her child, true members, as ſoon as it was born. 
Rev. vi. 1,17, When the Lamb had opened the firſt 
ſeal, the firſt beaſt, /ihe to a lion, repreſenting Veſpaſian, 
from the Eeft, ſaid, Come and fee. And behold a 


white horſe, repreſenting Roman conqueſts over the Fews, 


&c. and the ſpread of the goſpel! ; and he that ſat on it 
had a bow, and a crown was given unto him; and he 
went forth conquering and to conquer. When he 


had opened the ſecond ſeal, beginning with the reign of 


Trajan a Spaniard, from the Weſt, the ſecond beaſt, 
like to a calf, ſaid, Come and ſcc. And there went 
Out 
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there happened a multitude of earthquakes in Crete, Judea, 
and Campania, and at Smyrna, Miletus, Chios, Samos, and 
Rome. Laodicea, Hierapolis, and Coloſſe, are ſaid to have 
been altogether overturned. While the goſpel of Chriſt 
tread through the empire, Nero, Domitian, and other em- 
perors, furiouſly perſecuted its preachers and adherents, and 
drew down the ruinous vengeance of God on their State.— 


The victories of Veſpaſian about A. D. 72, and of Trajan a- 


bout forty years after, were followed with the moſt terrible 
deſtruction of the Roman ſubjects. ' Beſides the havock com- 
mitted by the Marcomans, Quadi, Dacians, Alans, Parthians, 
21:3 others, the Jews, about A. D. 116, and 136, murdered 
n Cyprus, Cyrene, Egypt, Meſopotamia, &c. about five 

| hundred 
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ont another horſe, that was red; and power was given 
to him that ſat, thereon, to take peace from the earth, 
—that they ſhould kill one another; and there was 
given unto him a great {word.—When he had opened 
the third feal, beginning with the reign of Septimius Se- 
verus, from the ſouth, the third beaſt, lite a man, ſaid, 
Come and ſee, And lo a black horſe, and he that fat 
thereon had a pair of balances in his hand, denoting 
apparent equity, weighing of corn, &c : and | heard a 
voice, faying, A meaſure of wheat for a penny, 7 1-2d' 
pence ſterling; and three meaſures of barley for a pen - 
ny : and fee thou hurt not the oil nor the vine. 
When he had opened the fourth ſeal, beginning with 
the reign of Maximin a Thracian, from the nerth, the 
fourth beaſt, like a ravenozs eagle, laid, Come and ſee. 
And behold, a pale horſe, and his name that ſat on 
him was death, and hell followed: and power was gi- 
ven to them over the fourth part of the earth, to kill 
with the ſword, and with hunger, and with death, pe/- 
tilence, and with the beaſts of the earth. When he 
had opened the fifth ſeal, commencing about A. D. 290, 
& 300, it was ſaid to the fouls of the martyrs —_ the 
altar, 
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hundred thouſand, if not double that number, which drew 
on their nation, by the armies of the emperors Trajan and 
Adrian, the deſtruction of perhaps ſeveral millions. Under 
the third ſeal, which commenced about A. D. 200, the per- 
fecution of the Chriſtians, which produced a ſpiritual famine 
of goſpel ordinances, provoked God to plague the empire, not 
only with terrible maffacring of one another, but with ſucir 
ſcarcity of victuals, that labouring people could ſcarcely earn 
their own neceſſary ſubſiſtence: nor was all the equity and 
liberality of the famed, but cruel perſecutor, Septimius de- 
verus, able to redreſs this grievance. Under the fourth ſeal, 
commencing about A. D. 235, within the ſpace of fifty years, 
twenty emperors and thirty uſurpers, after much bloody 
ſtruggliug, came a{moſt all to a miſerable end. While Mazi- 
min, Decius, and others, made dreadful havock of the Chris- 
tians, the Perſians waſted Syria and the caſtern parts of they 
empire; and the Goths, Qudi, Sarmatice, Suuvi, and Ven- 
dals 
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altar, whoſe blood tried for vengeante on their heathen 
perſecutors, that they ſhould reſt anavenged yet a little, 
till their fellow ſervants and brethren fflould be killed 
as they were. When he had opened the fixth ſeal, 
there was a great earthquake, overturning of the hea- 
then religion and government of the empire: and the ſun 
became black as fackeloth of bair, and the moon as 
blood, and the ſtars of heaven fell unto the earth, and 
the heaven departed as a ſcroll; and every mountain 
and iſland were removed out of their place; and the 
kings, emperors and their Ceſars, and the great men, 
and the rich men, and the chief captains, .and the 
mighty men, and every bond man, and every free 
man, hid themſelves in the dens and rocks of the 
mountains, deſerting their ſtations and dwellings } and 
{aid to the mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide 
us from the face of him that ſitteth on the throne, and 
of the Lamb ; for the great day of his wrath 1s come, 
and who ſha!) be able to ſtand ? Pfalm cx. 5, 6. The 
Lord at thy right hand ſhall ſtrike throagh kings in 
the day of his wrath : he ſhall judge among the hea- 
then: he ſhall fill the places with dead bodies: he 


ſhall wound the heads over many countries, (compare 
Plalm 
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dals, ravaged almoſt all the north parts of it, in Europe. 
Few cities, and ſcarcely any unwalled towns, eſcaped their 
pillage and murder. Terrible famines attended the carnage 
of war. A peſtilence, taking its riſe in Ethiopia, for fifteen 
years traverſed the empire, cutting off thonſands in a day.— 
Multitudes were left unburied. Accuſtomed to feed on human 
carcaſes, dogs, wolves, and other ravenous beaſts, ſometimes 
devoured the living. Ihe fifth ſeal chiefly opened with Dio- 
chetian's terrible perſecution of the Chriſtians in A. D. 302, 
which extended through the whole empire, and continued 
ten years, Under the fixth feal, commencing about A, D. 
3'2, God, to avenge the blood of millions of his murdered 


| ſaints, aboliſhed the heathen government and religion of the 


empire. During the reign of Diocletian, multitudes cf his 
favzedts in Syria, Phenicia, and Italy, were deſtroyed by

ther was their place found any more in heaven, hea- 
theniſm being gradually aboliſhed. Dan. ii. 34, 35. A 
ſtone cut out without hands ſmote upon the image's 
feet of iron and clay, and brake them to pieces. God 
ſhall ſet up a kingdom, church, which ſhall break in 
pieces and conſume all theſe kingdoms.

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earthquakes. After his preſumptuous pretences to godhead, 
he hunſelf was glad to abdicate the crown, and retire to a 
private life. Maximian, Galerjus, Maximin, Maxentius, an 1 
Licinus, all of them emperors. or Ceſars, were by the provi- 
dence of God obliged to hide themſelves in dens and caves. 
Galerius, Maximin, and Licinus, were forced to acknowledee 
their miſeries to proceed from the juſt vengeance of Jeſu; 
Chriſt upon them, for perſecuting his followers. Some of 
theſe perſecutors, amidſt terrible anguiſh and deſpair, mur- 
dered themſelves. 'The heathen prieſts were generally cut 
off. Maximin and Licinus, whom they had inſtigated to 
perſecute the Chriſtians, and to whom they bad promiſed 
victory, put multitudes of them to the ſword. The worſkip 
of the celeſtial luminaries and other idols was aboliſhed by 
law, and the Chriſtian religion authorized. 


Ul. Under the ſeventh ſeal, commencing abont A. D. 
323, the empire, now externally Chriſtianized, enjoyed 6t- 
teen 
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dragon ſaw that he was caſt out into the earth, Bea- 
theniſm being aboliſhed, or extruded from the cities, he 
caſt water, errors, perſecutions, and ravaging barbari- 
aut, out. of his mouth, as a flood, that he might cauſe 
the church to be carried away of it; but the carth 
helped the woman, and opened her mouth, and ſwal- 
lowed up the flood, the barbarians embracement of the 
Arian hbere/y rendering it more odious to the Imperiaii/ts ; 
their ravarves diverting the perſecution of the orthodus ; 
and their fury falling chiefly upon carnal profeſſors. 
The dragon therefore went to make war with the rem- 
nant of the church's ſecd, ſtirring up the Perſiuns, Goths, 
Vandals, and others, to perſecute them. Meanwhile, 
how terrible the tate of the Roman empire / Rev. viii. 
5.—12. CEhrift che angel, who fand at the golden al- 
Es i jar, 
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teen years of tolerable quietneſs. Meanwhile, Conſtantine 
repaired Byzance, and called it Conflantinople, after himſelf; 
and about A. D. 234, transferred bis refidence from Rome 
to it. His death, about three years after, iſſued in dreadful 
diſaſters. The reigns of bis ſons, Conſtantine, Conſtantius, 
and Conſtans, among whom he divided his empire, were re- 
markable for nothing, but terrible earthquakes, in one of 
which 150 cities were deſtroyed mutual contentions z per- 
ſecutioas of orthodox Chriſlians ; rebellions of Maxentivs 
Splvanus, and others; and for the ravages of the Perſians 
and Armenians in the eaſtern parts ot the empire, and of the 
Alemans; Scots, and Piets in the Wet, The ſhort reign of 
Julian their couſin, commencing in A. D. 361, was chiefly 
marked with his crafty and vigorous attempts to reftore hea- 
theniſm, and rebuild Jeruſalem, — and for his violent perſe- 
cution of the Chriſtians, whom he had deſerted, and his un- 
ſpeakable loſs in his war with the Perfians. Conſtantine's 
partitzou of the empire was of ſhort continuance: but in A. 
D. 304, Valentiniau II. again allowed his brother Valens the 
eaſtern part of it. This diviſion afterwards generally ſubſiſt- 
ed, the emperor of the Weſt reſiding at Rome, and of the 
Eat at Conftentinople. 

Theodoſius the Great, again re-united it; and notwit“ 
ſtanding its now, motley mixture of natives, Romans, + 
barbarian ravagers, reſtored it to honour, 
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tar, took a golden cenſer, and filled it with fire of the 
altar, juſt puniſhment o 2 deſpiſed goſpel, and caſt it in- 
to the earth: and there were voices, thunder: ings, 
lightenings, and earthquakes, mgſt rerrible culamitica. 
The firſt of the ſeven angels ſounded his trumpet, and 
there followed hail and fire mingled with blood; and 
they were caſt upon the earth : and the third part of 
trees, eminent perſons, and all green graſs, flouriſhing 
commonaliy, was burnt vp. The ſecond angel ſound- 
ed; and as it were a great mountain burning with 
fire, was caſt into the ſea, the troubled empire; and 
the third part of the ſea became blood, and a third part

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But his divifion of it among his ſons after hls death, in A. 
D. 395, was immediately followed with the moſt fearful mi- 
ſery and ruin. The Goths, commanded by Rhadagaifus, 
and others by Alaric, ravaged Greece, Italy, and other pro- 
vinces; beſieged Rome, murdered about a third part i the 
Imperial ſubjects; and obliged the emperor of the Wet to 
yield up to them the large provinces of Gaul, nuw France, 
and Spain. In A. D. 410, Alaric again ravaged Italy, and 
pillaged and burnt the city of Rome. Meanwhile, other 
Goths, Alans, Vandals, and Burgundians, in different bands 
ravaged Gaul and Spain, aud ſettled themſelves therein. At. 
tela, who called himſelf 2% ſcourge of God, with bis elmoſt in- 
fernal Hunns, for fourteen years on end waſted Thrace, Ma- 
cedonia, Greece, Gaul, and part of Italy, putting almoſt all 
they met with to the ſword ; but Valentinian III. at lait di- 
verted them by a promiſed tribute, He being ſoon after f11in 
by Maximus, whole virtvous wife he had forced, his emprets ' 
Eudocia, whom Maximus had forced to marry him, called 
the Vandals, who, by the treachery of Bonitace deputy bo- 
vernor of Carthage, had ſeized the Roman territo: ies in 
North Africa, to avenge her and her late huſband's quarrel. 
Headed by Ganſeric their king, they ravaged Sicily and Italy, 
and, in A. D. 455, pillaged Rome, and returned hoinc, la- 
den with immenſe booty, and multitude of .captives, Endo- 
cia and her two daughters being among them. At la iſ , Odo- 
acer, whom the Heruh, and their motley companions, bad 
made king, depoſed Auguſtulus, the laſt emperor, in 476, 
and tranſlated the feat of ſupreme government to Ravenaa, 

1 2 another 
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of the creatures, which were in the ſea, died; an d 
the third part of the ſhips were deſtroyed. The third 
angel founded; and there fell a great ſtar from hea - 
ven, burning as it were a lamp; and it fell upon the 
third part of the rivers and fountains of water, —and 
many men died of the waters becauſe they were made 
bitter.

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another city of Italy. About fixteen years after, his kingdom 
was ſeized by Theodoric king of the Eaſt Goths. He and his 
ſucceſſors, continued the conſuls, ſenate, and other magi- 
ſtrates at Rome: but their powers and honours were excee- 
dingly reduced. Juftinian, emperor of Conſtantinople, hav- 
ing recovered Africa from the Vandals, and part of Italy from 
the Goths, Juſtin II. bis ſon, A. D. 566, reduced Rome to 
an equality of privileges with the other cities of Italy, and 
fxed the ſeat of government under himſelf at Ravenna.— 
Having got kimſelf made a civil prince there, the Pope, a- 
bout 190 years after, reſtored to Rome part of its antient 
honours, and adding to it the principalities of Pentapolis and 
Ravenna, he more and more, for many ages, graſped at a 
ſuper-imperial power over all nations. The Conſtantinopo- 
litan branch of the empire lanquiſhed about nine hundred 
years longer, till at laſt it was wholly ſeized by the Ottoman 
Turks. About A. D. 770, the Italians, having revolted from 
the eaſtern emperor, acknowledged Charles the Great of 
France as their king, who, aſſiſted by the Pope, in A. D. 
800, founded the German empire, inſtead of the Roman, 
which, as an healed head of the beaſt, will probably conti- 


nue till the kingdom of Chriſt, as a great mountain, fill the 
whole earth,

Arabia, after they had ſuffered diſtreſſes unnumbered, were 
carried captive to Aﬀyria, Nebuchadnezzar the Chaldean, 
in his turn, about A. M. 3420, furiouſly ravaged the nor- 
thern parts of Arabia, murdered vaſt numbers of the Deda- 
nites, Buzites, Temanites, Scenites, Kedarenes, and Zama- 
rencs, reduced ti;cir almoſt impregnable Hazor, and other 
principal citizs,. to laſting heaps of rubbiſh, and carried off 
their tents and cattle fora prey. About A. M. 3468, Cyrus 
the Perſian, ſcized the whole empire of the Aſſyrians and 
Chaldeans, and even reduced. a part of the Arabs on the 
ſouch eat border of Syria. But. Herodotus aſſures us, that 
under Darius his powerful ſucceſſor, who had further ex- 
tended the Perſian authority, the Arabs were free from tri- 
bute. Abcut A. M. 3680, they marked ſuch contempt for 
Alexander the Great, that he reſolved to conquer or extir- 
pate them, and made preparations for it: but his unexpected 
death prevented the execution of his project. To chaſtiſe 
them for their depradations on his adjacent territories, Anti- 
gonus, one uf bis chief generals and ſucceſſors, firſt by him- 
ſelf, and then by Demetrios his fon, attempted to ſubne 

their 
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ye: get ye far off; dwell deep in'caves and dens, O 
inhabitants of Hazor : for Nebuchadnezzar King of 
Babylon hath taken counſel againſt you, and faid, A- 
rile, get up unto the wealthy nation, that dwelleth 
without care, and which have neither gates nor bars, 
living not in houſes nor cities, but in tents.

conqueros, fluſhed with his victories over Mithridates king 
of Pontus, and over the pirates, and with his recovery of 


Syria, Tavagect part of Arabia: but his army being recalled, 


the Arabs followed them almoſt cloſe at'their heels, and for 
ſome time after terribly harraſſed the Roman ſubjects in Sy- 
ria and places abont. About A. M. 3981, the Roman em- 
peror Auguſtus commanded Ellius Gallus, his general, to ſail 
up the Red fea, and ſubdue or extirpate theſe troublefomg 
Arabs; bat his attempt mifcarried.— About A. D. fro, Tra- 
jan, that remarkably victorious emperor of Rome, intending 
to conquer'Hejiaz, ravaged part of it, and laid fiege to Petra 
their capital: but thunder, lightening, hail, which ſeldom 
heppens in that country, whirlwinds, ſwarms' of flies, and 
dreadful apparitions in the air, terrified or repulſed his troops, 
as often as they repeated their attacks. Provoked with the 
Arabs for affiſting of Niger bis rival, the warlike emperor 
Septimius Severus, about A. D. 196, invaded their country, 
and twice beſieged Atra, perhaps the ſame as Petra, their ca- 
pital, with a powerful army, and a fine train of artillery.— 
An unnacconntable difference between him and his beloved 
and affectionate troops, obliged him to raiſe the ſiege. In

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II. Mahomet, an Arab of Hejiaz, aſſiſted by a villanous 
Jew, and a pretended Chriſtian avonk, having contrived a 
new form of falſe religion, mightily adapted to the-carnal 
inchnations and opinions of the heathens, Jews, and nominal 
Chriſtians of that place and period, began, about A. P. 608, 
to teach it more privately to his friends, and afterwards' ina 
more public manner. Being, on that account, chajed from 
Mecca his native abode, he, about A; D. 622, fled to Medi- 
na, another noted city of chat country, and having procured 
a number of reſolute followers, began to propagate it by fire 
and ſword. In A. D. 626, a marvellous darkneſs of the ſun, 
as if under an eclipſe from June to Od ober, attended the rite 
of this ſoul-ruining deluſion.—Mahomet's followers and army 
increaſed with prodigious rapidity, and, like locuſts, they 
chiefly ravaged the countries in the five warm months, from 
April to September, and eſpecially ſpread themſelves into 
theſe places where the locuſts abound ; and fwarming in 
mult 1tudes, devoured almoſt every thing they met with.— 
Like ſcorpions, they affrighted and tormented the nations, 
and were chiefly hurtfut in the ſummer months, retiring 
homeward, or to warm quarters in winter. The ſtrength of 
their army chiefly conſiſted in their cavalry : their inroads 
were rapid, daring, and 9 They boaſted of their tur- 

2 dans 
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and hair plaited as the hair of women, and their teeth 
were as the teeth of lions, being terrible ravagers and 
murderers : they had breaſt-plates as it were breaſts 
plates of iron; and the ſound of their wings, noiſy ar- 
mies, was as the ſound of chariots and horſes running 
to battle; and they had tails like unto ſcorpions, and 
there were ſtings in their tails : and they had a king 
over them, the devil, Mahomet, and his bloody comman- 
ders, which is the angel of the bottomleſs pit, whole 


name is in the Hebrew tongue, Abaddon, deſtruction,

bans and mitres, as equally Horions with the crowns of kings, 

to whom their amazing ſucceſs made their captains think 

themſelves equal. While they had beards or muſtachoes as 

men, they plaited their hair às women. While they pre- 

tended to a maſculine religion, holineſs and zeal againſt the 

worſhip of idols and images, and for the pure worſhip of the 

one only true God, and, with no ſmall pride, covenanted 
againſt a number of the then prevalent abominations, their 
principles, tempers, and conduct, were really effeminate, 
cruel, and revepgeful. Being ſufficiently armed, their hearts 
were altogether intrepid; the incurſions of their troops alar- 
ming and terrible. While the ſcum ot their armies, or ſuch 
as followed them, were dangerous and deathful, the delufive 
religion which they drew after them, was murderous and 
damning. United under the headſhip of Mahomet, as their 
great prophet, they, notwithſtanding many inteſtine diviſi- 
ons,—in proſecution of his doctrines and honour, deſtroyed 
unnumbered millions of the bodies and ſouls of men.—ÞBut 
while Abubeker, the immediate ſucceſſor of Mabomet, enact- 
ed a law, that, in their marches, they ſhould never hurt any 
palm trees, nor burn any corn fields, nor cut down any fruit 
trees, or hurt any cattle, except when they killed them for 
neceſſary proviſion, God, by his providence, much prevent- 
ed their murdering or ſeducing of true Chriſtians, whether 
miniſters or people. When they approached the ſouth of 
France, near to which Chriſt's moſt faithful witneſſes lived 
in obſcurity, they generally met with terrible defeats by 
Charles Martel of France, about A. D. 734, and others. — 
In one dattle, it is ſaid, that almoſt four hundred thouſand 
were flain. They ravaged Rome, and often beſieged Con- 
ſtantinople, 
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bot in the Greek, Apollyon, the defroyer. Their 


power was to hurt men five months, alluding to the 


time in which locuſts live and deuour the fruits f the 


Feld, or anſwering to 150 years. It was commanded 


them, that they ſhould not hurt the graſs of the earth, 


neither any green thing, or any tree, fruits of the ground 
and true Chriſtians, leſs or more eminent, but only thoſe 
who have not the ſeal of God in their foreheads: and 

to them it was given, that they ſhould not kill them, 


but that they ſhould be tormented: five hy IP 
hoſe 
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ſtantinople, but could never make themſelves maſters of ei- 


ther of theſe capital cities. They chiefly wreaked their cru - 


'elty and fury upon the corrupt and idolatrous members of the 


Exftern and Weſtern churches, and rendered the lives of mul- 
titudes a burden to them ; but never extirpated any of thete 
two ſocieties. 

Within about 180 years, the Mahometan, ITihmelites « or 
Saracens. conquered Arabia, Canaan, Syria, Perſia, Media, 
Armenia, Aſſyria, Chaldea, Meſopotamia, with part of Leſ- 


Ter Aſia, India, and Tartary, on the eaſt; Egypt, Nubia, 
Lybia, Barbary, Fez, and Morocco, and iber places of Afri - 
ca, northward of the river Niger, —together with Cyprus, 
Candia, Sicily, and other Mediterranean iſles, and Portugal 


and Spain, on the weſt. T hey alſo extended their ravages in- 
eo France, Italy, and the country about Conſtantipople, on 


'the north. For the firſt hundred and fifty years, their pro- 


pagation of their religion and power was amazing. During 


the next hundred and fifty years, com- .encing from, their

and Caliphs, it Was n at a ſtand, or on the decline.

gradually reduced their authority and number. When Tan- 
grolipix, the Turkiſh King of Perſia, took Bagdad, about A. 


D. 1640, be ſtript the Arabian Caliph there, who was the 


principal one, of all his civil power, fs 009 com nfned. his autho- 
rity to religious concerns. In A. B the invading Tar- 


tars entirely aboliſhed the Califfate of Bagdad. Moſtanſer 
the Caliph fled into Egypt, where he and his ſuccefiors re- 


tained 
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thoſe days ſhall men ſeek death, becauſe of their dread- 
ful diſtreſt, and death ſhall flee from them.

40, 41. At the time of the end, the king of the ſouth

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tained a ſhadow of ſpiritual headſhip over the Mahometans, 
till Selim, the Ottoman emperor of Conſtantinople, about 
A. D. 1517, ſubdued that country. In A. D. 1182, the 
Franks, or European Cruiſaders, attempted to croſs the Red 
ſea, and deſtroy the famed cities of Mecca and Medina in 
| Arabian Hejiaz, but were almoſt wholly, and many of them 
cruelly, cut to pieces by Lulu, one of Saladin's generals.— 
While the Spaniards, by manifold wars, harraſſments, or e- 

dicts, have driven the Saracens from their country, and no 


leis than about 600,000 Moors in A. D. 1609,—the Otto- 


man Turks have, for more than four hundred years paſt, 
ruled over a confiderable part of the Saracen conqueſts in 
Africa and Asia, but never reduced their native country of 
Hejiaz, and places adjacent, Nay, they (till pay theſe Arabs 
an annual tribute of /45,900 crowns, for their ſafe paſſage to 
Mecca, their holy city. If. this payment be neglected, or 
theſe Arabs injured, they revenge themſelves, by falling on 
the Turkiſh caravans, or by ravaging Meſopotamia, or Sy- 
rie; of which ſeveral inſtances have happened, in the end 
of the laſt, and in this preient century. No longer ago, than 
in 1758, thirty or forty thouſand of theſe Arabs attacked 
the 'Lurkiſh caravan going to Mecca, which ſcarce ever con- 
fiſts ot fewer than 14,000. A bloody engagement of fixtean 
hours enſued. The 'Purkiſh Baſha of Zidon was killed: the 
Daſha who protected the caravan eſcaped to Gaza, with no 
more than fifteen or ſixteen of his troops.

THE Scythia | deſcendents of $4 by b N gog or o- 
ther children, . prodigiouſly [Lhe , R808, ter- 
rible, under different names, have been their irruptions, in- 
to the ſeveral countries of Aſia, Europe, or even northern 
Africz, About A. M. 3379, the Scythians under Madyes 
or Oguz Kan overran and ravaged weſtern Aſia, till they 
came near the border of Egypt, where Pfammiticus, by 
| powerful preſents and flattery, diverted them from entering 
his fine country. Multitudes of them continued in Media, 
for about 28 years, till they, at leaft-their chiefs, were trea« 
cherouſly murdered at a feaſt by Cyaxares' order. Much a- 
bout the fame time, they ſeem to have conquered China.— 
Part of them appear to have ſerved in the Chaldean army 
under Nebuchadnezzar, about A. M. 3410. About ninety 
years after, they carried on a furious war with Darius Hyſtaſ- 
pis king of Perſia. Before the birth of our Saviour, the 
Dacians had begun to ravage the north-eaſt parts of the Ro- 
man empire; but in A. D. 106, were reduced by Trajan.—- 
| Abogt A. D. 69, the Sarmatians began to ravage Germany 
and Ae of the empire, and were reduced by the 
Hunns about 450, and the reſt dy the Goths about fifty 
years after. The Alans began their ravages of Media about 
A. D. Jo, and of Europe about 120, and at laſt ſettled in 
Spain about 4309. The Vandals, beginning in A. D. 166, 
ravaged Germany, and all along to the weſt of Spain, croſſed 
the Mediterranean, and eſtabliſhed a powerful kingdom in 
North Africa, where they, for 327 years, terribly opprefied 

the 
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Fudea, and againſt all theſe nations round about.— 
Zecu. vi. 7. The bay horſes went forth, and fought 
to go, that they might walk to and fro in the earth. — 
God ſaid to them, Get you hence from your original

the inhabitants, and cruelly perſecuted and murdered ſuch 
Chriſtians as refuſed to become Arians z and from whence 
they ravaged Sicily and Italy, and in 455, took and pillaged . 
Rome ; but about 536, were reduced by the Greek emperor 
Juſtinian. About A. D. 85, the Suevi began their ravaging 
work, ſettled in Spain about 409, and were ſubdued by the 
Goths about 585, About A. D. 215, or rather ſooner, the 
Getz, or Goths, began their ravages. In 410, they took 
and burnt Rome, and about the ſame time ſettled themſelves 
in Italy, Spain, and other countries belonging to the Roman 
empire. About A. D. 250, the Franks began their ravages z 
and about 420, ſettled themſelves in Gaul, which is now 
called France, The Heruli began their ravages about A. 
D. 256, and along with others abaliſhed the Roman empire, 
A. D. 476 : but, within leſs than an hundred years, were 
reduced by the Gothic kings, and then by the emperor Juſti- 
nian. About 269, the Gepidz began their ravaging work; 
and about 572, were reduced by the Lombards, a branch of 
their own, which began their ravages about A. D. go, and, 
about 568, formed a powerful kingdom in Italy, which Char- 
les the Great of France and Germany reduced, about 774. 
About 257, the Burgundi began their ravages, and were re- 
duced by the Franks, about 534. From A. D. 376 to 560, 
the Hunns committed the moit terrible ravages jp. many pla- 
ces of Europe, and at laſt ſettled in Hungary. About the 
ſame time, the Haiathelite, or Ephthalite Hunns repeated 
their fearful depredations in Media and Perſia, From about 
485 to 1390, the Bulgars repeated their ravages of the eaſtern 
parts of the Roman empire; but were at laſt reduced by the 
Ottoman 'Tyrks. Whether the Saxons, who made ſuch ter- 
rible work in Germany and Brizain before or after their ſet- 
tlement there, and the-Marcomans, Quadi, and Alemans, 
who, fer ſeveral ages, harraſſed the Romans, on the fide of 
Germany, were of a Scythian original, I know, not.

They were dreadfully deſperate „ 
furious, cruel and bloody. Moaftrous were their lire arms, 
which they very early uſed inthe beſieging of cities.

defeat from Tamerlain, who had double the number; and 
being taken priſoner, it is ſaid, was clapt up, and carried a- 
bout in an iron cage. In the 15th century, Mahomet I, con- 
quered Dacia and part of Selavonia ; Amurath II. the reſt 
of Achaia, together with Theflaly and Epirus. Mahomet 
II. took Conſtantinople in A. D. 1453, and Trapezond, an- 
other imperial city, in 1460, with about two hundred others 
of leſs note, and ſo putan end to the Eaſtern Roman empire 
of the Greeks. Bajazet II. conquered Carmania, and part 
ot Armenia in Afia, with Morea, Walachia, and Dalmatia 
in Europe. — In the 16th century, Selim I. ſubdued Syria, 
Canaan, Egypt, and part of Arabia, but not Hejiaz, nor 
where the Ammonites, Moabites, and Edomites, once lived 
but was obliged to hire the Iſhmaelite Arabs to allow his ca- 
ravans a ſafe paſſage to Mecca, the city of his villanous pro- 
phet. Soliman conquered Rhodes, moſt part of Hungary, 
together with Meſopotamia, Aſſyria, and Cbaldea.

Mahomet IV. with the loſs of 180, ooo of his troops, todæ 
Candia or Crete; and in 1672, he took Karninek from the 


- Poles, juit 391 years after the commencement of their con - 


queſts at Kutahi. The Turks have never ſince added to their 
conqueſts : and though, in 1683, they had ſucceeded fo far, 
as to lay fiege to Vienna with a, 100, ooo troops, they were 
quickly after reduced by the emperor of Germany and king 
of Poland to the brink of ruin; and were obliged to make 
Peace with them on their own terms at Carlowitz, A. D. 
1698, juſt 396 years after 1302, the other date of the con- 
queſt of Kutahi. " 

By the above conqueſts, the Ottoman Turks formed a 
large unwieldy and unhappy empire, extending from Ruſſia 
on the north to Ethiopia on the ſouth, about 2000 miles; 
and from the Catpian fea to the gulf of Venice in the north 
parts; and from Perſia to near the {traits of Gibraltar on 
the ſouth ſide, which is above 2000 miles. In erecting it, 
they murdered about the third part of the inhabitants of the 
antient Roman empire. Their murders and oppreſſion ren- 
dered the moſt fruitful and populous countries on earth a 
comparative deſart. In Egypt alone, there were once about 
20,000 cities and conſiderable towns. —Canaan, Syria, Leiter 
Aſia, and Greece, were almoſt covered with cities. Now, in 
the whole Turkiſh empire there are few places of note, be- 
fides Conſtantinople in Europe, Smyrna in Lefler Aſia, Alep- 
po in Syria, and Grand Cairo in Egypt, to which we can 


ſcarcely add Tunis, Algiers, and Tripoli, on the north ceaft 
of Africa,

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BY the murder of pious Abel, —by the univerſal corrup- 
tion of the old world, by the ſpeedy infection of the off. 
spring of Noah with groſs ignorance, idolatry, and every o- 
ther wickedneſs, by the repeated corruption of God's pecu- 
liar people Ifrael,—and by the erection of the empires of Aﬀye 
ria, Perſia, Greece, and Rome, Satan had laboured to pre- 
vent Chriſt's erection of his promiled kingdom oa earth. All 
theſe attempts being battled, and a goſpel church eſtabliſhed, 
he exerted himſelf to the utmoſt by Reman, Perſian, and o- 
ther heathen, or other perlecutors ; or by the fearful ravages 


of 
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the truth, but had pleaſure in unrighteouſneſs. Matt, 
xxiv. 24. There ſhall ariſe falſe Chriſts, and falſe pro- 
phets, and ſhall ſhew ſigns and wonders, that, if it 
were poſſible, they ſhould deceive the very elect. 1 
John iv. 3. This is that ſpirit of Antichriſt, whereof 
you have heard, that it ſhould come, and even now 
already is in the world.

deftroy wonderfully, and proſper, and practiſe, and 
through his policy he ſhall cauſe craft to proſper, and 
Mall magnify himſelf in his heart; and by peace ſhall 
deſtroy many: he ſhall ſtand up againit the prince of 
Princes. | RS.

II. 2 Theſſ. ii. 3, 7. That day of Chriſt's appearance 
to judge the world, ſhall not come, except there be a

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of Goths, Hunns, Saracens, Turks, Tartars, and others, 
to deſtroy her; and by herely, ſuperſtition, and idolatry, in- 
. wardly to corrupt, undermine, and gradually ruin her, and 
render her a ſynagogue for himſelf. In framing and promot- 
dag the Papal ſyflem in peculiar oppoſition to Chriſt, be car- 
ried Eis induſtry, craft, and power to the very higheſt, and 
rendered much of the New Teſtament period peculiarly pe- 
7::ous to the ſouls and bodies of men. To punith protefied 
Chriſtians for not receiving the truths of the gaſpel into 
their hearts, that they might reduce them to an anjwer- 
able practice, God bath, in almoſt every age, permitted the 
infectious ſpread of error, delufion, ſuperſtition, or idolatry, 
and of the moſt crafty and vigorous attempts to transform 
the church of Chriſt according to the models of the king - 
doms of this world. 


II. The manly form or perfection of the Papal ſyſtem was 
loag prevented by the heatheu emperors, and their relidifg 
at Rome, and having a powerful influence over the nations, 
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falling away firſt ; and that man of fin be revealed» 
the ſon of perdition :—the myſtery of iniquity doth 
already work ;- only be now hindereth it, will hinder, 
till be be taken out of the way, in the removal of the 
emperors reſidence and dominion from Rome. Rev. xvii. 
4, 18, 9,.— 13, 15. I fawa woman fitting upon a beaſt, 
worldly empire, with ſeven heads and ten horns. —The 
woman is Rome, in her Papal authority, that great city 
which reigneth over the kings of the earth: the ſe - 
ven heads are ſeven mountains in which the woman 
fitteth,—Rome was originally built, and they are ſeven 
kings, form of government in Rome, five, kings, con- 
fuls, decemvirt, military tribunes with conſular potoer, 
and dietators, are fallen: one, emperors, now is, and 
the other, Chriſtian emperors, Gothic kings, or dukes ſub- 
ſect to the Exarch of Ravenna, is not yet come and 
when he cometh, he muſt endure but a ſhort ſpace. 
And the beaſt that was, and is not, -in his ecclefia/tis 
cal authority or unparalleled form, is the eighth, and in 
his civil power, idolatraus and ſuperſiitious form, is of 
the ſeven, and goeth into perdition: and the ten horns 
which thou ſaweſt are ten kings, particular ſtates form- 
ed out of the fallen empire of Rome, which have receiv- 
ed no Kingdom as'yet ; but ſhall receive power one

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to which the profeſſors of Chriſtianity chiefly belonged. But 


- Conſtantine the Great, and the firſt Chriſtian emperor, heap- 


ing his favours upon the clergy, tempted them to earthly 
mindedneſs, covetouſneſs, and ambition to overtop one an- 
other. To court his favour, or obtain preferments, millions 
bf heathens, without any. change on their hearts, profeſſed 
themſelves Chriſtians. It ſoon became the eſpecial aim of 
the clergy, as well as of the civil rulers, to have the church 


conformed as much as poffible to the aivil conſtitution, and 


ſubjected to the ſame Head. About A. D. 334, Conſtantine 
removed his reſidence from Rome to his new city of Conſtan- 


tinople. This gave the Romiſh biſhops more opportunity to 


enlarge their power. The civil ſovereigns ſometimes courted 
their aſſiſtance to Keep the citizens in awe, or ſtaunch to their 
Ce party.

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party. The biſhops of Conſtantinople, preſuming to vie 
with them, tempted the Romiſh Lords to puſh themſelves 2s 
high as they could. Ihe almoſt perpetual divifion of the 
empire into the Eaſtern and Weſtern, together with che de- 
folating ravages ot the northern barbarians; exceedingly weake- 
ned it Alter Kings, Conſuls, Decemvirs, 'Tribunes, Dicta— 
tors, and Emperors, heathen and Chriſtian, had iucceffively 
governed at Rome; and when the Weſtern empire was, amidſt 
dreadful mixtures and confuſions, forming itſelf into ten parti- 
cular {overeignties, it was altogether unhinged, A. D. 476. For 
eighty years, in Which the Heruli and Goths ruled at Rome, 
the Senate was allowed to retain fome veſtiges of their anti- 
ent power.

For every thing ſtupid or wicked. In imitation of the imperial 
ne, conſtitution, the unſcriptural dignities of lordly bithops, arch- 
dts biſhops, metropolitans, and patriarchs had been reared one 
Cafe above another. Having loſt fight of Jeſus Chriſt, an empe- 
Ty ror, or Univerſal Head, as a viſible centre of union, was ſtill

wanted. By encouraging appeais from their fellow bilbops,

About A. D. 606, Boniface III. of Rome, by flattering 
Phocas the Greek emperor, one of tbe vileſt traitors, and 
murderers, and inhuman wretches that ever breathed, as 
Gregory had done,—procured for himſelf the title of Un1- 


 VERSAL Bis#oOyP. | Deputies were immediately diſpatched

through the Weſtern churches to introduce the new ſuperſti- 


tion, and to procure ſubmiſſion to the Roman Head. As 
theſe deputies were often very ignorant, and altogether inca- 


pable to officiate in the language of the ſeveral countries to 
which they went, Pope Vitalian, in A. D. 666, it is ſaid, 
appointed that all public worſhip, or at leaſt the more im- 
portant parts of it, ſhould be performed in the LaTin lan- 
guage, which was now little underſtood. This at once con- 


cealed the ignorance of the miſſionaries; and marked the 


churches with an implicit ſubjection to Rome, —Meanwhile, 
the Pontiffs, with great zeal, exerted their new power, in 


promoting the idolatrous worſhip of ſaints, angels, images, 


and reliques,—in adding new ſuperſtitions, —in erecting new 
offices of Cardinals,—or new orders of monks, till the peo- 
ple every where groaned under their numerous and oppref- 


tive clergy, who, by the moſt baſe and crafty methods, ap- 


propriated to themſelves almoſt the whole wealth and power 


of the Chriſtian world. Before the Reformation,.the Order 


of St. Bennet is ſaid to have had above 15,000 monaſteries 
with Abbacies annexed ; and to have prodoced 24 Popes, 200 
Cardinals, 1600 Archbiſhops, 4000 Biſhops, 15,500 Abbots,

firſt. (5.) That the Old and New Teſtament are fo far from 
being a perfect rule of faith and manners, that they contain 
but a {mall part of God's revealed truths. (6.) That many 
doctrines, which have no foundation in ſcripture, ought to 
be embraced with as firm a faith as the ſcriptures themſelves. 
(7-) That not the Holy Ghoſt ſpeaking in the ſcripture, but 
the Romiſh Pope, is the infallible and ſupreme judge of con- 
troverſies reſpecting religion. (.) That it is neither neceſ- 
ſary, nor decent, nor profitable, but exceedingly dangerous 
and hurtful, for common people to read the ſcriptures. (q.) 
That tranſlations of the ſcriptures into the vulgar languages, 
are one principal cauſe of the abounding hereſies. (10.) That 
not the Hebrew original of the Old Teſtament, and the Greet 
of the New, but the Yulgate Latin tranſlation, or it and the 
Septuagint, are the authentic ſtandard, by which all other 
copies or verſions ought to be adjuſted. (rr.) That the ſe- 
veral texts of ſcripture have four or five different ſenſes con- 
tained in the ſame words. (12.) That the ſcriptures are fo 
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power in the government of ſlates : their faces were as 
the faces of men, pretending great learning, honour, and 
humanity ; and they had hair as the hair of women, be-

backward, and juſtice ſtandeth afar off ;—truth is fal- 
len in the ſtreet, and equity cannot enter: yea, truth 
taileth, and he that departeth from evil, maketh him- 
ſelf a prey,—and there is no judgment.

—6, 13. Men ſhall be lovers of their own ſelves, co- 


vetous, boaſters, proud, blaſphemers, diſobedient to 
parents, unthankful, unholy, without natural affecti- 
ons, truce breakers, falſe accuſers, incontinent, fierce, 
deſpiſers of thoſe that are good, traitors, heady, high 
minded, lovers of pleaſure more than lovers of God, 
having a form of godlineſs, but denying the power

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laſtes but for a moment, as the heat of the ſtomach ſo diſ- 
lolves theſe elements, that they ceaſe to be his body and 
blood. (157.) That all that partake' of the conſecrated ele- 
ments, brutes not excepted, really partake of Chriſt's body 
and blood.

In every age, the Papalines, eſpecially their clergy, have 
generally been monſters of wickedneſs. Under the moſt 
piaufible and friendly pretences, and the moſt rations] appea- 
rances, they have been /overs of thempetves, tceking their own 
honour, pleaſure, or carnal profit, in every thing they do, 
aſcribing their pretended merit and good works to their own 
free will, and imagining God himſelf their debtor, and them- 
jelves more righteous than his law requires ;—covetors, fran- 
dulently cajoling people out of their etiates and prope: ty, and 
making merchandiſe of the ſouls of men, and of the oi dinan- 
ces, gitts, and graces of God ud boaſte n, exalting the n- 
ſeives above magiſtrates, eſpectaily it ſuppoſed to he hœretics 
and thruſting theniſelves aad their Pope imo the rocm of 
God and Chriſt ;—d/aſpbemers of God and of Chriſt ; of the 
holy fcriptures and their fundamental doctrines, —dilpenting 
with, and changing the laws and ordinances of God, —a- 
vonching the Pope for their Lord God, —and making them - 
ſelves lords of men's conſcience, in impoſing their rites upon 
tbem, requiring them to confeſs their fins to them, and pre- 
tending io paruon them ;—d1/9vedrent to parents, ratiring into 

d 2 ED mou ELIES, 
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that he maketh fire to come down from heaven in the 
fight of men, and deceiveth them that dwell on the 
earth, Ver. 1, 5, 6. Upon his head was the name of 
Blaſphemy ; and there was given unto him a mouth 
ſpeaking great things and blaſphemies againſt God, to 
blaſpheme his name, and heaven his tabernacle, and 
them that dwell therein, angels or ſaints. Chap. xvii, 
3. The beaſt was full of the names of blaſphemy.— 
Dan. vii. 8, 25. In the horn were eyes like the eyes of 
a man, great craft and induſtrious prying into the ſecret 
counſels of men, eſpecially the great, and a mouth ſpeak- 
ing great things :—he ſhall ſpeak great words againſt 
the Moit High, and think to change times and laws, 


making 
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monaſteries, and contracting marriages, without their con- 
ſent, and rebelling againſt lawful magiſtrates uu , im- 
pious, profane, and abominable in their diſpoſirion and prac- 
tice ;—wwitheut natural aſtection to parents, wives, or children; 
truce breakers, given to violate oaths, covenants, marriages, 
allegiance, and to teach men to do fo, eſpecially with preten- 
ded heretics ;—-falſe accuſers of ſuch as ſhun or withſtand 
their corruptions, reproaching them as heretics, ſchiſmatics, 
and enemies to Chriſt and his church ;—incontinent, wallows 
ing in fornication, adultery, ſelf. pollution, inceſt, ſodomy, 
beſtiality ;—7ntemperate, given to exceſſive gluttonv and drun- 
kennels in their carnivals, Chriſtmas, and other like occaſi- 
ons ; ierce, cruel perſecutors and tormentors of mankind 
in their ſouls and bodies ;——dz/pr/ers and haters of perſons 
and things ht are good ;—traitors, bent upon betraying and 
murdering kings, princes, and neighbours, for the pretend- 
ec! intereſt of their church ;—beady, raſh, daring, and ſhame- 
leſs in doing any thing, however horrible or dangerous, to 
propagate the Papal intereſt ;—high minded, exceedingly con- 
ceited of their power, knowledge, and works ;—/overs of 
Pleaſures, however abominable, ſinful, or earthly, more than 
of Ged, and his truths and ways z having a form of, or high 
pretences to gedbineſe, but denying the poxwer of it in their heart 
and life, denying the authority of ſcripture which regulates 
it, and ſubſlituting ſenſeleſs and vile ſuperſtitions and idola- 
tries in the place of the light, life, and power of it ;—creep- 
ing into men's houſes to defile their wives and daughters, and 
lead them into idolatry and ſuperſtition, and to make uſe of 


them 
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making things holy or unholy without, or contrary to, the 
law of God. Chap. viii. 11, 12, 25. He magnified him- 
ſelf, even to the prince of the hoſt, and cait down the 
truth to the ground: he ſhall ſtand up againſt the prince 
of princes. Chap. xi. 65,—29. The ' Papal king {hall 
do according to his will, and ſhall exalt himſelt, and 
magnify himſelf above every God; and ſhall ſpeak 
marvellouſly againſt the God of gods. Neither ſhall 
he regard the God of his fathers, heathens, or primitive 
Chriſtians, nor regard any God: for he thall magnily 
himſelf above all: but in his eſtate ſhall he honour the 
God Mabuxzim, protectors, ſaints; relicks, &c —a god, 
whom his fathers knew not, {ſhall he honour with gold 


and 
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them for transferring the ſubſtance of their huſbands and pa- 
rents to their clergy. They daily increafed in their deceitful 
and wicked arts of ſeduction. While their threatenings af- 
fitted, their flatteries and falſe doctrines entangled and poi- 
loned men's fouls. They became impudent in teaching and 
practiſing every thing blaſphemous and infernal. Under pre- 
tence of diſtinguiſhed ſanctity, they prohibited their clergy, 
and diſſuaded others, from marrying, while they allowed and 
encouraged them to wallow in fornication, adultery, and all 
other uncleanneſs, and prompted them to ſpread their who- 
riſh apoſtacy, ſuperſtition, aud idolatry, wherever they could. 
By magical wonders, and pretended miracles and viſions, they 
confirmed their ignorant followers in the belief of every thing 
they taught. 

The Popes laboured to ſet themſelves examples of igno- 
rance, pride, ambition, blaſphemy, atheiſm, perjury, horrid 
unchaſtity, and devilich arts. Notwithſtanding their mean 
originals, and their pretences to he ſervants of ſervants, they 
gradually extended their uſurped lordſhip over the church, 
requiring men to obey their commands, bowever wicked, un- 
der pain of eternal damnation. Pretending deteſtation of 


| heathen idols, they deified multitudes of ſaints, angels, ima- 


ges, and relicks, Wc. and for enriching their treaſuries or 
penſioners, they afligned to them the protection of their re- 
ſpective countries, occupations, conditions, and events.— 
They pretended to command the holy angels to conduct 
whom they pleaſed to the heavenly manſions, and the deviis 
to abandon the perſons whom they poſſeſſed.— They preten- 


ded 
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and ſilver, - precious ſtones, and pleaſant things. 
Thus thall he do to the defenders, Mahuzzim, with 


the ſtrange god, perhaps conſecrated wafers, whom he.

C aſe taé Nahu in to rule over many: and the earth 

all he divide among them for gain, H igning particu- 
las cities, countries, trades, works, &c. to the protection 
aud influence of particular ſaints and relicks.

Ii. 3, 4. That man of ſin, —ſon of perdition, exalteth 
himſelt above all that is called God or—is worſhipped. 
o that he as Go? fitteth in the temple, church, of 
God, ſhewing himic?. that he is God.

on of God, power was given him over all kiadreds, and

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ded a ſupremacy over God himſelf, —in forming and dividing 
the gloritied body of his 8on ;—in eftabliſhing or altering his 
laws z—in adding to his oracles their apocryphal books, tra- 
ditions, and decrees, and ſuſpending their whole ſenſe or au- 
thority over the church, or accels to read them, on their 
own arbitrary will z—in adding a multitude of holy days and 
human inventions in his worſhip ;—in cancelling the obliga- 
tion of oaths, vows, or other engagements, and in ifluing 
forth diſpenſation? to, or induigences and pardons of, ſin.— 
No wonder, then, that they claimed a ſupremacy over all the 
civil magiſtrates on earth. Having, in A. D. 756, which is 
five prophetic months, or 150 years after the time of his ar- 
rival at manhood, got bimſelf made lord of the three princi- 
palities of Rome, Ravenna, and Pentapolis, the Popes and 
their cardinals ſoon held a ſpiendid court. —They afterwards 
required their enſlaved kings to acknowledge their dependence 
on them for their reipeCtive crowns ; and, at their pleafure, 
depoſed the emperors of Germany, kings of France, England, 
Oc. and abſolved their ſubjects from their oaths of allegi- 
ance, and ordered them to take arms againſt them. They 
pretended to diſpoſe of the heathen countries of Alia, Africa, 
and America, Cc. to the Portugueie, Spaniards, and others.

02: of the fallen Roman empire, having quickly ſubmitted

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tongues, and nations, and all that dwell on the earth 


ſhall worſhip him, whoſe names are not written in the 
book of life, (compare chap. xvii. 8.) He cauſeth 


the earth, and them that dwell therein, to-worſhip the 
beaſt, - and cauſed them to make an image to the 
beaſt, which had the wound by a ſword, and did 
live; and he had power to give life unto the image of 
the beaſt, that it ſhould ſpeak, and cauſe as many as 
would not worſhip the image of the beaſt, ſubmitting 
19 the Pope's abſolute ſupremacy, and to what kings and 
emperors he pleaſed, ſhould be killed: —he cauſeth all, 

both ſmall and great, rich and poor, free and bond, to 
receive a mark in their right hand, by maniſeſt practice 
or /olemn oath, or in their forehead, open profeſſion, that 
no man might buy or ſell, be allowed any natural pri. 
vilege, ſave he that had the mark, or the name of the 
beaſt, or che number of his name: and it is 666, the 
number of a man. — All the world wondered alter the 
beaſt, and worſhipped the dragon that gave power unto 
the beaſt, and worthipped the beaſt, ſaying, Who is like 
unto the beait ? Who is able to make war with him? 


Chap. 
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to the Papal power, they were ſoon overwhelmed with igno« 
rance, error, ſuperſtition, idolatry, and clerical oppreſſion. 
Perhaps near an half of the land rents were claimed by the 
prieſts. Nor could any ſpiritual privilege be obtained from 
them without money. Rioting in wealth and power, while 
the laity were abſolutely miſerable, they, particularly in the 
gth and 19th centuries, and afterwards, were many of them 
ignorant as beaſts of every thing valuable. The ſcholaſtic di- 
vinity, Which was afterward in vogue, did but render their. 
doctors more ignorant and erroneous, and covered the truths 
of God with unintelligible jargon. Jo prevent the people 
trom diſcovering the ignorance, error, or corruption of their 
clergy, the reading of the Bible was repreſented as highly 
dangerous and criminal, without a clerical permifion. And, 
indeed, it was, for many ages, in no language which the lai- 
ty, or even many of the clergy, could underſtand. To ,pre- 
vent every murmur againſt the clerical conduct, courts of 
Inouititioa were almoſt every where erected, by the infernal 
Manage- 
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Chap. xvii. 2, 13, 14. With this great whore the kings 
of the earth have committed fornication, exerting their 
power to promote Popiſh errors, idolatries, and ſuperſtiti- 
ons, and the inhabiters of the earth have been made 
drunk with the wine of her fornication, fattering entice- 
ments to her abominations — the kings have one mind, 


and ſhall give their power and ſtrength unto the beaſt: 


tnefe ſhall make war with the Lamb. Ch. xiti; 2. The 
deaſt was like unto a leopard; and his feet as the feet 
ot a bear, and his mouth as a lion, (compare chap. is. 


7,.— 10.) Chap. ix. 4,—6, It was commanded the 


locuſts, by the all ruling providence of God, that they 
mould not hurt, ectually ſeduce, the graſs of the 


earth, neither any green thing, nor any tree, real and 


lively Chriſtians, but only thoſe men who have not the 
ſeal of God in their foreheads: and to them it was 
given not to kill them, but that they ſhould be tor- 
mented, by oppreſſive exactiont, curſes, fears of Purga- 
tory," Inquijitions, &c. five months; and their tor- 
ment was as the torment of a ſcorpion, when he 
ftriketh a man: and in thoſe Jays ſhall men ſeek 
9 death, 
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management of which, the lighteft ſuſpicions of hereſy, the 
falſeſt accuſatians, apparent wealth, or even the comeline!s 
of 2 young lady, expoſed multitudes to confifcation of goods, 
impriſonment, tortures, and death. Excommunications fol- 
towed with civil penalties, directed by the clergy, forced al- 
moit every one to an apparent ſubmiſſion. 

Such as refuſed an implicit compliance, were deprived of 
all privileges of common traffick, decent burial, and other 
rights of common humanity.—About A. D, 1070, William, 
the Norman conqueror of England, enacted, that none ſhould 
be allowed to buy or fell in his dominions, who were difobe- 
dient to the Pope. In 117, the third council of Lateran 
probibited all men, under pain of the Pontifical curſe, to en- 
tertain any Waldenſes in their houſes or lands, or to exerciſe 
any traffick with them, About the ſame time, the French 
Synod of Tours made an act to the ſame purpoſe, that by 
depriving them of all human afliſtance or neighbourhoo-1, 
they might be compelled to fubmit, About A. D. 4 18, 
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death, but ſhall not find it, or any ſolid hope of com- 
fort by it. Chap. xiti. 7. It was given to. Antichriſt 
to make war with the faints, and to overcome them. 
Chap. xvil. 2, 5. The woman, great whore, ſat upon 
a ſcarlet coloured bealt, ruled over murdering vota- 
ries, and was drunken with the blood of the ſaints. 
Chap. xvii. 24. In her was found the blood of pro- 
phets, and of ſaints, and of all them that dwell upon 
the earth. Dan. viii. 10, — 14, 24 It waxed great 
even to the hoſt of heaven, and it caſt down ſome af 
the hoſt, people, and ſtars, Preachers, to the ground. 
and ſtamped upon them.—By him tbe daily facrifice 
was taken away unto 2300 days, years from the date 
Daniel's viſion, or its firſt ſtep of fulfilment in Antio- 
chus. And the place of God's ſanctuary was caſt down, 
and an hoſt was given him againſt the daily ſacrifice, 
true worſhip of God ; and he caſt down the truth to the 
ground, and practiſed, and proſpered ;—he ſhall de- 
ſtroy wonderfully great multitudes, in the moſt baſe, 
crafty, and cruel manner, and {hall proſper and practiſe, 
and ſhall deſtroy the mighty and the holy people. — 

| Chap. 
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Pope Martin V. enacted, That heretics ſhould be allowed no 
houſes; that none ſhould enter into contracts, or have any 
commerce with them, or allow them any of the comforts of 
life, along with other men. Thus the Popiſh powers ſpike 
as a dragon, like Diocletian and other heathen emperors, who 
had debarred from trade, or uſages of humanity, all ſuch as 
refuſed to offer incenſe to idols. Not to mention the many 
Millions murdered in the Popiſh war for the recovery of Ca- 
naan from the infidel 'Turks,—the millions murdered in Ja- 
pan, China, Eaſt Indies, Ethiopia, and Weſtern Africa, by 
means of their mad zeal to propagate their delufive abomina- 
tions, —or the dreadful murders committed in America avd 
Weſt Indies, in order to take their property, it is ſhocking 
to think, what multitudes have been murdered for their faith - 
ful eppoling of Popery. In the 13th and 14th centuries, a- 
bout a million of Waldenſes and brethren were ſlain. About 
150,000 were murdered by the Holy Inquiſtion. Near a 
million are ſaid to have 19 * in France from A. D. 1530, 
5 E e 0 
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Chap. vii. 25. He ſhall wear out the ſaints of the Moſt 
High, that very few ſball be left, and they ſhall be gi- 
ven into his hand unto a time, times, and the dividing 
of time, 33 years, 42 months, or 1260 days of prophe- 
tical reckoning, each day for a year. Chap. xi. 36. He

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to 1580. In about fix years of the ſame period, the duke of 
Alva murdered about 36,000 in Flanders, many, if not moſt 
of them, by the hands of the common executioners. About 
an hundred thouſand were murdered in fifteen years, and 
five or fiz hundred thouſand were obliged to flee the country. 
To all thefe we might add, who knows how many millions, 
who have been murdered in Britain, Ireland, Italy, Spain, 
Portugal, Poland, Hungary, and Germany, particularly in 
Bohemia, Palatinate of the Rhine, Magdeburgh, Sc. By 
ſuch methods, the Romith Popes and their agents have fram- 
ed, eſtabliſhed, and preſerved their ſyſtem of offices, officers, 
errors, and corrupt inſtitutions, in their La riN or ROMISH 
church, the name of which, in Greek-and Hevrew letters, 
forms the number 666, which may alſo mark out a fyſtem 
wonderfully connected in the view of carnal obfervers, but 
no way founded on the dockrine of the twelve apoſtles. In 
A. D. 666f it is ſaid, the Latin liturgy was impoſed on all 
the Weſtern churches, as a mark of their ſubjection to Rome. 


In A. D. 756, which was perhaps juſt 666 years after John 


had his viſion of Antichriſt, the Pope obtained his civil ſu- 
premacy. Many things at Rome are reſtricted to the number 
of 25, which is the ſquare root of 666. By ſuch methods 
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V. Dan. xi. 40. At the time of the end, ſhall the 
Saracens, king of the fouth, -puſh at Antichri/t, and 
afterwards the-Turks king of the north ſhall come a- 
gainſt him, like a whirlwind, with chariots and with 
horſemen, and with many ſhips: and he ſhall enter 
into the countries, and ſhall overflow, and paſs over. 
Rev. ix. 15, 20, 21. The four angels loaſed jrom the 
Euphrates were prepared for an hour, and a day, and 
a month, and a year, to flay the third part of men, 
Greeks and Latins pretending to be Chriſtians —And the 
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they have, or will, continue their Antichriſtian power ſor 
1200 years. 


V. The Antichriſtians have already been fearfully puniſh- 
ed by Cod. About A. D. 713, the Saracens, invited from 
Africa into Spain, ſubdued the moſt of it, and rendered it al- 
moſt deſolate. They next ravaged France, till, in A. D. 
734, they, in a terrible defeat, loſt above 300,000 of their 
troops, and Abdel-rackman their general. The Papiſts ſhame- 
ful idolatries provoked theſe Mahometans to harraſs and mur- 
der them.— From A. D. 830, to 980, the contentions of the 
family of Charles the Great, emperor. of Germany, France, 
and Italy,—and the ravages of the Hungarians from the Faſt, 
and of the Saracens in Italy and other places, deluged thele 
countries with blood. —From A. D. 1096, to 1290, an infi- 
nity of men, oerhaps ſixteen millions one way and another, 
periſhed in the Papal war with the Mahometans, in order to 
recover Canaan from them. Almoſt every Chriſtian nation 
in Europe was robbed of its rulers, drained of its inhabitants 
and wealth, by theſe mad Croiſades which the Popes pro- 
moted, in order to extend their power at home, while the 
princes were abſent.— From A. D. 1200 to 1370, the furious 
wars betwcen the partizans of the Popes and the German 
emperors, almoſt ruined both Italy and Germany. From A. 
D. 1370 to 1447, the ſchiſms between rival Popes occaſioned 
terrible wars and contentions, eſpecially in Italy, Germany, 
France, and Spain, For a number of years after A. D. 1418, 


the Bohemians terribly mauled the adherents to the Pope.— 
Between 1486 and 1534, a ſweating ſickneſs, and other peiit- 
lential diſorders cut off prodigious multitudes in Poland, Eng 
land, Germany, and France.—From about A. D. r370 to 
1678, 
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reſt of the men who were not killed - by theſe plagues, 
repented not of the works of their hands, that they 
ſhould not worſhip devils, and idols of gold and ſilver, 
and braſs, and ſtone, and wood; neither repented 
they of their murders, nor of their {orcerics, nor of 
their fornications, nor of their thefts. Dan. xit, 10. 
The wicked ſhall do wickedly, and none of the wicked 
ſhall underſtand. 


11 Rev. 
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1698, the Ottoman Turks fearfully harrafſed and murdered 
the Papiſts, who dwelt in Hungary, Poland, Germany, Italy, 
Dalmatia, Mediterranean iſles, Sc. Bur none of cheſe dread- 


ful judgments, in the leaſt, reformed the Popes or their fol- 


lowers, To yield a little to the loud complaints of the diſ- 
contented, the Councils of Piſa, Conſtance, Baſil, and Flo- 
rence, were called, and met in the 15th century; but with- 
out any good effect. Perceiving no hopes of reformation in 
the Popiſh church, multitudes in Germany, Poland, Hun- 


gary, Switzerland, "and France, and even in Italy and Spain, 
about 1520, and afterwards, {ſeparated from it, along with 


Zuinglius, Luther, Calvin, and their fellow preachers, and 
formed Proteſtant churches for themſelves, according as they 


thought the oracles of Chriſt directed them. Among many 
other means, the Council of Trent was held, between 1545 
and 1564, to reſtrain this ſeparation. Contrary to the fears 


of the Popes, and the expectation of the princes, . its decrees 
did but varniſh over, and eſtabliſh the long prevalent errors 
and abominations. The few articles for real reformation en- 
ated, were generally overlooked, except in the neighbour. 
hood of Proteſtants. Theſe finding, that almoſt every thing 
was tranſacted in it by the Papal direction, refufed to regard 
its-decitions. The Papiſts therefore, by reproach, by bribery, 
and eſpecially by perſecutions, maſſacres, and wars, laboured, 
to their utmoſt, to force them back to their communion.— 
Meanwhile, the newly formed order of Jeſuites, with the 
moſt profound ſagacity, the moſt extraordinary and unweari- 
ed diligence, the moſt bold effrontery, the moſt bewitching 
flattery, the moſt amazing ſubtilty, eſpecially in undermin- 
ing the obligations of morality, and with no inconſiderable 
learning, ſupported the tottering honours of their Pontif.

chap. xiv. 12.) Chap. xi. 5, 6. If any man will hurt 
theſe witneſſes, fire proceedeth out of their mouth, pre- 


 diflive prayers, and devoureth their enemies: and if 


any man will hurt them, he mult, in like manner, be 


killed: they have power, 5y efefual fervent prayer, to 
ſhut heaven — that it rain not, and power over waters 


to turn them into blood, and to {mite the earth with 
plagues, as olten as they will. Dan. vii. 11, 26. Be- 
caule of the voice of the great words which the horn 
ſpake, I beheld until the beaſt was flain, and his body

Behold 
a white cloud of righteous and God-glorifying judgments, 
and one fat upon it, like unto the Son of man, having 
on his head a golden crown, (compare Plalm viii.

12.) and in his hand a ſharp ſic- 
kle of de/truftive vengeance, (compare Joel iti. 13.) and 
another angel cried to bim, Miniſters and ſaints prayed, 
and God excited, Thruſt in thy ſharp fickle, for the 
harveſt of the earth is ripe, in perfection of wickednefs : 
and he that fat on the cloud thruſt in his fickle into the 
Antichriſiian earth, and the earth was reaped, 7erribly 
plagued, and its inhabitants /lain.

Abraham died aged 175 years, and was buried in a 
cave near Hebron. Gen. xv. 15.—[—and xxv. 8. 
Sad having provided Rebekah, his kinſwoman, for 
Iſaac to wife; ſhe, after twenty years barrenneſs, bare 
him Jacob the father of the Jews, and Eſau the father 
of the Edomites, whoſe tempers and the fate of their 
ſeed were extremely different, Jacob the younger, 
and the far more fimple, obtained the birthright and 
felicitating bleſſing, Gen. xxiv, xxv, xxvii.—Being 
obliged to flee from his brother Eſau, whom he had 
craftily deprived of both birthright and bleſſing, Jacob, 
for twenty years, endured manifold afflictions in Padan- 
aram, while he kept the flocks of Laban his uncle, 
whoſe two daughters he married. Nevertheleſs, God 
preſerved him under them, protected him from Laban's 
guileful intentions, and at laſt returned him and his 
multiplied family in ſafety, and wealth, and honour, 
to Canaan, Gen. xxvii. 23, 29. and xxvill. 3, 15. 
and xxztli. 12.--f—Gen. xxix, xxxiii. He had 
twelve ſons, and one daughter. Of them, Joſeph, 
whom Rachel bare unto him after ſhe had been ſeve- 
ral years barren, and as an earneſt of Benjamin his 
oungeſt, was molt beloved by his father, and diſtin» 
guiſhed by his God. After he had patiently endured 
mucli hatred, reproach, and trouble, he was advanc- 
ed to be governor, next to the king, of all the land 
of Egypt, where, by his wiſdom and labour, he pro- 
vided corn for the preſervation of the ſubjects, and for 
maltitudes 
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multitudes of foreigners around. His own father, his 
wives, eleven other ſons, and whole family, ſubmiſ- 
fively honoured him, and depended on his favour for 
their whole ſubſiſtence. Gen. xxviii. 3, 14. and xxx. 
22,—24. and xxxvii. 5, — 10. [— Gen. xxx, xxxvii, 
xxxix, —xlvii. and l. 15,21. . 
For about 215 years, the promiſed ſeed of Abraham 
had increafed to no more than ſeventy perſons : but, 
being forced by famine, invited by Joſeph, and direc. 
ted by God, Jacob, and his family, taking up their 
reſidence in Egypt, they, in about 215 years more, 
increaſed to almoſt three millions of men, women, and 
children; notwithſtanding they were mightily oppreſ- 
ſed during the laſt hundred of them, condemned to 
the moſt grievous labour, in building cities, which 
were perhaps intended to prevent their deliverance, 
and all their male infants appointed to death. Gen, 
xlvi. 2,—4. and xil. 2, 3. and xiii. 16. and xvii. 4,

ſeph, who had been peculiarly afflicted, was moſt nu- 


merous, and formed the two powerful tribes of E. 
phraim and Manaſſeh. Gen. xIviii. 16, 19, 20. and 
xlix. 22. ][—Num. i. 32,3 5.-—Not withſtanding its 
being at firſt threatened with utter deſtruction, the 
family of Judah, and the family of Dan, who had but 
one fon, quickly increaſed into moſt numerous multi- 
tudes. Gen. xlix. 8, 16.—4— Num. i. 26, 27, 38, 39. 

with Gen. xxxviii. 7, 10. and xlvi. 12, 23. : 
When the Hebrews had ſojourned four hundred 
years from the birth of Iſaac, and four hundred and 
thirty from God's promifing Canaan to Abram, while 
he dwelt in Ur of the Chaldees, or in Haran, in aland 
that was not their own; and had, for a part of that 
time, been mightily oppreſſed, - God, who had all a- 
long been with them, and protected and multiplied 
thew,—did, by tenfold plagues, from which the _ 
tes 
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lites were perfectly exempted, oblige their Egyptian 
oppreſſors to diſiniſs them in ſafety, and loaded with 
wealth, —under the direction of Moles and Aaron,— 
and divided the Red ſea, that they might ſafely paſs 
through it, while their Egyptian purſuers were every 
one drowned. Gen. xv. 13, 14. and xlvi. 3, 4. and 
xlvini. 21. and J. 24, 25. Exod. ili. 8, 17, 20,-22, 
and vi. 1, 6, 7. and vii. 4. and viii. 23. and xi. 7, 8.

. 3 of bis covenant made with them, in 
Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob, their anceſtors, God, for 
forty years, in the Arabian wilderneſs, ſingularly di- 
rected, ſupported, and corrected them. By a pillar 
of eloud by day, and of fire by night, he led them in 
their marches; and marked where and how long they 
ſnould reſt in their camps. He fed them with manna 
from heaven, and gave them ftreams of water from the 
flinty rock, which followed them, whitherſoever they 
went and in the deſert of Sin regaled them plenti- 
fully with quails. At Sinai, he, in a molt tremendu- 
ous and ſolemn manner, appeared to them, gave them 
his laws, avouched them for his peculiar people, and 
atteſted the authority, which he had given to Moſes 
their governor, and to Aaron and their priacipal elders 
as his aſſiſtants. Their forming and worſhipping of a 
polden calf, as'a viſible repreſentation of Jenovan, 
while Moſes tarried in the Mount with God, receiving 
bis directions concerning the tabernacle and its ſervice, 
bad iſſued in their utter deſtruction, had not Moſes, 
by prayer and faſting of forty days cominuance, pre- 
vented it; and it actually entailed upon them many 
ſubſequent calamities. Moles, by his importunate in- 
terceſſion, obtained for the Iſraelites God's promiſe of 
bis direction and protection in the wilderneſs, and a 
nancy 
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new copy of the moral law on tables of ſtone like to the 
firſt, which he bad broken in zealous deteſtation of 
their idolatry, —and for himſelf ſuch ſingular diſcove- 
ries of the gracions name and nature of Jehovah, as 
emboldened his ſupplications ; and ſuch views of his 
glory, as marked his countenance with an. amazing 
brightneſs. — 
grace, God's tabernacle was immediately after erected 
among them, and filled with his glory, and covered 
with his pillar of cloud and fire. And Aaron, who had 
faſhioned the golden calf, and his unblemiſhed male 
poſterity, were appointed and conſecrated to officiate 
as prieſts in its ſervice. From off the mercy ſeat, 
between the cherubims, which ſtood in its inmoſt a- 
partment, God communed with Moſes, and publiſhed 
his ſubordinate ſtatutes and directions; and before it, 
he poured out his Spirit on the ſeventy elders, that 
were to aſſiſt him in the government of the people.

Sinai, when God puniſhed their loathing of manna, 


and their luſting for fleſn, with a fiery peſtilence, and 
an eating of fleſh, till it came out at their noſtrils, and 


rotted them to death. Not long after, they came to 


the ſouth border of the promiſed land of Canaan; but 


their contempt of it, on the falſe report of ten wicked 
ſpies, provoked the Lord to make them wander thirty- 
eight years longer in the wilderneſs, till all of them, 
who had been fit for bearing arms when they came out 


of Egypt, except Caleb and Joſhua, were cut off; as 
an earneſt of which, the ten unbelieving ſpies, who 
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had been their tempters in this matter, were immedi- 
ately ſtruck dead before them. Contrary to God's 

warnings, the perverſe Iſraelites attempted to evade 
his threatening, and to take immediate poſſeſhon of 
Canaan : but were miſerably repulſed by its inhabi— 
tants. Not long after, the earth rent aſunder, and 
iwallowed up alive Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, and 
all their companions and ſubſtance, becauſe they had 
cavilled at the authority of Moſes and Aaron, as an 
unreaſonable uſurpation. Ihe very next day, a plague 
deſtroyed fourteen thouſand, on account of their char- 
ging Mofes and Aaron with murdering of Korah and 
his aſſociates.— To prevent any more falſe claims to the 
prieſthood, God marked his choice of Aaron and his 


ſons, by the miraculous flouriſhing of his withered . 


rod. At Kadeſh, and at Beer, God again miracu- 
louſly ſupplied the congregation with water, and, at no 
great diſtance, healed the mortal bites of fiery ſerpents, 
which had been ſent to puniſh their loathing of the 
manna,—by the fight of a braſen ſerpent, lifted up on 
a high pole. For ſome paſſionate fpcech to the mur- 
murers at Kadeſh-barnea, God puniſhed Aaron with 
death in mount Hor. And for the ſame fault, and for 
ſmiting the rock, when he ought to have but ſpoken 
to it, Moſes, after his conquering of Canaan eaſtward 

of Jordan, and puniſhing the Midianites, who had en- 
ticed the people to whoredom and idolatry, —and fo- 
teranly e:chorting and warning the congregation, and 

encouraging Joſhua, —and taking a diſtant, but diftina, 
view of the promiſed land, — died in mount Nebo, and 
was buried by God himſelf. Num. xi. 18,—20. and 
xiv. 23, 29,25, 41,43. and xvi. 5, 30, 45. and

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The deſpiſers of the promiſed land being all dead, 
Num. xiv. 29, 30, 35.— fand xxvi. 64, 65. Moſes 
had conquered the kingdoms of Sihon and of Og, 
Amorites on the eaſt of Jordan, and divided their coun- 
try to the Reubenites, Gadites, and half tribe of Ma- 
naffeh.—Immediately after the ſolemn mourning for 
his death was over, Joſhua, the fon of Nun, who had, 
for forty years, been his miniſter, being encouraged 
by God, marched to conquer the proper Canaan on 
the weſt of Jordan. That river, though high ſwollen 
at that ſeaſon, by the melting of the ſnow of Lebanon, 
cut its ſtreams whenever the ark of God came near it, 
and afforded them a fafe paſſage through its channel. 
In {ix years, and without ever loſing a fingle battle, 
Joſhua conquered thirty one kingdoms of Canaan, 
bounded by the Mediterranean fea'on the Welt, by 
Edom and Egypt on the South, and by Lebanon and 
Syria on the North. In the ſcventh year, he and Ele- 
azar the High Prieſt, with a prince out of each tribe, 
divided it by lot to the nine tribes of ſudah, Ephraim, 
Benjamin, Simeon, Zebulun, Ifacher, Ather, Naphitali, 
Dan, and balf tribe of Mauaſſeh. The tribe of Levi 
had no inheritance like their brethren, but only 45. 
cities and their ſuburbs to dwell in. The offerings of 
the Lord in tithes, firſt fruits, and other gifts and ſa- 
crifices, were appointed them for their inheritance, and 
the reward of their fervice at the tabernacle, which was 
now fixed at Shiloh, near the midſt of the land. Gen.

ſing. The Simeonites, having but a ſmall part of the 


Jot of Judah for their portion, great numbers of them, 


it ſeems, diſperſed themſelves among the other tribes 


as ſcribes and teachers. The Levites, being ſeparated 
by God, for the ceremonial ſervice of his tabernacle, 


and the religious inſtruction of his people, they had 


48 cities diſperſed through all the other tribes. And, 
though they were not warriors, God ſingularly pro- 
tected them in their rights, -and fearfully puniſhed 


Saul, Jeroboam I. Uzza, Uzziah, and others, who 


interfered with their work, injured their perſons, or 


withheld their revenues. The . was confined 
fo 
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to the family of Aaron, and the high prieſthood almoſt 
ſolely to Phinchas his zealous grandſon, and his de- 
ſcendents.

For 
fifteen hundred years, they generally made a more 


glorious appearance than any of the other tribes, aud 


poſſeſſed more power and authority. They were the 
moſt numerous, and in the wilderneſs marched in the 
front: they had the firſt and largeſt ſettlement in pro- 


per Canaan allotted them by Joſnhua, —in which Cateb, 
the ſon of Jephunneb, obtained the very ſpot, in which 


he had ſeen the gigantic Anakims, whoſe appearante 
had terrified his tellow ſpies; and he extirpated them. 
In rooting out the remaining. Canaanites,—in puniſh- 


ing the profligate Benjamites,—in producing the firſt 
Judge, and the greateſt number of kings and -pro- 
phets, nay, the only kings which God granted in 


mercy to Iſrael, —and in the origination of the man- 


hood of the glorious Meſſiah, this tribe had the pre-

They cloſely adhered to the tribe of Judah, 
and ſhared in their victories, as well as in their cala- 
mities, before and after the captivity in Babylon. 


The Benjamites had their warlike bravery 


From this tribe originated Paul the apoſtle, who was 
inſtrumental in conqueripg ſuch muliiiudes to the obe- 
dience

Gideon, Abimelech, 
Jair, and Jephtha, judges of Iſrael, Elijah and Eliſha 
the prophets, and other remarkable perſons, ſprang 
of this flouriſhing and powerful tribe. But their bre- 
thren, the Ephraimites, were much more numerous 
and honoured. Joſhua the conqueror, Deborah the 
prophetic Judge, and nota few of the Iſraelitiſh kings, 
other great men, pertained to this tribe. The 
oon of theſe tribes was remarkably fertile: their 
mlieys abounded with corns and graſs, and their hills 
were covered with woods, and lined with metals. The 
Ephraimites inherited that ſpot which Jacob firſt bought, 
and afterwards recovered by force, from the Canaan- 
tes. Not only had they the famed capitals of Shechem 
and Samaria ; but the tabernacle of God reſided a- 
mong them at Shilob, about 350 years. Gen, xlix. 
22,26, and xlviii. 16, 19. Deut. xxXill. 12,-17.—-

1. The Zebulunites inherited the ſhore of the 
Mediterranean ſea, and carried on a reſpectable mari- 
time trafficx. The deſcendents of Iſſachar were chief- 
ly addicted to huſbandry and labour. Both were re— 
markable for their honeſty, and their punctual atten- 
dance at the ſolemn feaſts and public worſhip of God.

inherited on the weſt of Judah, and ſouth weſt of E- 
phraim, were remarkable for their. number, and their 
warlike craft and bravery. Permitting the Canaanites 
to detain part of their allotted property, a detachment 
of them ſeized the territory of Laiſh, on the north of 

| Canaan. 
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Canaan. Samſon, their famed champion and Judge 

of Iſrael, by himſelf alone, terribly mauled the Phili- 

ſtines in his life and death. Gen. xlix. 16, 17.—j—

Judg. xvii, xiii,-xvi. The AsrexTes had their 
portion in the north weſt of Canaan, where they migh- 
tily flouriſhed, in the increaſe of their children, and in 
agreeable diſpoſitions. Their fields abounded with o- 
lives, and their hills were lined with mines of 'iron 
and braſs. Gen. xlix. 20. Deut. xxxiii. 24, 2 e 
Joſh. xix. 24,—31. The NaynTHALITES, tho? 

valiant on proper occaſions, were remarkably mild 
and peaceable, as well as numerous and proſperous. 
They had their portion on the weſt and ſouth of the 
ſea of Tiberias, where Jeſus Chriſt principally exer- 
ciled his public miniftrations. Barak the Judge, Na- 
hum tbe prophet, and perhaps Jonah, and ſundry of 
the apoſtles, were of this tribe. Gen. xlix. 21. Deut. 
xxxiii. 23.—4— Joſh. xix. 32,39. Judg. iv. 5. Nah- 
i. 1. 2 Kings xiv. 23. Matth. iv. 12,—25. The 
GaDITEs had their territory eaſtward of Jordan, be- 
tween the Reubenites on the ſouth, and Manaſſites on 
the north, where they were often harrafſed by the 
Ammonites, Arabians, Syrians, and others; but gave 
them ſome terrible defeats. They faithfully aſſiſted 
their brethren in the conqueſt of Weſtern Canaan, 
and made part of David's valiant aſſiſtants. Gen. xlix.

While theſe tribes improved their ſettlement in the 
promiſed land, in a grateful fear of God, and obedi- 
ence to his laws, they exceedingly proſpered, as under 
Joſhua their conqueror, Othniel, Ehud, Barak, Gi- 
deon, and Samuel, their Judges; and under David, 
Solomon, Aſa, Jehoſhapbat, Uzziah, Jotham, Heze. 
kiah, and Joſiah, their kings, Gr. Even while their 
males attended their ſolemn feaſts in the midſt of their 
country, none of their enemies preſumed to invade it, 
Num, xxiii.

- But their repeated idolatrous apo- 
ſtacy from God, and rebellion againſt his command- 
ments, from age to age, entailed upon them the moſt 
rievous calamities, till they were at laſt rooted out 
e their land, in their Chaldean captivity and pre- 
ſent diſperſion. The ruinous curſe of God fixed on 
their perſons, their families, labours, and property: 
dreadful diſtempers affected their bodies and minds: 
drought, blaſting, or vermin, deſtroyed their crops ; 
or their enemies ſeized on their increaſe : wild beaſts 
devoured their, children or flocks :; their enemies, at 
hand, or far diſtant, ravaged their country, plunder- 
ed their wealth, beſieged and demoliſhed their cities, 
and oppreſſed, ſtarved, murdered, and carried into a 
miſerable cantivity the inhabitants. Thus they. and. 
their land became an aſtoniſhment and proverb to all a- 
round. Nevertheleſs, the Lord manifeſted himſelf ready 
to deliver them, whenever they repented of, and refor- 
med from their wickedneſs. Deut. vi. 14, 15. and iv. 
24,31, and vill. 19, 20. and xi. 16, 17. and xxx. 
37, 18, and xxxi. 16, 17. and xxix. 18, —28. and 
xxxli.

Not long after the death of Moſes, and almoſt im- 


mediately after that of Joſhua, the Ifraclites began to 


hold familiar correſpondence, and to intermarry with 
thoſe idolatrous Canaanites, whom, contrary to God's 
command, they had left in their reſpeQive territories. 
Theſe quickly enticed them to their idolatrous and o- 
ther abominable practices. Micah of mount Ephraim, 
not far from the tabernacle of God in Shiloh, ſet up 
the worſhip of idols in his own bouſe, which the Da- 
nites ſoon transferred to their newly conquered city of 
Laiſh or Dan. The Benjamites of Gibeah, becoming 
altogether impudent in fodomy and whoredom, drew 
upon their tribe an almoſt utter deſtruction, while the 
other tribes, who chaſtiſed them, had forty thouſand 
flain, perhaps on account of their fimilar wickedneſs. 
Their idolatry and other abominations having become 
altogether general and highly aggravated, the whole 
nation was delivered into the hand of Cuſhan-riſha- 
thaim king of Meſopotamia, who oppreſſed them eight 
years : but, upon their repentance, they were deliver- 
ed by Othniel of the tribe of Judah. They had not 
long enjoyed peace and liberty, when they relapſed 
into their former wickedneſs, which drew upon them 
eizhteen years of terrible oppreſſion by the Moabites: 
but, on their repentance, the Lord ſaved them by E- 
hud, a Benjamite, who perhaps was lame of his right 
hand. Enjoying about fixty years of peace and proſ- 
perity, they returned to their wonted wickedneſs, and 
drew upon themſelves twenty years ef dreadful bon- 
dage and oppreſſion by their fintully ſpared Canaanitiſh 
ſeducers ; from which, upan their repentance, they 
were delivered. by Deborah a propheteſs, and Barak, 
aſſiſted by ten thouſand Zebulunites and Naphthalites. 
They had not very long enjoyed their reſt and liberty, 
when their renewed abominations provoked the Lord 
to give them up, for jeven years, to a molt dreadful 
opprevigg and plunder by the Midianites: but, on 
5 H h their 
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their repentance, Gideon, with zoo unarmed men, 
routed the Midianitiſh army of 150,000, leaving the 
moſt of them dead on the ſpot. His baſtard fon Abi- 
melech's murdering of his 70 brethren iſſued in miſe- 
ry and ruin to himſelf and to the Shecbemites, who 
had aſſiſted him in rendering himſelf king. —The whole 
nation relapſing into their former wickedneſs, were 
delivered into the hand of the Ammonites on the Eaſt, 
who oppreſſed them eighteen years, and of the Phili- 
ſtines on the welt, who opprefied them ſorry. Re- 
gardful of their repentance and importunate prayers, 
the Lord delivered them by Jephtha, a baitard, who, 
after routing the Ammonites, flew forty thoufand of 
the Ephraimites, who bad inſulted him. By cutting 
off multitudes of the Philiſtines, Samſon, for twenty 
years, reſtricted their oppreſſion; but, after his death, 
they defeated the Iſraelites in different battles. In one 
of them, 30,000 were flain, along with Hophni and 
Phinehas, the ſons of Eli the high prieſt, who had 
been ringleaders in every thing horrid,—and the ark 
of God, which had, for their protection and ſucceſs, 
been carried to the field, was taken, and profanely 
placed beſide the Philiſtines idol. Upon hearing of 
this fatal cataſtrophe, Eli, and his danghter-in-law, 
died of grief. But the wrath of God purſued the ſur- 
vivers in his family, till it was utterly reduced. By 
Saul's order, Doeg the Edomite, about forty years 
after, murdered Abimelech and the other prieſts at 
Nob. At laſt, Solomon baniſhed Abiathar his ſon, 
and reſtored the high prieſthood to the deſcendents of 
Phinchas the fon of Eleazar. Deut. xxxi. 16,—2 1, 
27.—29. and xxxii.

Upon their renewed and laſting repentance, the I- 


 raclites were delivered from the Philiſtines by the 


prayers and activity of Samuel the Levitical Judge and 
prophet, who had been given to his long barren mo- 
ther as an anſwer to her ſupplicant vows. When he 
became old, and his ſons perverted judgment, the I- 
ſraelites rejected the immediate government of God, 
and inſiſted to have a king like the nations around 
them. Obſtinately perſiſting in this demand, they 
had their deſire granted, but not to their profit. — 
Maſt of their kings did but render them more wicked 
and miſerable, and even mightily oppreſſed them. — 
Saul a Benjamite, taller than ordinary, was their firſt 
king. In the beginning of his reign, he reſcued the 
Glleadites from the inhuman oppreſſion of Nahath 
king of the children of Ammon: he barrafſed the K- 
domites, Amalckites, Philiſtines, and Syrians of 7.9« 
bah; but, by impreiling them into his army, and 
ot herwiſe, he oppreſſed his own ſubjects, and render- 
ed them generally unhappy. For preſuming to offer 
ſacrifice in Samuels abſence, and eſpecially for ſpar- 
ing Agag king of the Amalekites, and the beſt of the 
(poil, contrary to his expreſs command, the Lord ad. 
judged his kingdom from him to David, the youngeſt 
{on of Jeſſe the Bethlemite, who then kept his father's 
ſheep.—Saul lingered out a few years in a miſerable 
manner. A deep melanctoly and frenzy ſeized on 
his ſpirits : the Philiſtines repeatedly ravaged his king- 
dom. At laſt, having conſulted a witch, becauſe the 
Lord had refuſed to anſwer him, his army was rout- 
ed, and moſt of them, and three of his ſons, flain ; 
and he, in deſpair and anguith, murdered himſelf.—

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In A. M. 2949, and almoſt four hundred ꝓears after 
the death of Moſes, the royal government of Iſrael was 
by God committed to David, a deſcendent of Judah, and 
bis poſterity, as typical of the everlaſting government 
of Jeſus Chriſt. In the ſervice of Saul, he had defeat- 
ed Goliath, an enormous giant of Gath, and obtained 
ſeveral victories over the Philiſtines ; and had a cruel 
and murderous perſecution for his reward. Aſter 
Saul's death, the tribe of Judah made him king: but 
it was not till after a conſuſed interreign of five years, 
and the murder of I{hboſheth Saul's ſon, who governed 
them two years, that he was choſen by the other eleven 
tribes ; multitudes of which attended his coronation 
in Hebron. It was his firſt and laſt care to order the 
ark and temple, and ſettle the worſhip of God, ac- 
cording to his direction. In his numerous wars, he 
was generally, if not alway, ſucceſsful. In ſeveral 
pitched battles, he rendered the Philiſtines, Edomites, 
Moabites, Ammonites, and Syrians his tributary ſub- 
jects; and put the Iſraelites in poſſeſſion of the whole 
promiſed land, from the border of Egypt on the ſouth 

weſt, to the river Euphrates on the north eaſt. But 
bis adultery with Bathſheba, and murder of Uriab her 
huſband, drew upon him a fearful train of calamities. 
Notwithſtanding much faſting and prayer for its life, 
the child, born in adultery, died. His ſon Amnon 
forced Tamar his half ſiſter; and on that account was 
murdered by Abſalom her brother. Not long after, 
Abſalom took arms againſt his too indulgent father, 
drave him from his throne, publicly committed inceſt 
with ten of his concubines ; and ſoon after, to his great 
grief, periſhed in a battle with his troops. Immedi- 
ately aiter, Sheba the ſon of Bichri raiſed a new re- 
bellion, and periſhed in his attempt. Three years of 
famine, on account of Sanl's murdering of the Gibe- 
onites, quickly followed. To puniſh his own ambi- 
tious numbering of the people, 70,000 of them were 
cut off in one day by a peſtilence. Gen. xlix. 8,—

In A. M. 2989, Solomon, the darling of heaven, 
and the wonder of the world for unparalleled wiſdom, 
grandeur, and wealth, ſucceeded his father David. 
Aſſiſted by the ſervants of Hiram king of Tyre, and 
about 153,000 of his own Canaanitiſh bondmen, he 
erected a magnificent temple for the worſhip of God. 
His wide ſpread renown procured him a multitude of 
embaſſies and preſents from all the nations around. 
The queen of far diſtant Sheba viſited him in perſon, 
along with her preſents. In the laſt part of his reign, 
the heatheniſh women, whom he had married by hun- 
dreds, ſeduced him to their idolatries, and to build, 
or to permit them to build, temples for their reſpect- 
ive idols. This drew on his family and kingdom the 
moſt laſting and ruinous puniſhments. In his own 
time, Hadad the Edomite, Rezon the Syrian, and Je- 
roboam the ſon of Nebat, diſturbed him. Immedi- 
ately after his death, ten tribes revolted, and formed 
themſelves into a diſtin kingdom under Jeroboam. 
This iſſued in their perpetual idolatries, and almoſt as 
conſtant calamities, till at laſt they were carried into a 
miſerable captivity, of about 2,500 years continuance.

Rehoboam, and the two tribes of Judah and Benja- 
min, which adhered to him, after they had, for three 
years, walked. in the way of the Lord, abandoned 
themſelves to idolatry. 'To puniſh this wickedneſs, 
the Lord permitted Shiſhak, the Egyptian conqueror, 
to ravage and plunder their country, particularly their 
capital and temple : but they were delivered in conſe- 
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gence of their repentance.——To prevent his ſubjects 
Se returning to the family of David, as they attend- 
ed the ſolemn feſtivals or other worſhip of God at je- 
ruſalem, Jeroboam, pretending a regard for their eaſe, 
eſtabliſhed the idolatrous worſhip of two golden calves, 
which, in the manner of Egypt, might be repreſenta- 
tives of Jenovan,—the one of which he placed at Dan 
in the north, and the other at Bethel in the ſouth part 
of his kingdom. He made prieſts for his idols of the 
loweſt of the people, and appointed a ſolemn feſtival 


in the erghth month inſtead of thoſe which God had in- | 


ſtituted in the ſeventh. —To mark Jehovah's diſpleaſure 
with his conduct, and the future demolition of his al- 
tar by king Joſiah, a deſcendent of David, it rent in 
twain, while he began to offer ſacriſice on it. And 
for returning, and eating and drinking in Bethel, con- 
trary to the plain direction of God, the prophet from 
Judah, who had foretold this, and had healed Jero- 
boam's withered hand, was torn to pieces by a lion in 
his way bome, and his aſs left untouched. —Jeroboam 
had almoſt conſtant war with Rehoboam king of Ju- 
dah, and with Abijah his ſon. In one of his battles 
wh Abijah and an army of 400,000, 520,000 idola- 
trous Iſraelites were killed on the ſpot, and ſeveral ci- 
ties taken from them. Not long atter, Abijah his on- 
ly pious child died, and was honourably buried, and 
lamented. Nadab, another fon, ſucceeded his father, 
and, after a reign of two years, was, together with 
his whole family and friends, barbarouſly murdered 
by Baaſha a prince of Iſſachar, and not ſo much as 
allowed a decent burial. 2 Chron, xii. 7, 8. 1 Kings

Aſa and his kingdom of Judah, proſpered exceed- 
ingly, as long as they carried on their reformacion of 
religion. They eaſily routed Zerah the Ethiopian and 
his million of forces. Being at war with Baaſha king 
of lirac!, Ala ſinfully tempted the King of Syria trea- 
cherouſly 
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cherouſly to break his league with Baaſha, and to plun- 

der and murder a multitude of his ſubjects. This drew 
on a perpetual war with Baaſha, and enabled the Sy- 
rians to prove a moſt terrible ſcourge to the Ifrachites 
for ſeveral ages after, and Aſa himlelf died of a pain- 
ful diſeaſe in his feet. Baaſha had but reigned twenty- 
four years, and Elah his fon two, when Zimri his ſer- 
vant murdered him, and, in his ſhort reign of ſeven 
days, ignominiouſly extirpated his whole family and 
friends, as the juſt puniſhment of their continuance in 
the idolatries of Jeroboam, 2 Chron. xv. 2. and xvi. 
7,—9. 1 Kings xvi. 2, PERRY Chron. xiv—xvi.

After ſome years of bloody ſtruggling with Tibni,— 
Omri, probably an Ephraimite, obtained the throne 
of Iſrael. He was worſe than any of his five wicked 
predeceflors ® but his fon Ahab was ſtill more wicked. 
By the inſtigation of Jezebel, his queen, he introduc- 
ed her Phenician worſhip of Baal, with all its abomi- 
nations; and 850 prieſts and prophets were employed 
to promote it. One Hiel, an idolatrous Bethelite, to 
the ruin of his own family, dared to outbrave the curſe 
of God denounced by Joſhua, and rebuild Jericho. — 
A famiſhing drought, of forty- two months continu- 
ance, at the prophet Elijah's requeſt, plagued Ahab 
and his ſubje&s on account of their idolatries. Mean- 
while, Elijah was fed by bread and fleſh brought to 
him, every day, by a raven ; and afterwards by a poor 
Phenician widow, whole handful of meal and cruſe ef 
oil were never diminithed, while he dwelt with her. 
At laſt, Elijah preſented himſelf before Ahab; and 
having, by his diſcriminating ſacrifice, got 450 of 
Baal's prophets put to death by the peopl-, a plentiful 
rain enſued, in anſwer to bis prayers.— When the Sy- 
rians, not long after, invaded Ahab's kingdom, and 
beſieged bis capital, they were reduced to the brink 
of ruin by two miraculous defeats. But Ahab's ne. 
gle to cut off Benhadad, that blaſphemous idolater, 
drew upon himſelf and his kingdom an almoſt utter de- 
: ſtruction 
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ſtruction from the Syrians, as the fate of a diſobedi- 
ent young prophet prelaged. Regardleſs of warnings, 
Ahab, inſtigated and aſſiſted by Jezebel, murdered 
Naboth, and ſeized on his vineyard, which he had 
conſcientiouſly refuſed to ſell or exchange. This had 
brought immediate vengeance on him and his family, 


had he not repented, which occaſioned a delay of the 


threatened deſtruction for ſeveral years. Encouraged 
dy his idolatrous prophets, Ahab reſolved to force 
from the Syrians his city of Ramoth-Gilead, which 
they had retained, in contempt of their late treaty, 
Benhadad ungratefully ordered his troops, by all means, 
to kill Abab himſelf. Perhaps informed hereof, Ahab 
diſguiſed himſelf, and expoſed Jehoſhaphat, his pious, 


but imprudent, ally, to the danger. Notwithſtanding, 


a random ſhotof an arrow gave Ahab his death's wound. 
His troops were flain, or fled from the battle. Zede- 
kiah, his principal prophetic encourager, hid himſelf 
in a ſecret chamber. Ahab's corpſe was brought to 
Samaria, His chariot being waſhed in a pool, the 
dogs licked his blood, as, or where, they had done 
that of Naboth a little before. Much about the ſame 
time, Ahaziah his eldeſt ſon fell from his window. For 
his conſulting of Beelzebub the idol of Ekron, relative 
to his recovery, God condemned him to die of his fall. 
Two of his captains, for inſulting of Elijah, were, with 


their companies of fifty, burnt. with fire from heaven, 


And ſoon after, Elijah was tranſlated to heaven, with- 
out taſting of death. Joſh. vi. 26. 1 Kings xvii. 1, 4, 
9, 14. and xviii.

About the ſame time that Jehoram ſucceeded his 
brother Ahaziah on the throne, Eliſha the ſon of Sha- 
phat ſucceeded Elijah as prophet in Iſracl. He mira- 
culonſly divided the waters of Jordan, and by a little 
ſalt {weerened the bitter waters, and rectified the bar» 
ren fields of the long accurſed, but lately rebuilt, city 
| OL 
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of Jericho. By two hea he tore to pieces the 
profane children of Bethel. In the wilderneſs of E. 
dom, he 'procured water for the periſhing armies of 
Iſrael, Judah, and Edom, and a compleat victory o- 
He multiplied the oil of a2 
prophet's widow, that ſhe had enough to pay her debt, 
and to maintain her family. He procured a ſon for 
his/barren hoſteſs of Shunem, and afterwards reſtored 
him to life. By mixing a little meal, he rendered pol -· 
ſonous proviſion wholeſom; and made a [mall quanti- 
ty of food ſuſſicient for a large company. By ordering 
a ſevenfold waſhing in Jordan, he cured the leproſy of 
Naaman the Syrian general; and transferred the di- 
ſtamper to Gehazi his own' treacherous and covetous 
ſe rvant, and to his poſterity after him. He cauſed an 
iron àx to ſwim.— When the Syrians invaded the 
land of Iſrael, and beſieged Samaria, till hunger com- 
pelled mothers to boil and cat their own infants, their 
marvellous flight, leaving their. whole proviſion and 
baggage: produced a very ſudden and unexpected plen- 
The nobleman, who had mocked Eliſha's predic- 
* of it, ſaw it carried in by the gate, which he kept; 


' concerning the Jews. 


but was trodden to'death in the preſs, before he ate 


ok it. Not long after, Jehu, the ſon of Nimſhi, by 
God's direction, mounted the Ifraelitiſh throne. He 
murdered Jehoram his maſter, near Jezreel, and caſt 
his corpſe into the vineyard which Ahab and Jezebel 
had, by villany and murder, taken from Naboth. He 
ordered Jezebel to be throwy over her own window, 
from whence ſhe looked at him: the dogs alwoſt in- 
ſtantly devoured her whole fleſh, and moſt of her bones. 
By his inſtigation, the tutors of Ahab's children in Sa- 
maria, murdered 70 of them, and ſent their heads to 
him in baſkets, Ile flew alſo Amaziah king of Judah 
and bis relations; who bad come to viſit Jehoram in 
his diſtreſs. Thus the family of Ahab, and the idola- 


try which they bad Introduced, were rained together.

To reward Jchu's execution of God's Jo vengeance 
on the family of Ahab, he and his hHueal deicendents, 
Jehoahaz, Jehoath, ſeroboam II. and Zechariah, en. 
joyed the crown of Iſrael about 114 years, from A.M. 
3119 to 3233. But, for his and his ſubjects adherence 
to the idolatry of the golden calves, the Syrians, now 
governed by Hazael, ravaged the Iraclitiſh territorics 
for many years, murdered the inhabitants, eſpecially 
in Galilee, and on the eaſt of Jordan ; ript up ticic 
women with child, and burat their cities, till the na- 
tion was reduced to the brink of ruin Jehoaſh re- 
trieved their affairs, redr ced the power of the Syrians, 
and gave them three terrible defeats near Northern A- 
phek, jeroboam II. further reduced them, and t 
ſtored the Kingdom of Ifracl to its priſtine honour, 
After his death, things took a terrible turn, His fon 
Zechariah, perhaps an infant, had to ſtruggle eleven, 
ik not twenty two, years, before he could obtain the 
throne; and enjoyed it but fix months, when he, and 
all the polterity of Jehu, were murdered by Shallum, 
2 Kings x.

He was in the utmoſt hazard of his lite at the 
battle of Ramoth- Gilead, where Ahab was ſlain. Not 
long after, the Antes, Ifhinaelites, Amalekites, and 
Philiſtines on the ſouth, the Giblites aud Pheniciar 
on the north, and the Achurites, Hagarenes, Ammo- 
nites, and Moabites on the caſt, formed a league t? 
extirpate the Hebrew nation from the face of the earth. 
Fut the miraculous deſtruction of their forces, which 
g invade! 
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invaded the kingdom of Judah, in the valley of Be- 
rach, by one another, broke théir meaſures; and dis- 
jointed their alliance. Much about the fame time, or 


rather a little before, his ſhips, which intended to Tail 


down the Red ſea, along with thoſe of Ahaziah, were 


deſtroyed by a ſtorm, before they had well got out of 


the harbour. He was no ſooner dead, than the judg - 


ments of God on his family exceedingly increaſed. 
To puniſh Jehoram his ſon for the murder of his bre- 


thren, and the Iutrodu gion of the worſhip of Baal into 
his kingdom, the Lord permitted the Edomites fo re- 


volt, the Philiſtines and Arabs to ravage the country, 


and the prieſtly inhabitants of Libnah to rejcct his go 


vernment. While the Arabs carried off his wives and 
wealth, and murderedallhis children, except his young- 


eſt fon, himſelf was imüten with a moſt lothſom and 


tormenting diſcaſe, by which bis bowels at laſt fel] out. 


Ahaziah, his only ſurvivicg ſon, had ſcarcely ſtepped 
into the throne, . when befand many of his near relati- 


ons were murdered by Ichu, along with Jehoram king 


of Iſrael, his uncle. Iatormed of his death, Athaliah, 


his mother, murdered all the males of the royal fami- 


ly, except Joaſh her grandchild, whom his aunt, the 
wife of Jehoiada the high prieſt, hid, for ſix years, in 
ſome apartment of the temple. In the ſeventh year of 
his age, Jcholuda and the nobles of the land made him 
king ; flew:Atbaliah the Molatrous uſurper, and abo- 
liſhed the worfkip of Baal. Scarcely was J<hoiada 
dead, when Joa{h, after all his pretended zeal for the 
true religion, commenced an 1dolater, and murdered 
Zechariah the high pricit, his own couſin, for faith- 
tally reproving him. After the Syrians, under Ha- 


Zael, had twice ravaged the country, and once pillag- 


ed Jeruſalem, he was murdered by his own ſervants. 
—To puniſh his fon Amaziah's pride, and his intro- 
duction of the idolatry of his conquered Edomites, the 


Lord gave him up to the provoked reſentment of Je- 


hoaſh king of Iſrael, who routed his arn y, pillaged, 
and brake down 248 yards of the wall ot jeruſatem.

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He was at laſt murdered by his. ſubjes. - Thus the 


vengeance of God purſued: theſe deſcendents of Ahab 


to the fourth generation, King Uz#iah his ſon proved 
a terrible ſcaurge to the; Philiſtines, Arabians, and 
Mehunims. During his reign, there happened a ter- 
rible earthquake in Canaan, if not alſo: the!drought, 


plague of locuſts, and other vermine, mentioned dy 
Joel. About the 48th year of-his reipn, he proudly 


preſumed to burn incenſe in the temple of the Lord, 


A leprofy, which diſqualified him for governmett, v Was 


immediately inflicted on him, Jotham his pious ſon, 
who ſucceeded him, reigned proſperouſly ; and reduc⸗ 
cd the Ammonites to be tributaries.

The kingdom of Judah ſhared in the above men- 
tioned calamities in a milder degree than their Iſraeli- 
tiſh brethren. Tiglath-pileſer, on whoſe favour and 


«ſtance king Ahaz ſo much depended, diſtreſſed his 
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kingdom, and rendered it tributary. Hezekiah, his 
pious fucceffor, truſting in the Lord, refuſed to conti- 
nue this ſubjection. He had ſcarcely finifhed his re- 
markable reformation of his kingdom, in which a part 
of the Iſraelites, who had been left in their country, 
joined him, when Sennacherib, king of Aſſyria, in- 
vaded bis kingdom with a powerful army, and render- 
ed himſelf maſter of all the fenced cities, except 2 
falem, Hol. v. 10, 12, — 14. and vi. 12. Ma. vii. 7, 8.

To 
the terror of the inhabitants, Sennacherib threatened 
a furious ſiege, and the utter deſtruction of Jeruſalem, 
if they did not immediately ſurrender at difcretion :

temple and worſhip, and eſpecially of his Meſtiah there- 
by prefigured, and inſtigated by the fervent ſupplica- 
tions of Iſaiah and Hezekiah, the Lord, in one night, 
cut off 185,000 of his beſt troops, and obliged the reſt 
to flee home * the utmoſt terror and *

To puniſh his ſubjects enormous wickedneſs, along 
with Hezekiah's-ungrateful pride in ſhewing his trea- 
tures to the Chaldean ambaſſadors, the Lord permit- 
ted Eſarhaddon, king of Aſſyria, to ravage his king- 
dom, and carry oft himſelf, and perhaps a number 6f 
his children, priſoners to Babylon, Lev. xxvi. 17, 25.

But Joſiah, his pious fon and ſucceſs 
for, while but a youth, wich great zeal and labour, re- 
ſtored the true worſhip of God, and aboliſhed idolatry, 
end the monuments of it, not only out of his own do- 
minions, but alſo out of, at leaſt a part of, the coun- 
try, which had been poſſeſſed by the ten tribes. Af, 
ter burning the bones of the idolatrous prieſts. upon 
the altar at Bethel, he entirely demoliſhed it, 1 Kings 
Xii.

Pharaob-Necho, king of Egypt, began their puniſli- 
ment, in the {laughter of Joſiah, depoſition of Jehoa- 
haz, and enthronement of Jehoiakim as his tributary, 
anc. in the ravages of their country, which attended 
the fourfold march of his army through or by it, Iſa. 
vii. 18. In A. M. 3398, Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon, baving routed Pharaoh's army at Carche- 
miſh, purſued his victory into Jadea, and made Jehoi- 
akim his tributary, while bands of Syrians, Ammon» 
ites, and Moabites, ravaged the kingdom. He inva- 
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ded Tadea 2-ſecond time, adage ſeven or eight years 
after, made King Jehoiachin his priſoner, and enthron- 
ed Zedekiah in his ſtead, as his ſworn vaſſal. In hopes 
of being ſupported by the Egyptians, Zedekiah perju- 
rioufly rebelled. In the ninth year of his reign, Ne- 
buchadnezzar furiouſly marched his troops into Judea, 
and, in about two years, unhinged the whole conſtitu- 
tion, and deſolated the country, Lev. xxvi. 25, —31.

and .unburied carcaſes, Zech. i. 4. Ezek. vi. 3,.—6. 
Lev. xxv). 30, 31. Jer. xxxii. 29, 35. and xix. 6, 12, 
13. and vii. 31,33. but the magnificent tem le of 
Jsnovan, on which they had doted and truſted, was 


defiled with bloodſhed, and, to the aſtoniſhment of all 
around, burnt into a ruinous heap, and the ſacred fur- 


niture chereof, along vith that of the king's palace, car- 


ried off to Babylon, and lodged in the temple of Bel 


the principal idol of the Chaldeans, Levit. xxvi. 31, 
Ezek. xxiv. 21. and vii. 20,23. and ix. 7. Jerem, 
vil. 14. and xxvi. 6. and xxvil. 19. and xxii. 5. 1 
Kings ix. 8. 2 Chron, vii. 20. Iſa. xxxix. 8. Ring- 
leaders in their apoſtacy from God and worſhipping of 
idols, jugglers or ſeizers of their neighbour's property, 
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rich merchants, and goldſmiths, were generally de- 
ſtroyed, Jer. viii. 2, 3. Zeph. i. 6,—9, 11. Thar 
wicked kings, princes, prieſts, and prophets, were 
rendered peculiarly miſerable by ſword, famine, peſti- 
lence, captivity, or the like, Iſa. lvi. 9, — 12. Jer. vin. 


9, 10. and v. 5, 6. and x. 21. and xili. 18. and xiv. 


15, 16. and xi. 21,23. and xxi. 7, 12. and xxiii. 2, 
12, 15, 19, 20, 34. Ezek. vii. 23,27. and xi. 8, 
23. and xxxiv. 2,.— 10, 16,22. and xix 10,—-1 4 
Zeph. i. 8. For his contempt of his father Joſiah's 
godly example; for his oppreſſion, covetouſneſs, mur- 
der of innocents and prophets, and his burning of Je- 
remiah's peedictions, Jehoiakim had his palace and ca- 
pital burnt, — died miſerable and unlamented, and his 
corple was thrown to the dogs, while the vengeance of 
God and treachery of men concurred to ruin his fami- 


ly, friends, and kingdom, Jer. xxli. 13,24. and 


XXXV1. 29,==31, While Daniel and others of the roy- 
al family were carried priſoners to Babylon, and ſome 
of them caſtrated for eunuchs, 2 Kings xx. 18. Iſaiah 
xxxix. 7. Zeph. i. 8. Jehoiachin had enjoyed his 
throne but a few months, when he and his mother and 


principal ſubjects, were carried away into captivity, in 


which he continued thirty-ſeven years in a ſhameful 
and miſerable impriſonment :. and none of his poſteri- 
ty ever aſcended the throne, Jer. xxii. 24,30. EZek. 
XXI. 26. For his violation of his oath of allegiance to 
Nebuchadaezzar, his conniving at the Jews breach of 
their-covenant with God for the liberation of their 
bond ſervants, his refuſal to ſurrender himſelf and city 
to the Chaldeans, and his other wickedneſs, his Egyp- 


tian allies, in whom he truſted; diſappointed him. In 


his flight from Jeruſalem, when it. was taken by the 
Chaldeans, his attendants were ſcattered or flain, him- 
ſelf overtaken and delivered into the hands of Nebu- 
chadnezzar, his ſons were flain before his eyes, and 
then his eyes put out, and he and his wives and ſub- 
jects carried to Babylon as priſoners and ſpeQacles of 
deriſion, where he died, and had a decent burial: but 


none 
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none of his deſcendents ever mounted the Jewiſh throne, 


Ezek. xvii. 3,—10, 12, —2 1. Jer. xxxiv. 12,22. and 
XXV. 16,—18, 36, 37. and xxxvii. 6, 8, 10. and xxi. 
4.—10. Ezck. xix. 14. and xxi. 25, 26. and xii. 12, 
—14. Jer. xxiv. 8,10. and xxxii. 4, 5. and xxxvii. 
17. and xxxviii. 22, 23. and xxxlv. 3,—5. Ia. xxxix. 
7. Pelatiah, one of the twenty · five idolatrous princes, 
was ſtruck dead in an inſtant: other wicked nobles 
were ſlain by Nebuchadnezzar at Riblah in Syria, Ezek. 
xi. 8,.— 11. and xxxiv. 2, 10. For their perſecution 


of Jeremiah, the prieſts who inhabited Anathoth, and 


their families, were moſtly 3 by ſword and fa- 
mine, Jer. xi. 18,23. and xii. 5, 6. and xv. 15. and 
xvn. 15,—18. and xviii. 18, 23. For ſmiting him, 
and putting him in the ſtocks, Paſhur was remarkably 
miſerable. After beholding the deſolation, bloodſhed, 

and capyivity of his nation, he and his family were re- 
duced to the moſt abject ſlavery, Jer. xx. 3,—6 — 
For his preſumptuous prediction of the deliverance of 
the nations, and reſtoration of the ſacred furniture of 
the temple, within two years, Hananiah died in the 
7th month after, Jer, xxviii. 1,—4, 11,—16. For 
their adulteries, falſe predictions, and reproaching of 
Jeremiah, Ahab and Zedekiah, other two falſe pro- 
phets, were roaſted to death by Nebuchadnezzar's or- 
der, and their unhappy end became a curſe and pro- 
verb. And for attempting to raiſe perſecution againſt 
Jeremiah, Shemaiah and his whole family were miſe- 
rably deſtroyed, . Jer. xxix. 20,—-32., But, not only 
was Jeremiah protected and encouraged by God, a- 
gainſt all the perſecution of the wicked kings, princes, 


prophets, and prieſts, Jer. i. 18, 19. and xii. 5. and 


and xv. 20, 21. and xx. 11, 12. but he. and Baruch, 
who wrote his threatening Roll, and Ebedmelech the 
Ethiopian, who drew him out of the dungeon, were, 


by the direction of providence, very kindly uſed by 


the Chaldeans, Jer. xv. 11. and xv. 4, 5. and xxxix. 
15.—18.

- While the nations all around were aſtoniſhed at the 
dreadful cataſtrophe of the Jewiſh temple, capital, and 
kingdom, Lev. xxvi. 32. Deut. xxviii. 37. and xxix. 
22,—28. and xxxii. 30, 31. 1 Kings ix. 7, 8. 2 Chron. 
vii. 20, 21. Jer. xxii. 8, 9. and xxiv. 9. and xxv. 9, 
11, 18. and xxvi. 6. and xxix. 18. Ezek. v. 15. and 
xxili. 33; and while the Syrians, Ammonites, and 
Philiſtines rudely rejoiced over, and inſulted the Jews 
in their miſeries, Jer. xv. 5, 6. Ezek. vii. 11. and xxiv. 
16. Jer. xvi. 4. and xxv. 33. Ezek. xvi. 57,—59. and 
xxli. 4, 5. they themſelves durſt ſcarcely avow their 
weeping over, or complaining of them, leſt it ſhould 
have provoked the Chaldeans to further ſeverities, E- 
zekiel xxiv. 21, 23. For their taking pleaſure in their 
enjoyment of the fields and houſes of their murdered 
or captive brethren, and for their continued carnal ſe- 
curity, murder, and obſtinacy in idolatry, that hand- 
ful of the poorer fort, which the Chaldeans had left 
with Gedaliah their deputy, and of ſuch fugitives as 
had joined them, — God permitted Baalis king of the 
Ammonites to employ Ithmael, a Jewiſh prince, to 
murder Gedaliah, and a number of his aſſociates.— 
This provoked the Chaldeans to further rage and eru- 
elty againſt ſuch Jews as remained in their power,— 
They were cunfirmed in their ſuſpicions and rage by 
the reſt of that remnant burrying away into Egypt, 


and leaving the country a deſolate wilderneſs, Ezek. 


xxxiil. 24,29, and v. 2, 4. Theie fugitives had not 
been long in Egypt, when, for their diſſimulation in 
aſking God's counſel, when their purpoſe was fixed, 
—their rebellion agair.ſt his expreſs direQion in going 
to Egypt, and for their reproaching Jeremiah for his 
faithful declaration of God's mind to them, and for 
their obſtinate continuance in their idolatrous worſhip 
of Baal, the ſun, moon, and ſtars, —they were almoſt 
utterly cut off by Nebuchadnezzar, when he invaded 
that country, Deut. xxviii. 68. Iſa. xxx. 1,—6. and 
XXX1, 1,3. Hoſ. viii. 1. and ix. 3. Jer. xlii. 16,22, 
and xliii, xliv. 8 

Notwith- 
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Notwithſtanding all theſe deſtructive calamities, a 
remnant of the Jewiſh nation, eſpecially of the. godly, 
was preſerved. in Chaldea, and places around, Jerem. 
iv. 27. and v. 10, 18. and xxx, II. and xvi. 28. and 
xliv. 28. Amos ix. 9. Zzck. vi. 8, 9. and xiv. 22. aud 
vü. 16. and ix. 4,0, 9,—11, and X11. 16. and viii. 
18. Ila. Xx. 20, —23. and xvii. 6. and xxiv. 13, 16. 
Zeph. iii. 12, 13. By their candid confeſſions, or by 
their ready compliance with the Chaldean idolatries, 
thoſe, who had been carried captive with Zedekiah, 
fufficiently juſtified the ſeverity of God's procedure a- 
gainſt their nation, EZck. vi. 9. and vii. 16. and xii. 
16. and Xiy. 22, — 25. Deut. iv. 28. and xxviii. 36, 64. 
Fer. xvi, 13. and many of them were ſingularly miſe- 
rable in their captive condition, Jer. xxiv. 9. Levit. 
xxvi. 367 39. Deut. Xxvii. 48, 65,67» But many 
of thole, who had been carried captive before, or along 
with Jehoiachip, were rematkably fayoured by God. 
Ezekicl had his ſpecial protection and aſſiſtance in his 
prophetical. work. Perhaps to puniſh his reluctant en- 
try ou his office, he was, lor, eighteen months, reſtrain- 
ed from being a public preacher: but, aſter the death 
of bis wife, and the deſtruction of Jeruſalem, his 
mouth was opened in the gracious meſlages of God. 
Dunich Ska. Meſhach, and Abednego were ad- 
vanced to be rulers and courtiers at Babylon. After 
an impriſonment of thirty: ſeven years, Jehoiachin was 
releated and honoured by Evi)-Merodach, the ſucceſ- 
for of Nebuchadnezzar. After the deſtruction of E- 

ypt, in which their nation had ſo much, truſted, the 

Jewiſh captives began to flouriſh, in Chaldea. They 
not only deteſted their wonted idolatries, but many of 
them were converted to God, and walked in his ways, 
Jer. xxiv. 5, 7. Ezek. xXix. 21. and xxiv. 15, 26, 2. 
and xxi. 26. and xi. 15,—20. Jer. XXIX. 11,—14. 
Ifa, xliii. 2-—j—Jer. xxxix, —Xliu, li, 2 Kings xxiv, 
xxv. 2 Chron, xxxvi. 

When the faith of his people had been {uſhciently 
tried, by a captivity of ſeventy years, and many had 

been 
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been weaned from, and bitterly lamented, their idola- 
try and other wickedneſs, God, by the proclamation 
of Cyrus, king of Perſia, animated, conducted, and 
enabled them, under the direction of Joſhua the high 
prieſt, Zerubbabel, and others, to return to Canaan, 
rebuild his temple, replace its furniture, reſtore his 
worſhip, rebuild their cities, and cultivate their poſſeſ- 
ſions there. They were joined by ſome of the ten 
tribes, and by a few from Egypt. To glorify himſelf, 
and to mark with honour his peculiar people, God 
vouchſaſed them his favourable preſence at their ſolemn 
feaſts, and other ordinances; forgave their iniquities; 
reformed them from their idolatry, and other wicked- 
neſs; put his Spirit within them; renewed their hearts, 
and ſanctified their practice, and renewed his covenant 
with them, while he bleſſed them with outward peace, 
plenty, and a prodigious increaſe of number, partly of 
proſelytes, as far as could tend to their good, Hab. 
ii. 3. Mic. iv. 10. and vii. 8. Jer. xxv. 11, 12. and 
xxvii. 7. and xxix. 10. Dan. ix. 2. Iſa. xlviii. 9,.—11. 
and xlit, 8. and xlvi. 12, 13. and lvii. 17,20. Gen.

SAIAH lxv. 22. Many, as the days of a tree, are 
the days of my people, returned from Babylon, and 
they ſhall long enjoy the work of their hands. Dan. 
IX. 24, 25. Seventy. weeks, from Artaxerxes edict to 
reſtore and rebuild Feruſalem, are determined upon thy 
people and holy city, to ſeal up the viſion and prophe- 
cy. Seven weeks, and threeſcore and two weeks, or 
483 years, the ſtreet of Jeruſalem ſhall be built again, 
and the wall even in troublous times. Mic. v. 3, He 
will give them up to trouble, till ſhe, who travaileth, 
bath brought forth. Ezck. xxi. 27. I will overturn, 
overturn, 
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FOR bx hundred years after their return from Babylon, 
the . Jews continued in Canaan, marvellouſly increaſing in 
number, and ſpreading into almoſt every country adjacent. 
Notwithſtanding their permanent and general deteſtation of 
idolatry, which they juſtly reckoned a principal cauſe of their 
former miſeries by. the Chaldeans and others, they were much 
given to marriages with heathens, raſh divorces of Jewiſh 
women, contempt and profanation of God's worſhip and Sab- 
batb, or to ſelfiſhneſs in it; and their prieſts to partiality 


and ſcandalous behaviour, for which, after Malachi, for four. 


hundred years they had no prophet to rebuke them, or to 
direct or interceed for them. Their troubles were many, 
and their changes of civil government not a few. While Ze- 
zubbabel and Joſhua the high prieſt carried on the re- build- 
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overturn, overturn the government of Fudah, till Me- 
ah, whoſe right it is, hall come. Zech. i. 18. Be- 
hold four horns, which have ſcattered Judah, Iſrael, 
and Jeruſalem, —ſo that no man did lift up his head, 


| —the Lord ſhewed me four carpentere—come to tray 
and caſt out the horns of the Gentiles, who lift up their 


horn over the land of Judah to ſcatter it. —Deut. xxviii. 
68. The Lord ſhall bring thee into Egypt by ſhips ;

liſtines, took every opportunity to diſtreſs them: but God, 
by . Zerubbabel, Ezra, Nehemiah, Maccabees, and others, 
checked and chaſtiſed them. About A. M. 3480, the furious 
Cambyſes, king of Perſia, threatened their ruin; but a ſudden 


death prevented him. About A. M. 3490, 3526, or 3546, 
they, by Efther and Mordecai, narrowly eſcaped an utter de- 


ſtruction prepared for them by Haman. About A. M. 3053, 


Artaxerxes Ochus, king of Perſia, furiouſly. ravaged part of 


their country, took Jericho by ſtorm, and carried off a great 
many. priſoners, part of whom he ſent into Egypt for ſlaves, 
and the reſt to Hyrcania, ſouthward of the Calpian ſea. 


II. The Jews were remarkably protected, when the Perſi- 
ſian troops ſo often marched through their country in their 
many and long wars with the Egyptians, and the Greeks of 

Egypt and Syria, who often traverſed it, in their long and 
terrible wars with one another. They were often highly fa- 
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ver. Ia. xlix. 2 23, Kings ſhall be thy nurfing fathers, 
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army, and becauſe of him that. paſſeth by, and him 
that returneth, the Perſian and Greek armies marching 
through Canaan to and from Egypt.

leucus Nicator, the Syro-Grecian, having built thirty-five 
new cities in Aſia, ſixteen of which he called Antioch after his 


X father, nine Seleucia after himſelf, ſix Laodicea after his mo- 


"ther, three Apamea, and one Stratonice, after his wives. — 
placed in them as many Jews as he could, with the ſame pri- 


vileges and honours as they had at Alexandria, they being 


reckoned the moſt faithful to their friendly ſovereigns.

NM. 320, Ptolemy Philadelphus of Egypt, at his own ex- 


pence, freed all the Jews who were ſlaves i in his kingdom :

A. M. 3787, offered a great number of thank-offerings at the 


temple of God; but provoked by the prieits refuſing him en- 
trance into the Holy of Holies, and by the terrification he pat 


in forcing his way to it, he reſolved to extirpate their nation, 
ind iſſued forth murderous edicts againſt them in all his domi- 
nions: he aſſembled forty or ſixty thouſand of ſuch as refuſ- 
ed to embrace his heathen religion, to be publicly devoured 
dy his elephants. But the animals obſtinately retuſing to 


hurt them, and turning upon and deſtroying the heathen 


ſpectators, Ptolemy releaſed the Jews, and reſtored to them 
their privileges. 
ſubmitted to Antiochus the Great of Syria, who had invaded 


ot long after, the Jews of Canaan readily 


their country, To reward their voluntary revolt from Pto- 


lemy, he repaired their temple at his own expence, and al- 
ſigned 20,000 pieces of filyer, x00 meaſures of wheat, and 
375 of ſalt, for its ſervice, and confirmed to them all their 


honours and privileges granted by, Alexander. He appointed 
all his ſubjects to giye their Jewiſh ſlaves their freedom. Je- 
ruſalem being much depopulated, he exempted from tribute, 
for three years, all ſuch as would ſettle in it, But Scopas, 
the valiant Egyptian general, quickly reducing Judea, placed 
a garriſon in Jeruſalem. Under Ptolemy Philometor, Onias 
IV. a renegade high prieſt, who, about A. M. 38 50, built the 
ſchiſmatical temple at Heliopolis, in which he and his deſcen- 


dents officiated as high prieſts, inſtead of that at Jeruſalem, 


and Doſitheus, another Jew, had almoſt the whole manage- 
ment of the Egyptian kingdom in their hands, 
III. The 
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#iochus the Great ſhall ſtand in the glorious land, Judea, 
which by his hand ſhall be perfected or conſumed.

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III. The Jewiſh nation, abuſing: the ſingular favours af 
God to them, Had returned to moſt of their antient abomi- 
nations : theit rulers, in both church and ſtate, were gene- 
rally ignorant, unfaithful, lazy, covetous, and luxurious. Ia. 
XIIi. 19, 20. arid loi. 10, — 12. they, as well as their people, 
were abandoned to carnal fecurity, unprofitableneſs, and hy- 
pocriſy in religion, murder, falſhood, injuſtice, malicious 
Plots; whoredom, and the like. Iſa. xlii. 25. and vi. 9, 10. 

and xlviii. 1, 2. and viii. 1,—4. and lix. 1, — 15. and lvii. 3, 
—Y3. and lxv, 1, — g. and Ixvi. 3, 4, 5. Theſe brought 
fearful calamities upon them. Abut A. M. 3828, Heliodo- 
rus, by order of his mafter Seleucus Philopator king of Syria, 
In his tax- gathering work, attempted to plunder their tem- 
ple, but an angel affrighted him out of his wits. Not long 

after, Antiochus Epiphanes obtained the Syro- Grecian throne, 
and made the ſewiſh nation feel the dreadful effects of his 
. madneſs and fury. Becauſe Onias III. their high prieſt, 
faithfully refuſed to comply with ſome of his heatheniſh abo- 
OM ; minations, 
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Pſalm Ixxiv. 1, —8.) Dan. xi. 30-35. The ſhips of 
Chittim ſhall come-againſt him; theretore ſhall he be 
grieved, and return, and have indignation againſt the 
holy covenant, and have intelligence with Fewi/b apo- 
ſtates, that forſake the holy covenant; and arms ſhall 
ſtand on his part, and they ſhall pollute the ſanctuary 
of ſtrength, and take away the daily facrifice; arid 
they ſhall place the abomination that maketh deſolate; 
and ſuch as do wickedly ſhall he corrupt by flatteries 4 
but the people that know their God, ſhall be ſtrong 
and do exploits; and they that underſtand among the 
people ſhall inſtru many; yet they ſhall fall by the 


| ſword, and by the famine, and by captivity,. many 


days.—When they ſhall fall, they ſhall be bolpen with 
a little help; and many fhall cleave to them by flatte- 
ries ; and ſome of underſtanding ſhall falt to try them, 
and to purge them, and to make them white unto the 
time of the end. Zech. xiv. 1,—3, The day of the 
Lord cometh, and thy ſpoil, O Feru/alem, ſhall he di- 
vided in the midft of thee :—the city ſhall be taken,

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minations, he turned him out, and ſold the office to Jaſon 


his brother for 350 talents of filver ; and for 150 more, he 
allowed him to build a Gymnaſion for training up the youth in 
the heathen religion. Quickly diſguſted with him, he took 
it from him, and ſold it to Menelaus a third brother, for 650 
talents. About A. M. 3834, upon a flying report, that An- 
tiochus had been killed in his third expedition to Egypt, the 
Jews made public demonſtrations of their joy, and Jaſon by 
force attempted to recover the high prieſthood. Provoked 
herewith, and deteſting the peculiar form of the Jewiſh reli- 
gion, Antiochus, in his return home, forced his way into 
Jeruſalem, murdered 40,000 Jews, and fold as many more 
for ſlaves to the nations around; carried off a great part of 
the ſacred furniture of the temple, and about 1,800 talents 
of filver, which he found in its. treaſury ; and appointed Phi- 
lip the Phrygian and Andronicus, two of his moſt ſavage 
heathen friends, to be governors of Judea and Samaria, the 
inhabitants of which laſt, to render themfelves W 
: 9 
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city ſnall go forth into. captivity; and the reſidue ſhall 
not be cut, off from che city: — then ſhall the Lord fight 
againſt theſe nations, (comp, chap. i. 20, 21.) Zech. 
ix. 13.—16. I the. Lord have bent Judah for me. I 
have filled the bow with Ephraim at my ar ros, - and 
raiſed up thy ſons, O Zion, againſt thy ſons, O Greece, 
and wade thee as the ſword of a mighty man: the 
Lord ſhall be ſeen over you, and bis arrows ſhall go 
forth as lightning; and he ſhall blow the trumpet, and 
wall go with whirlwinds of the ſouth ; he ſhall defend 
them; they ſhall devour and ſubdue with fling ſtones:

and a torch of fire in a-ſheaf, and they ſhall devour the

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of - Judaiſm, had begged liberty to dedicate their temple at 
Samaria to Jupiter. The faithful adherents to the Jewiſh 
religion were-everyiwhere eruelly perſecuted, and their copies 
of their Bible ſought out, in order to be deſtroyed. Enraged 
that the Roman ambaſſadors had prob ibited him to carry on 
his fourth expedition againſt the Egyptians, he, in his return, 
A. M. 3836, commanded his troops to plunder the cities of 
Jadea, murder the men, and ſeil the women and children 
far flaves. Upon Sabbath, when the Jews ſuperſtitiouſſy 
declined to fight, Apollonius his general crattily entered Je- 
rufalem, put multitudes to the ſword, and carried off 10,000 
priſoners. Antiochus built a ſtrong fort hard by the temple, 
from which his heathen ſoldiers might fall upon, and murder 
ſuch as preſumed to attend the public ſervice of God; The 
temple itſelf was afterward dedicated to Jupiter Olympins, a 
Grecian idol, and his ſtatue erected on the altar of burnt of- 
fering. For about three years and two months, the daily ſa- 
crifice of the evening and morning was altogether ſtopt, and

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the temple of JEHovan rendered a ſhambles of murder, and 
ſty of wharedom, and all manner of baſeneis. Such Jews as 
refuſed to eat ſwine's fleſh, and comply with heathen idola- 
tries, were expoſed to all the horrors of perſecution, torture, 
and death. While Eleazar, and the widow, and her ſeven 
ſons, bravely ſuffered martyrdom for their religion, and o- 
thers boldly and earneſtly taught their brethren the ſinfulneſs 
and danger of idolatrous compliances, or other apoſtacy, Mat- 
tathias a prieſt, and his ſons, chiefly Judas, Jonathan, and 
Simeon, with- an handful of faithful followers, fought like 
heroes for their religion and Uberties, and deſtroyed the hea- 
then idols and altars, and reſtored the worſhip and oracles of 
God through their country. Judas Maccabeus, who ſuc- 
ceeded his father, with a few thouſands, repeatedly routed 
the Syro- Grecian hoſts, though ſometimes twenty to one, 
leaving twenty or thirty thouſand of them dead on the field. 
About 3840, he recpveredihe- temple; repaired and purified 
it, and reſtored the „ God therein. "=

who dared to injure his countrymen in their diſtreſs. After 
he was ſlain, in A. M., 3843, his brothers Jonathan and Si- 
mon ſucceftively officiated as high prieſt, governor, and ge- 
neral, and with great prudence and bravery promoted the 
welfare of their church and nation, till they were treache- 
rouſly murdered. John Hircanus, in A. M. 3869, fucceed- 
ed his father Simqn. He firſt obliged the Syro-Grecians to 
make peace. with him; and ſoon after, ſhook off all ſubjec- 
tion to them, and ſet up for an independent ſovereign. He 
completely conqueret- the Edomites, and forced ſuch as re- 
mained in thejr;ganntry to embrace the Jewith religion. He 
reduced the Fs and demoliſhed Shechem and Sa- 
maria, their capitals, along with their temple of Gerizzim.

I have called, and 
ye refuſed : I have ſtretched out my hand, and no 
man regarded: ye have ſet at nought all my counſel, 
and would none of my reproof, Iſa. vi. 9, 10. Go tell 
this people, Hear ye indeed, but underſtand not; and 
ſee. ye indeed, but Perceive not. Make the heart of 
this people fat, and their ears heavy; and ſhut their 
eyes, leſt they ſe ſe>with their eyes, hrar with their ears, 
and 
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the firſt members of the Chriſtian church. But the bulk of 
the nation obſtinately rejected every call of the Redeemer, 
deſpiſed and reſiſted the operations of his Holy Spirit, blaſ- 
phemed his character, and perſecuted his apoſtles and follows 
ers, and Jaboured, to their utmoſt, to hinder the preaching 
of the goſpel to the Gentiles, who were now gathering to 
Shiloh. God thereiore abandoned them to their own ſinful 

inclinations 
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and underſtand with their heart, and convert, and be 
healed, 2 chap. xxviii. 13. and xxix. 10,1 5.) 
Palm Ixix.*22, 23. Let their table, ceremonies and goſ- 
2l ordinances, de eone a ſnare defore them, and that 
which ſhonld have been for their welfare a trap: let 
their eyes be darkened, that they ſee not, (compare 
Rom. xi. 7,—10.) IIa ij. 1 9,20. Who is blind but 
my ſervant, Fewiſh prieſts, and rulers, and teachers ? 
Who is blind, as he that is perfect, Phariſees *—Sec- 
ing many mirdcalons things, but thou obſervelt not, 
opening the ears, but he heareth not. Ifa. Ivi. 9, —12. 
All ye beaſts of the field come to devour ; yea, all ye 
beaſts of the foreſt. His watchmen are blind: they 
are all ignorant; they are all dumb dogs; they can- 
not bark, reprove fin ; yea, they are all greedy dogs 
which can never have enough, and they are ſhepherds 
that cannot underſtand ; they all look to their own 
way, every one for his gain from his quarter. Come, 
lay they, I will fetch wine, and we will fill ourſelves 
with ſtrong drink, Ila. lvii. 3, 4. Ye ſons of the ſor- 
cereſs, the ſeed of the adulterer and whore, Againſt 
whoth do ye ſport yourſelves? Againſt whom make ye 
a wide month, and draw out the tongue? Are ye not 
chileren of tranſgreſſion, a feed of falſhood ? Ilaiah 
xIviii./ 1, 2. They all ſwear by the nanie of the Lord, 
and make mention of the God of Iſrael, but not in 
truth, nor in 'tighteouſneſs ; for they call themſelves 
of the holy eity, and ſtay themſelves upon the God of 
Iſrael, (comp. chap. Iviit. 1,—4. and xxix. 13.) Ifa. 
liz. 2—1 5. Your iniquities have ſeparated between 
you and your God :—tor your hands are "2 |

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inclinations. They plunged themſelves, deeper than ever, 
into all the forementioned abominatious of their fathers, the 
groſs worſhip of idols excepted. Of not one other crime, 
mentioned by prophets, or apoſtles, they were innocent.

VII. For theſe i iniquities, and eſpecially for their murder- 
ing of his Son, : reſiſting of his Spirit, contempt of his goſpel, 


and perſecution of his miniſters and people, the wrath of God 
brake 
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hand, ye ſhall lie down. in ſorrow, (compare John iii. 
19, 20. Rom. ix. 31, 32. and x. 3.) John viii. 21, 24. 
I Jeſus go my. way, in my death and aſcenſion to heaven, 
and ye ſhall ſeck me, and ſhall not find me, and ſhall 
die in your fins. Where I go, ye cannot come. If 
ye believe not that T am Metab, ye ſhall die in your 
ſins. Luke xix. 14. Meftah's own citizens hated him, 
and fent a meſſage after him, rejedting his goſpel, ſay- 
ing, We will not have this man to reign over us.— 
Matth. xxil. 5, 6. They made light of the marriage, 
and went their ways, one to his farm, another to his 
merchandiſe, and the remnant took his ſervants, and 
entreated them ſpitefully, and flew them, (compare 
Luke xiv. 18,— 20.) Ila. IV. 1,7. I have ſpread 
out my hands all the” day unto 4 rebellious people, 
which walketh in a way not good, aſter their own 
thoughts, —that provoketh me to anger continually to 
my face, — which ſay, Stand by; come not near me; 
for I am holier than thou: theſe are a ſmoke in my 
noſe, a fire that burneth all the day.—I will not keep 
ſilence, but recompenſe into their boſom your iniquity, 
and the iniquities of your fathers, Ifa. Ixvi. 3,—6. 
He that killeth an ox is as if he ſiew a man, Oc. the 
ceremonial worſhip being ng longer lawſul, and their ad- 
berence to it being in deſpite of Chriſt's death and inſtitu- 
tion, (compare Ila, i, 11,-15.) They have choſen 
their own ways, and their ſoul delighted in tbeir abo- 
minations, (compare Ila. xv. 3, 4.) I alſo will chooſe 


their delufions, and will bring their fears upon them, 


becauſe, when 1 called, none did anſwer=or hear; 
but they did evil before mine eyes, —hared their Chrij- 
Ns tian 
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brake forth on them within leſs than forty years after Chriſt's 
death. Many alarming tokens, which Jeſus and his prophets 
had marked out, preceded the more dreadful execution of it. 
Simon Magus, Doſitheus a Samaritan, Theudas the Egypti- 
an, who led 400 aſſaſſins into the wilderneſs, and other 
falſe prophets and pretended Meſſiahs, had made their ap- 
pearance. Under the government of Felix, about A. D. Go, 
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tian hrethren, and caſt them out for my name's ſake, 
 —they ſhall be aſhamed; John-xvi..2, 3. They ſhall 


put you, ap/iles,. out of the ſynagogues ;——whoſoever 
killeth you, will think that he doth God ſervice, — be- 
cauſe they have not known the F ather nor me. Prov. 

i. 20,32. Becauſe I have publicly and earneſtly called, 
offering my Spirit, and the knowledge of my word : f 
have ſtretched out my hand, and no man regarded, — 
I will laugh at your calamity, and mock. when your fear 
cometh as deſolation, and your deſtruction as a whirl- 
wind; when diſtreſs and anguiſh cometh upon you. 
Then {ball they call on me, and I will not anſwer : 
they ſhpll ſeek me early, but ſhall not fd me: they 
ſhall eat of their own way, and: be filled with their 
own devices; the turning away of the ſimple ſhall ſlay 
them, and the proſperity of fools ſhall deſtroy them. 
Heb. ii. 3, 4. How ſhall we eſcape, if we negle& fo 
great a ſalvation; which at firſt began to be ſpoken by 
the Lord, and was confirmed unto us by. them that 
heard bim, God alſo bearing them vitneſs with ſigns, 
;wonders,—miracles, and gifts of the Holy, Gboſt? 
Heb. vi, 8. That which, Being watered with goſpel or- 
dinancet and influences, beareth briers and thorns is nigh 

unto curſing, whoſe end is to be burned. Heb. x. 26, 
31. If we fn wilfully after we, have received the 
:knowledge of the,troth, there remaineth no more ſa- 
crifice; for ſin, (compare Iſa. Ixvi. 3.) but a fearful 
Jooking for of judgment and fiery indignation, which 
ſhall devour the adverſaries. If he that deſpiſed Mo- 
ſes* Jaw died without mercy, —of how much ſorer pu- 
niſhment 
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pretenders to Meſfahſhip were ſo numerous, that ſometimes 
one was apprehended every day. Wars and rumours of wars 
not only raged between the different claimants of the Roman 
empire, but in Canaan and its neighboufrhood. In A. D. 40, 
Caligula had wreaked bis fury on the Jews, for refuſing to 
worſhip his image, if Herod Agrippa had not flattered, or 
death prevented, him. About A. D. 67, tw enty thouſand 
Jews were killed by the Syrians at Ceſarea, in their mutual 
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niſhment” ſhall he Be thebght worthy, Who hath trod- 
den under foot the Son of God, Wanted the blood of 
the covenant att unholy' thing, and done deſpite un to 
the Spirit of grace Alt is à fearſuf thing to fall into 


the hand of 'the living God? I ITheſſc ih 1 5, 16. They 


killed the Lord Jefus, (compare Matth. xvii. 25.) and 
their own Prophets," and have perſecuted us ape 
th 7 pleaſe not God, and are contrary to alf men, — 
forbidding us to ſpeak unto the Gentiles, that they 
might be ſaved, to fill up their ſin alway : therefore 
wrath is come upon them t6 the Uttermölt. Matth. 
xxiii, 34,39. Beheld I ſend you prophets, and wiſe 
men, and ſcribes; and ſome of them ſtraſf ye Ku and 
crudify : and ſomèe of them ye ffiall ſecurge in your 
ſynagogues, and perſecute them ffom̃ city'to city, that 
upon yow' may come all the righteous blood-ſhed upon 
the earth, from Abel to Zacharias.—All theſe things 
ſhall come upon this generation. O Jerufalem, that 
killeſt the prophets, and ſtoneſt them who are ſent un- 
to thee, how offeti would I have gathered thy children, 
and ye would not! Beliold your houſe, land, city, and 
tenple, is left unto you deſolate ! (Lüke xi. 49.—51. 
and xitt. 33,.—35.) Pſal. Ixix. 24, 26, 27. Pour out 
thine ck nation upon them; and! let thy wrathful 
anger take faſt hold of them. They perſecute tbe 
Meffiah whom thou haſt ſmitten, and talk to the grief 
of thy 'wounded, perſecuted Chriſtians. ' Add iniquity 
to their iniquity, and puniſhment to their puniſhment, 
and let them'not come into thy righteouſneſs, /bare of 

| mercy 
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broils, and the reſt expelled the city. To revenge this, the 
Jews murdered multitudes of heathens in Svria and Canaan, 
—and were, in no ſmaller numbers, murdered'in their turn. 
In Damaſcus, ten thouſand unarmed Jews were murdered in 
cold blood. At Beth ſhan, the heathens obliged their Jewiſh 
neighbours to affiſt them againſt other Jews, and then mur- 
dered 13,000 of thoſe affiitants. At Alexandria in Egypt, 
the Jews murdered multitudes of heathens, and were mur— 
dered themſelves, to the number of 50,000. The Jews be- 
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mercy, threugh- Feſur' asd. (compare Matth. xxi. 47. 


44. and xxii. 5,57) Luke xix, 295. Theſe mine e 
nemies, that would not that I ſhould reign over them, 
bring them hither, and ſlay them before me. Matth. 
iii. 10, 13. Now is the ax laid to the root of the tree. 
Every tree which bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn 
down, and caſt into the fire.—Mefrah's fan is in his 
hand, and he will througbly purge his floor, and ga- 


ther his wheat, ele, into his garner; but he will burn 


up the chaff with unquenchable fire. 1 Pet. iv. 17, 18. 
The time is come, that judgment muſt begin at the 


houſe. of God, his peculiar people, temple, and land, 


what- ſhall be the end of them that obey not the goſpel 
of God ?.

2ry, and have given Jacob to the curſe, and Iſrael to 
reproaches. Luke xxi. 32. This generation ſhall not 
paſs away, till all theſe things, relative io the ruin of 
ihe- Fewiſh nation, be fulfilled, Mark ix. 1. Some

Both Jews and 
Galileans warred with the Samaritans for murdering ſome 
Galileans on their way to a ſolemn feſtival at Jerufalem,— 
About A. D. 64, dreadful earthquakes happened in Crete, 
Miletus, Chios, and Samos, iſlands of the Mediterranean ſea, 
and in Judea, Italy, and Leſſer Afia, in which multitudes 
perithed. . Laodicea, Hierapolis, and Coloſſe, cities of Phry- 
gia, were ſwallowed up. Peſtilences and famines attended. 
The goſpel was preached through a great part of the Roman 

| empire,

empire, and multitudes of Gentiles, and not a few Jews, 
thereby converted to Chriſt. The preachers and profeſſors 
of the Chriſtian religion were cruelly perſecuted by the out- 
ragious Jews, and the bloody edicts of Nero, and all the Apo- 
ſtles, except John, probably murdered in martyrdom — 
At Jeruſalem, a ſtar ſhaped like a ſword hung over the city 
for a whole year. At the feaſt of tabernacles, about three 
o'clock of the morning, a light as bright as of noontide ſhone 


for the ſpace of half an hour on the-temple, and places a» 


round. About the ſame time, a cow, when led to the altar 
of burn: offering, brought forth a lamb. The eaſtern gate of 
the temple, which was all of folid braſs, and which twenty 
men could ſcarcely open or ſhut, opened af its own accord, 

thougl, 
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ing them for fear, and for looking after thoſe things 
which are coming upon the earth ; for the powers of 
heaven ſhall be ſhaken, and then ſhall they ſee the Son 
of man coming in a cloud of dreadful calamities with 
power and great glory: When theſe things begin to 
come to pals, lift up your heads, ye Chriſtians ; for the 
day of your redemption draweth nigh. Ifa. xxiv. 13, 
—16, When this ſhall be in the midſt of the land, Ju- 
dea, there ſhall be gleaning grapes, Jewiſh ſaints : 
they {hall fing for the majeſty of the Lord from the 
outermoſt part of the earth, /and, have we heard ſongs, 
even glory to the righteous : but Fudah faid, My 
leanneſs, my leanneſs. Wo unto me; the treache- 
Tous dealers have dealt very treacherouſly. Pſalm l. 
3.—5. Our God, Redeemer, ſhall come: and all 
not keep ſilence: and fire ſhall devour beſore him, 
and it ſhall ve very tempeſtuous round about him.— 
He ſhall call to the heavens, —and to the earth, Ga- 
ther my ſaints unto me, thoſe that have made a cove- 
nant with me by ſacrifice.— ech. xi. 1. Open thy 
doors, O Lebanon, temple. Iſa. Ixvi. 6. A voice of 
noiſe from the city, a voice from the temple, a voice 
of the Lord—that rendereth recompenſe to his ene- 
mies. Luke xvii. 26,.— 30. As it was in the days of 
Noah, they ate, they drank, they married, and were 
given in marriage, until the flood deſtroyed them: — 
and as in the days of Lot, they did eat, they drank,

though faſtened with ſtrong bolts, and could hardly be after- 
ward ſhut. Before ſunſet, armies appeared in the air, as if 
fiahting and beſieging cities. On the night of Pentecoſt, the 
prieſts in the temple heard a noiſe, and voice, as of a multi- 
eude, crying, Let us go hence. For about ſeven years and an 
half, one Jeſus, a country fellow, ran up and down the 
Freets, eſpecially at their ſolemn feats, crying in a moſt dole- 
ful manner, A voice from the four winds : Mo te Feruſalem : 
Wo to the city: Wo to the people; Wo ts the temple. Nor 
eould the moſt cruel ſcourging or torture reſtrain him. At 
laſt, as he added, Wo to my/clf, he was Killed by a ſtone 2 
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they bought and ſold, they planted and they builded, 

until it rained fire and brimſtone out of heaven, and 
deſtroyed them all: Thus ſhall it be in the day, when 
the Son of man is revealed, in executing 255 N Bn

VIII. Plalm ü. 4, 5. * 12. He: that Geterks in ny 
ven, at the right hand of God, (hall laugh; the Lord 
ſhall have them in deriſion: then ſhall he ſpeak to 
them in wrath, and vex them in his fore diſpleaſure. 
He ſhall break them with a rod of iron, and dach them 
in pieces as a potter's veſſel. Pſalm Ixxii. 4. He ſhall 
break in pieces the oppreſſor.

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a ſling. Alarmed by theſe things, and by Ceſtius' laying 
ſiege to Jeruſalem, the Chriſtians left Judea, and retired to 
Pelia beyond Jor dan, where God protected them. But the 
bulk of the nation remained as ſecure in their abominable 
courſes as ever; and even imagined theſe omens of their de- 
ſtruction to forebode their remarkable deliverance and ad- 
vancement, by their expected pompous Mefhah. : 


VI. Terribly the long reſtraineg yengeance of Jeſus and 
his Father overwhelmed them at lach, ang rendered them no 
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and iv. 1.) thou ſhalt make them turn back, when 
thou ſhalt make ready thine arrows upon thy ſtrings, 
againſt their face. Deut. xxxii. 19,.—25, 35. The 
Lord abhorred them for the provoking of his fons and 
bis daughters: they are a very froward 8 1 
children in whom is no faith, (compare ver.

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paſſionate Roman generals: and while the Romans deſtroy- 
ed them in multitudes, their furious zealots warred upon, and 
murdered each other. The ſnifts they nſed for their preſer- 

| vation, 
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from the noiſe of the fear ſhall fall into the pit, and 
he that cometh up out of the pit ſhall be taken in the 
ſnare: for the windows, Hood. gates of God's wrath, 
from on high are open, and the foundations of the 
earth do ſhake: the earth is utterly broken down and

When ye ſhall ſee the 
abomination of defolation, the Roman army, ſtand in 
the holy place, entered into Canaan, and approaching 
Jeruſalem, let them, who are in Judea, flee to the 
mountains. Luke xxi. 20, — 22. When ye ſhall ſee 
Jeruſalem compaſled with armies, then know that the 
deſolation thereof is nigh, ©'c.—tfor theſe be the days 
of vengeance, that all things, which are written, may 
be fulfilled, Iſa. xxix. 1, —6. Wo to Ariel, Jeruſa- 
lem 
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vation, did but accelerate their ruin. In the fiege of Jotapa, 
40, ooo were lain, 12,000 taken priſoners, and not one e- 
ſcaped. 


IN. The condition of Jeruſalem was peculiarly miſerable. 
The Romans inveſted it at their paſſover, when there might 
be two or three millions gathered into it, to keep that feaſt. 
Thus their table became the Jews ſnare and trap. The three 
different factions, headed by John, Simon, and Eleazar, with- 
in, often barbarouſly fought with, and murdered one another, 
— and ſometimes united their forces, in making deſperate, 
but unſucceſsful, fallies upon the Roman betiegers, or even

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em and the temple : J will diſtreſs Ariel, and there ſhail

God ſent forth his armies, and deltroſed theſe murde- 
rers 
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ſportfully murdered the inhabitants, to try the ſharpneſs of 
their ſwords. At laſt, the other two treacherouſly maſſacred 
Eleazar's party, and ſeized the whole government of the ci- 
ty. Titus, who now commanded for Ris father Veſpaſian, 
who had been made emperor, one of the moſt compatſiionate 
generals that ever breathed, laboured to his utmoſt to per- 
ſuade them to an advantagious ſurrender ; but, mad upon 
their own ruin, they ſcorned and inſulted all his propolals. 
— While multitudes of unburied carcaſes corrupted the sir, 
and produced a peſtilence, the famine prevailed, till people fed 
upon one another; and not ouly fathers, but the moſt delicate 
ladies, broiled their {ucking infants, and ate them, grudging 
the leaſt morſel thereof to the reſt of their ſtarving family. 
Having taken the city, after a fiege of fix months, the Ra- 
mans, enraged by their obſtinacy, murdered almoſt every 
Jew they met with. Finding, that ſome Jews had fwallow- 
ed their gold to hide it from them, the Romans ript up, who 
knows how many, alive, in-queſt-of- their money. While 
the ſtreets ran with rivers of blood, the flames of the burning 
houſes aſcended to heaven. Titus was extremely anxious for 
the preſervation of the temple: but a pretended prophet, or 
falle Meſſiah, having perſuaded ſix thouſand of tis country- 
men to flee into it for retage, a: Roman ſoldier ſet it on fire 
with a brand which he caſt, and, amidſt the moſt dreadful 
outcries of the Jewiſh deholders, burnt it, and every ſoul 
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rers, and burnt up their city. Dan. ix. 26, 27. The 
people of Titus the Roman prince, that ſhall come, ſhall 
deſtroy the city and the fanctuary: and the end there- 
of ſhall be with a flood; and unto the end of the war 
deſolations are determined : and he ſhall confirm the 
covenant, make leagues with many princes around, for 
one week, and in the midſt of the week, after the war 
hath raged about four years, he thall cauſe the ſacrifice 
and the oblation to ceaſe ; and for the overſpreading, 
and by the wing, army, of abominations, ido/atrovs 
Romans, he ſhalt make it deſolzte, even until the con- 
fummation; and that determined fhall be poured upon 
the deſolate. Dan. xi. 31. Arms ſhall ſtand on his 
part, and they ſhall pollute the fanQuary of ſtrength, 
and take away the daily ſacrifice, and place the abo 
mination 
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therein, Nor could all the authority or intreaties of Titus, 
make his affeftionate troops, fo much as attempt to quench 
the flames. Not long after, the rival temple of Heliopolis 
in Egypt was firſt ſhut up, and then razed to the ground. 

The whole city of Jerufalem, except three towers, and a 
fmall part of the wall, was turned into heaps of rubbiſh, which 
the Romans digged up in queſt of gold and like precious fur- 
niture. Beholding the ruins, Titus wept, and bitterly cur- 
ſed the obſtinate wretches, who had forced him to deſtroy 
their gtorious capital, Not long after, the forts of Herodion 
and Macheron were taken; but the garriſon of Maſſada mur- 
dered themſelves, rather than ſurrender. Beſides 257,660 
in other places, we hear of 1,100,000 that periſhed at Jzru- 
falem by fword, famine, and peſtilenee. Titus crucified of 
them around the walls, till he had no more wood for croſſes. 
About 97, oo were taken priſoners. Many of thefe were 
tranſported by fea to Egypt, Deut. xxviii. 68. to labour as 
flaves. About 11,000 periſhed by hunger: and all under 
17 years, were fold at a very low rate. Part of them were 
carried to Syria, to be expoſed in the public ſhews, devoured 


by wild beaſts, or ſold for flaves. Every delcendent of Da- 


vid, that could be found, was murdered, and the family of 

king Herod was foon after extinct,

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beſides an infinity of others, that periſhed by fire, famine, 
and peſtilence. It is ſaid, that ſome rivers were ſo ſwelled 
with blood, that they marked the ſea for ſeveral miles from 
the thore. For ſome years, the emperor appointed public 
fairs in Syria and Canaan, for diſpoſing of Jewiſh ſlaves.— 
Great nuubers were tranſported to Egypt, Deut. xxviii. 68. 
many of whom periſhed by ſhipwreck, hunger, and maſſa- 
, Cres. Such Jews as adhered to their religion, he every where 
loaded with taxes. Having built his new city on mount Cal- 
vary, he erected a marble ſtatue of a ſwine over the gate, 
which led to Bethlehem, in contempt of them and their reli- 
gion. He prohibited every Jew, even thongh converted to 
Chriſtiani y, to enter Jeruſalem, or to come within fight of 
it, under pain of death. About 200 years after, Conftantine 
the Great enlarged this city, and, with no ſmall bloodſhed, 
repreſſed an attempt of the Jews to ſeize upon it. Multi- 
tudes of them had their ears cut off, and, being marked in 
their bodies for rebels, were diſperſed through the empire as 
vagabond ſlaves. About A. D. 362, the Jews, encouraged 
dy the emperor Julian, who thought to falſify onr Saviour's 
predictions, began to rebuild their temple an city; but had 
ſcarce laid one ſtone upon another, when a terrible earth— 
quake, and flames of fire, iſſuing from the foundations, ſcat-— 
tered 
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people, fo with the prieſt, prince, c. 4/{-ranks being 
intolerably miſerable : Te land ſhall be utterly emptied 
and ſpoiled. The earth mourneth and fadeth away: 
the haughty people do languiſh : the curſe hath de- 
voured the land; and they that dwell therein are de- 
{folate : the inhabitants are burned, and _ men leſt :

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tered the materials, and killed the workmen. Julian himfeif 
was {oon after miſerably cut off, and the edict of Adrian re- 
pived againſt them. Nor, for about two hundred and fifty 
years, durit a Jew ſo much as creep over the rubbiſh of Jeru- 
falem to H dlew it with his tears, without bribing the Roan 
guards. Abeut A. D. 64, the Perſians took Jeruſalem, and 
{fold go, ooo of the Chriſſians found in it, as à facrifice to the 
malice and fury of the J-ws, Heraclins the emperor of Con- 
ſtantinople quickly retook it, and returned on the Jews own 
head all their malice and oor and prohibited them to 
come within three miles of it, under the ſevereſt penalies. 
In A. D. 637, the Saracens made tbemſelves maſters of it, 
and in place of the temple erected a Mabometan Moſque, and 
after, a kind of temple, into which neither Jew nor Chrittian 
dare enter. In A. D. 1079, the Seljukian Turks took i: 
from the Saracens, They had ſcarce held it twenty years, 
when the Popiſh Croilades took it from them, matſacred a- 
bout Jo, oo Mihometars, and burnt all the Jews they eould 
find, in one heap. . In A. D. 1187, Saladin, the Mahometan 
ſultan of Egypt, forced it from the Europeans. About A. D.

Eiſh empire, are they ſo much perſecuted, or enjoy leſs en- 
couragement for trade. Thus Jeruſalem, trodden under foot 
of Gentiles, and deſolated Canaan, long have been, and till 
continue, documents of the truth of the Chriſtian religion, 
and remarkable monuments of the vengeance of God upon 
the deſpiſers of it. 


KX. In many other reſpects, the Jews have been miſerable 
for theſe ſeventeen hundred years paſt. Immediately after 
the deftruftion of Jeruſalem, Veſpaſian commanded them to 
pay their annual half ſhekel of ſoul-ranſom money, for the 
ſupport of his idolatrous capitol at Rome, No baſe compli- 
ance with this edit, or with the deluſions and idolatries of 


the ſeveral countries into which they have been ſcattered, 


hath prevented their perpetual calamities, and outragious a- 
buſe. Between A. D. 190 and 200, Niger the uſurper, per- 
lecuted them, on account of their ſtaunch adherence to Se- 
verus the emperor; and Severus for a time harraſſed them, 
in the execution of Adrian's edicts againſt them. In the third 
century of our Chriſtian account, Sapor king of Perſia furi- 
oufly harraſſed and murdered them, much about the time 
that Manes, one of them, in compliance with the Perſian 
ſyſtem, founded the ſect of the Manichees, who believed two 
Gods, a good and a bad. Diocletian the Roman emperor 
intended cruel uſage againſt them, as well as againſt the Chri- 


ſtians; but their large preſents of money pacified him. In 
| | the 
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an iron yoke upon thy neck, till he have deſtroyed 
thee :—thy carcaſe ſhall be meat unto the fowls of the 
air and beaſts of the earth, when expoſed on theatres, 
killel in caves, and lying unburied, (comp.

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the fourth century, the Council of Elvira in Spain prohibited 
Chriſtians to eat with them. Conſtantine the Great, Roman 
emperor, prohibited their retaining any Chriſtian ſlaves, and 
obliged them to take their ſhare of military and other fervices. 
He is even ſaid to have forced multitudes to eat ſwines fleſh, 
under painof death. Highly provoked by their inſulting of the 
Chriſtians in Egypt, and forming an inſurrection in Paleſtine, 
Conſtans his ſon terribly chaſtiſed them, and condemned to 
death ſuch of them as had Chriſtians for their wives or ſervants. 
—'The emperor Theodoſius having forbidden his ſubjects to 
pull down their ſynagogues, they, about A. D. 400, became 
extremely inſolent, crucified an effigy of Haman, and ſome- 
times a Chriſtian, in deriſion of our Saviour; and in Egypt, 
rudely infulted the Chriſtians on the Lord's day, at, or as 
they went to, their public worſhip. Provoked by this, the 
Chriſtians in Macedonia, Dacia, Chalcis, Syria, and Egypt, 
furiouſly attacked them, and killed prodigious multitudes of 
them, eſpecially at Alexandria in Egypt. In Minorca, mul- 
titudes of them were obliged to become nominal Chriſtians, 
or to hide themſelves in dens and caves of the earth. About 
A. D. 432, Moſes of Crete pretended Meſſiahſhip, and that 
he would lead his brethren in that ifland through the Medi- 


terranean fea to Canaan, as his name-fake had led their fa- 
thers through the Red ſea. In hopes hereof, multitudes, 
rom an high precipice, threw themſelves into the deep, and 
were many of them drowned. Somewhat alarmed, but chiefly 
nduced by preſents, many Jews accepted of baptiſm at Cone 
antinople. | | 
In the iixth century, Cavades, and two Choſroes, kings 

f Perlia, terribly harraſſed them. The lait was at length 
econciled to them, from mere hatred at the Chriſtians, A- 
out A. D. 5 30, Juſtinian the Roman emperor prohibited 
them to make teſtaments, or to appear in witneſs againſt 
Chriſtians ; and even the public exerciſe of their _—_— - 
Ole 
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gods of wood and ſtone, turning heat bens or Papiſtt. 
Deut. iv. 26,.—28, Ye ſhall utterly periſh from off the 
land of Canuan, —ſhall utterly be deſtroyed, (compare 
chap. viii. 19, 20. and xi. 17. and iii. 18. and xxix. 
1828. the Lord will ſcatter you among the nati- 
ons, and ye ſhall be left few in number, —and there ye 
mall ſerve gods, the work of men's hands, 1 and

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thoſe in Africa. Not long after, Julian of Canaan pretended 
ro be Meſfiah, and, with his foilowers, did infinite miſchief 
ro the Chriſtians in thoſe parts; but at laſt 20,000 of them 
were {lain, and as mauy fold for flaves. Juſt after, not a few 
others were executed for a revolt at Ceſarea. To punith their 
alliſtance of the Goths in the fiege of Naples, Beliſarius, Jul- 
tinian's general, and his troops, killed all of them they could 
find, men or women. — In the ſeventh century, many of 
them, in the Eait, thought Mahomet to be their Meffiah, 
and one of them aſſiſted him in forming his Alcoran. In A. 
D. 602, they were ſeverely puniſhed for their horrible maſſa- 
cre of the Chriſtians at Antioch : and not long after, for 
that at Jerufalem, when is was taken by the Perſians. Ma- 
ny edicts were iſſued forth againſt them in France, Chilpe- 
ric, Dagobert, and other kings, appointed, That ſuch of 
them, as ſhould not receive baptiſm, ſhould be baniſhed. 
"Che clerical councils of Toledo in Spain, prompted their kings 
to oblige them to be chriſtianized by the 5 of baptiſm. 
When about A. D. 700, Erica complained, That the Jews 
of Spain had confpired with thoſe of Africa againſt him, the 
clergy at Toledo enacted, That they ſhould be all enflaved, 
and their children taken trom them, and brought up in the 
Chriſtian religion. 

In the eighth and ninth centuries, their miſeries com inu- 
ed in the Eaſt. Zayd, Calif, Pope, and emperor, of the Sara- 


cens and ther Mahometansz, permitted his ſubjects to abuſe 


them.. About A. D. 700, Jaatar, the Imam, enacted, That 
ſuch as embraced Mahometiſm ſhould be their fathers ſole 
heirs. About 841, Calif Wathek cruelly perſecuted them, 
becauſe jome of them had embezzled his revenues; and he 
fined ſuch as refuſed to embrace his deluſions. Mota Wak- 
hel, his faccefor, deprived them of all honour and rruſt; 
and, as a mark of infamy, cauſed them to wear leathern gir- 
dies, and ride witzaut {tirrups on alles and mules. Such 
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ſtone. John v. 43. If another come in his own name 
for Meſſiab, him ye will receive. Deut. xxviii. 634,— 
67, 28, 29. The Lord fhall rejoice over you to deftroy 
you, and bring you to nought, and ye ſhell be pluck- 
ed off from the land :—and the Lord ſhall ſcatter thee 
among all people, from one end of the earth even un- 
to the other: and among theſe nations ſhalt thou find 
no eale, neither reſt; but the Lord thall give thee a 
trembling heart, and failing of eyes, and ſorrow of 

mind; 
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marks of diſtinctive contempt in part ſtill ſubſiſt in the Eaſt, 
and have been rnitated in the edicts of other potentates.— 

Scveral of his Mahometan ſucceſſors harraſſed them in a ſtill 

crueller manner. — la the Weſt, while Leo Iſaurus, the 

Greek emperor, who hated the worſhip of images, heartily 

abhorred them, the image worſhippers compelled them to 

comply with their idolatry,” and to curſe themſelves with the 

curſe of Gehazi, if they did it not from their heart. In 

France and Spain, the populace terribly inſulted them. Per- 

haps this provoked them to invite the Normans into France, 

and to deliver Bourdeaux and other places into their hands ; 

which brought on them new deteſtation and mifery. About 

A. D. 724, Serenus of Spain ſet up for Meſſiah. Multitudes 

followed him, and marched part of their way to take poſſeſſi- 

on of Canaan. The Chriſtians ſeizing on their property, 
which they left, rendered them miferable. About 831 an- 

other, in the Eaſt, pretended to be Moſes riſen from the dead, 

and was followed by multitudes. 

By their own contentions, and by the perſecutions which 
they underwent, they became rather more miſerable in the 
three following centuries, About A. D. 1020, Hakem, who 
is ſaid to be the founder of the Druſian religion, perſecuted 
them in Egypt. About 1037, Benjamin of Tudela, their 
famous traveller, ſays, there were about 900,000 Jews r err 
Babylon : and yet, within a few years after, all their acade- 
mies there, if not alſo their ſchools, were ruined. Beſides 
the common calamities which they ſuffered in the Sehukian 
and the ſacred wars, it is ſhocking to think, what multitudes 
of them the eight Popifh Croifades, between A. D. 1096 and 
1250, murdered in CO Hungary, Leſſer Aſia, and 
other places, through which they marched, in their mad at- 
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mind ; and thy life ſhall hang in doubt before thee : 
dend thou ſhalt fear day and night, and ſhalt have no 
aſſurance of life, (Iſa. iti. 24,—26. and v. 24, 30. and 
vill. 21, 22.) The Lord ſhall ſmite thee with madneſs, 
and blindneſs, great ſtupidity with reſpect to goſpel truth, 
or even common literature, and aſtoniſhment of heart ; 
and thou ſhalt grope at noon-day, (Iſa. lix. 10.) thou 
. ſhalt not proſper in thy ways, but thou ſbalt be only 
oppreſſed and ſpoiled evermore, and no man ſhall _ 

| thee. 
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tempts to recover Canaan from the Mahometans, —and what 
. multitudes of Jews murdered their own children, that the 
Popiſn prietts, who went along, might not get them baptiz- 
ed. The bloody contentions between the Moors and Spani- 
.ards, might have occaſioned them ſore eaſe in Spain, had 
not their own rendered them miſerable. In France, multi- 
tudes of them were burnt, or baniſhed, and others had their 

goods confiſcated by king Philip. Such as offered to fell 
their effects, and leave the country, could get none to buy 

them. — About A. D. 1020, they were banithed from Eng- 

land; but afterwards returned, and had ſome reſpite. But, 

for their attendance at the coronation of king Richard I. the 
mob fell upon them, and maſſacred multitudes. This popu- 
lar fury was prohibited by law. . Nevertheleſs, in 1189 and 
1190, it ſtill raged at London, agd other places. Richard 
had ſcarcely fer off for Canean, to aſſiſt in the ſacred war, 

when the populace roſe upon them, and murdered multitudes 

of them, intending to extirpate every ſoul of them from the 

kingdom. About 1500 of them got into York, and attempt- 
ed to defend themfelves. A furious ſiege forced them to offer 
to redeem their lives with their money. This being refuſed, 
they, after killing their wives and children with their own 

hands, retired to the palace, and burnt it on themſelves.— 
P, ween A. D. 1137 and 1200, nine or ten pretended Meſ- 

ſiahs made their appearance,—two in France; two in the 
north weſt of Africa; David in Moravia, who is ſaid to have 

rendered himſelf inviſible, whenever he pleaſed; one near 

the Euphrates, who had been cured of a leproſy; El David, 

who pretended, that if his head were cut off, he would ſoo 

riſe from the dead; and two others in Perſia.— Moſt of theſe 

occaſioned much miſchief to, their brethren, * 
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thee. The fruit of thy land ſhall a nation, which 
thou knoweſt not, Romans, Saracens, Turks, &c. eat, 
and thou ſhalt be oppreſſed and cruſhed alway, (com- 
pate Ia. xlii. 22, 25.) Ia. xxix. 14. The wiſdom of 
their wile men ſhall periſh, and the underſtanding of 
their prudent men ſhall be hid.

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Their condition was no better in the thirteenth and fouf- 
teenth centuries. In Egypt, Canaan, and Syria, the Popiſly 
Croiſaders harr:fed and murdered them, while they bad any 
power there. The advancement of the Mamluks to the go- 
vernment of Egypt added to their miſery. Provoked by their 
mad running after pretended Meſſiahs, Naſſer, the Mahome- 
tan Caliph of Bagdad, ſcarce left any of them alive in Meſo- 


potamia, and the countries adjacent. In Perſia, the Tartars 


murdered multitudes of them. — In Spain, king Ferdinand 
furiouſly perſecuted them. About A. D. 1260, the popu- 
lace of Arragon terribly harraſſed them. Henry III. of Caſ- 
tile, and John his ſon, fear fully abuſed them, and, under the 
latter, prodigious multitudes of them were murdered. A 
dreadful maiſacre at Toledo, about A. D. 1349, forced many 
of them to murder themſelves, or change their religion. — 
Aſter enduring manifold barbarities and murders, they were 
baniſhed from France in A. D. 1235. About forty years af- 
ter, they were recalled ; but, in A. D. 1300, king Philip 
baniſhed them, in order to enrich himſelf with their wealth. 
In A.D.1312, a great ſum of money procured them re-admif- 
ſion ; but about A. D. 1320, and 1330, the vagabond ſhep- 
herds, or Papal Croiſades, levied for the deſtruction of the 
Waldenſes, barbarouſly maſſacred them wherever they could 
find them. About 15000 of them were murdered on another 
account. In 1358, they were finally baniſhed from France; 
and few of them have ſince re-entered that country. 
After many and terrible harraſſments from both princes and 
people, and fix former baniſhments, founded chiefly on mere 
pretences, king Edward, by an edict, expelled them tor ever 
from England. About 160,060 of them went off. He per- 
mitted them to carry oF their money and effects with them t

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draw out x ſword after you; and your land ſhall be 
deſolate; and upon them that are left, I will ſend a 
faintneſs into their hearts, in the land of their enemies.

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France,—where, in his own territories, he confiſcated all to 
himſelf, ſo that many of them periſhed for want, Notwith- 
ſtanding their fearful diflimulation and falſe ſwearing to ſave 
themſelves, we read little concerning them in-Germany, but 
repeated murders and inſurrections, and the terrible revenges 
thereof by the Papiſts,—In Italy, where they enjoyed moſt 
forbearance, they underwent ſome perſecution in Naples.— 
Pretending, that they had affronted the holy cro/s, Pope John 
XXII. enacted their baniſhment from the eccleſiaſtical pro- 
vinces; but, for the fake of 100,000 florins, he recalled his 
edict.— In this period, two pretended Meſſiahs appeared in 

Spain; one Zechariah about 1258, and Moſes about 1290. 
In the 15th, 16th, and 17th centuries, the miſeries of the 
Jews ſtill continued, though ſometimes leſs dreadful. We 
know of no calamities they have ſuffered in Turkey, but 
what their on fraud, and the tyranny of the gevernment, 
have brought upon them: except that, in Egypt, the popu- 
lace moleſt them, and the inhabitants of Athens and Salonœ 
will not allow them to ſettle among them. — In Perſia, eſpe- 
cially under the two Shahs called Abbas, they were terribly 
abuſed. Between E. D. 1663 and 1666, the murder of them 
was ſo univerſal, that but a few eſcaped to Turkey. In 
Portugal aud Spain, their miſeries were ſhocking. About 
A. D. 1420, Vincent, by his preaching and diſputes, made 
two hundred thouſand of them half converts to Popery.— 
The internal Inquiſition was appointed to render their Chriſ- 
tianity ſincere and compleat. About A. D. 1492, fix or 
eight hundred thouſand of them were baniſhed from Spain. 
By ſhipwreck in their paſiage to Africa, and by cruel uſage 
tbere, aud on, their way, 4be moſt of them periſhed, and 
multitudes of their corpies lay unburied in the Lelds, till the

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wild beaſts devoured them. The African Mahometans ſhut 
their gates againſt the ſurviving remnant ; and many of them 
were obliged to ſell their children to the cruelleſt ſlavery, to 
procure ſupports for their life. In Spain and Portugal, for 
fear of the Inquiſition, and for their carnal gain, many thou- 
ſands of Jews have become idolatrous Papiſts, and even monks 
and biſhops in external appearance, while in heart they ad- 
here to their own religion, and, from age to. age, educate 
their children in it. According to the account of Orobio, 
one of tbhemſelves, we may ſuppoſe, there are about ſixteen 
or twenty thouſand of ſuch diſſemblers at preſent. About 
A. D. 14'2, fixteen thouſand Jews were forced to embrace 
Popery in Naples. About 1472, multitudes of them were 
murdered in the Venetian territories. No where, in the 
Popiſli countries, are they better uſed, than in his Holineſs' 


-ecclefiailical ſtate; for which, no doubt, their purſes muſt 


pay. In Saxony, and other provinces of Germany, they 


have been cruelly loaded with taxes. They have been bani- 


ſhed from Bohemia, Bavaria, Cologn, Nuremberg, Angſ- 
burg, and Vienna. They have been maſſacred in Moravia, 
and plundered of their money and goods in Bonn and Bam- 
berg.—In Hungary, about A. I). 1650, three hundred Rab- 
bins, and many other Jews, aſſembled in the plain of Ageda, 
and had a ſerious diſpute, Whether the Meal was come? 
and Whether Jeſus of Nazareth was He? Many of them 
appeared diſpoted to diſcern and believe the truth, had not 
tae Popiſh doctors preſent, by their mad extolling of the Pa- 
pal power, and the werthip of the bleſſed Virgin, prevented 


it, and ſtrengthened their prejudices againſt the Chriſtlan fe- 


ligion. About A. D. 1655, Manaſſeh ben Iſrael, their fam- 
ed Rabbi, and others, ſtrongly folicited Cramwel for a ſettle-

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ment in England, and would have obtained it, had not the 
people raiſed horrible -outcries againſt it. In A. D. 1753, 
the Britiſh Parliament paſſed an act for their being naturaliz- 


ed as well as other foreigners. But the tumultuous noile of 


the populace obliged them quickly to reſcind it. Between 
A. D. 1520 and 1560, three pretended Meſſiahs appeared in 
Europe, two of whom. Charles V. emperor of Germany and 
king of Spain, ordered to be burnt, and the third impriſoned 
for life. About 1666, Zabbathai Tzevi, another pretended 
Meſſiah, made a great noiſe in Syria, Canaan, and the coun- 
tries about; but at laſt turned Mahometan to fave his life. 
About A. D. 1682, Mordecai of Germany pretended Meſſi- 
ahſhip, and had been puniſhed in Italy, if he had not eſcaped 
to Poland.

Thus the Jews have, for ſeventeen hundred years, conti- 
nued a diſtinct people, ſcattered, contemned, perſecuted, 
and often enſlaved, among almoſt all nations on earth; 
ſtanding proofs of the dreadful guilt of their father's con- 
tempt and murder of Jeſus Chriſt ;—obſtinate rejecters of him 
and his ſalvation, —and zealous improvers of their antient ce- 
remonies and covenant relation to God, as well as of their 
huge maſs of Talmudical traditions, for hardening themſelves 
in their ignorance and” unbelief. Notwithſtanding all the 
dreadful deſtructions they have ſuffered, they are now reck- 
oned about three millions ; one million: of which reſides in 
the Turkiſh empire; 300,000 in Perſia, India, and China; 
and 1700,000 in European Chriſtendom, Africa, and Ame- 
rica, And every where, except in Portugal and Spain, their 
outward condition is now generally tolerable : and in Hol- 
land, Poland, Britain, and ſome places of Germany, it is 
pretty agreeable.

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marvellouſly preſerved that family, from which Mefliah was 
to ſpring, and the true religion among part of them, even 
while they were terribly oppreiicd by the moſt active and 
powerful agents of Satan. He gradually manifeſted to them 
his covenant of grace, and confirmed it by many ſolemnities, ap- 
pearances, and types. Intending to abandon the reſt of man- 
kind to a lafting tyranny of Satan, feartul idolatrous apoſtacy, 
fiupid ignorance, and horrible enormities, he, by delivering the 
lIiraelites from Egypt, further ſeparated them for himſelf. 
'To fix and regulate them in this peculiar ſtate, he not only 
ſolemuly publiſhed and wrote the moral law to them, bur 7 
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ſhall be a place to ſpread nets : their fiſh, fnners appre- 
hended by the goſpel, ſhall be as the fiſh of the great ica, 
exceeding many: but the miry places and 'mariſhes, 
reprobate Fews or Gentiles, ſhall not be healed : they 
ſhall be given to ſalt, abandoned by God to dreadful bar- 
enne/ mfery., Ia. xxxv. 6, 7. In the wildernels, 
heathen world, ſhall waters break out, and ſtreams in 
the deſert; and the parched ground fhall become a 
pool, and the thirſty land ſprings of water: in the bar- 
ren habitations of dragons, wicked men, ſhall be grals, 
reeds, and ruſhes, flouriſping ſaints.

When the poor and needy ſeek water, and there is 
none, and their tongue faileth for thirſt, I the Lord 
will open rivers in high places, and fountains in the 
midſt of the valley.

wilderneſs ; the remarkable effuſion of God's Spirit on their 


children; their unbloody victorics over the natives of Ca- 


naan, and ſafe ſettlement in it; their mingled troubles, deli- 
verances, and reſts under their Judges; their glory and wealth 


under David and Solomon their principal kings, and every 


thing ſimilar, concurred in this point. To mark the intrinſic 
imperfection and true dean of their ceremonies, the moſt 
11 puritying, 
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glad the city of God. John vii. 38, 39. He that be 
lieveth on me, out of his belly ſhall flow rivers of liv- 
ing water. This ſpake he of the Spirit, which they 
that believe on him ſhould receive, when Fe/is was 
—plorified. Mark xvi. 17, 18. Theſe figns ſhall fol- 
low them that believe. In my name they ſhalkcaſt out 
devils, ſpeak with tongues, —take up ſerpents: and 


if they drink any deadly thing, it ſhall not hurt them; 
and they ſhall lay hands on the ſick, and they ſhall re- 


cover. Iſa. xxxv. 3, 5, 6. Strengthen ye the weak 
hands, confirm the feeble knees then the eyes of 
the blind ſhall be opened, and the ears of the deaf— 
unſtopped,—the lame man leap as an hart, and the 
tongue of the dumb ſing. Iſa, xlii. 18. Hear ye deaf, 
and look ye blind, that ye may ſee. John xiv. 12. 


Fe that believeth on me, the works that I do, ſhall he 


do allo : and greater works thall he do, ecialiy in con- 
verting the nations, becauſe I go to my Father, to ſend 
down the Holy Ghoſt. 

Amos ix. 11. I the fork will calle: up the tabernacle 
of David, that is fallen, and cloſe up the breaches 


thereof, and raiſe up the ruins,—that they may poſſeſs 


the remnant of the heathen, who are called by my 
name. Pſalm ix. 34,36. Let the heaven, and 
earth, and feas, praiſe him: for God will ſave Zion, 
and build the cities of Judah, that they, conſeſſors of 
Chri/l, may have it in poſſeſſion: the ſeed allo of his 
ſervants; prophets and ap?/Mes, (Eph. ii. 19, 20.) ſhall 


inherit 
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purifying, the ſn-offerings, annual expiations, and water of 


ſeparation, were remarkable ſpreaders of defilement. Their 


nation, church, and ordinances, had ſcarcely arrived at their 
meridian glory, when they began to fade, aud make way for 
the exhibition of Chriſt himſelf. W hilit their captivity in 


Babylon weaned them from their obſtinate attachment to ido- 
latry, their loſs of their royal power of David's family, and 
of the magnificence of their terpie,—and of the Urim and 
Thummim, facred fire, Ark, Shechinah, and perbaps other 
principal types, taught them to look ior the ſpeedy manifeſta- 

tion 
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inherit it; and they that love his. bleſſed name hall 
dwell therein. Mic. v. 4. —7. Now ſhall the Meſſiah 
be great unto the ends of the earth, —and ſhall be our 
peace, when the Aſſyrian cometh into our land, and 
treadeth within our borders. We will raiſe againſt 


him ſeven ſhepherds, preaching apo/tles, and eight prin- 


cipal men, inſpired writers of the New Teſtament. IIa. 
xlv. 16. Inſtead, of the fathers, Jeuiſb prophets and 
believers, ſhall be thy children, apgſtles, and Chriſtian 
b:ligvers, whom thou mayelt make noble princes in 
all the earth. Pſalm Ixviii. 27, 28, 24, 25. There is 
little Benjamin and their ruler, Faul, and the belicyers 
of this tribe; the princes of Judah, James and Jude, 
brethren of cur. Lord ; the princes of Zebulun and of 
Naphtali, Peter, Andrew, and others of Galilee —thy 
God hath commanded thy ſtrength. Strengthen what 
thou wroughtelt for us. — They have ſeen thy goings, 
O God. The fingers went before, and the players 
on inſtruments followed after, preachers publiſhin 

Chriſt's victories, and goſpel of ſalvation: amongſt them 
were damſels playing with timbrezs, preachers, prophe- 
teſſes, and virgin ſaints, (compare Joel ii. 28, 29. Ads 
xxi. 9.) Prov. ix. 3. Wiſdom hath ſent forth her mai- 
dens. She crieth upon the higheſt places of the city, 
Whoſo is ſimple, let him turn in hither. Come eat of 
my bread, and drink of the wine which I have min- 
gled. Mat. xix. 28. Ye, who have followed me in the 
regeneration, when the Son of man ſhall fit on the 


throne 
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tion of the things prefigured. The diſperſton of the Jews 
through the Chaldean, Perſian, Greek, and Roman empires, 
with their ſacred books along with them, even in the wide 
ſpread language of the Greeks, prepared the nations for the 
ſpreading of the goſpel by the converts at Pentecoſt, and the 
preachers who followed them into their reipeRive countries. 
By the ſucceſſive Riſe and Fall of the Chaldean, Perſian, and 
Grecian empires, 1s well as by the prevalence or decline of 
ceremonies, proſs ignorance, philotophy, trade, Sc. God 
had manifeſted, that every alteration of external government

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throne of his glory, ye ſhall fit upon twelve thrones, 
apoſtolic flations, judging the twelve tribes of Iſrael.— 
Matth. v. 13, 14. Ye are the ſalt of the earth, —the 
light of the world. Iſa. Ix. 22. A little one ſhall be- 
come a thouſand, and a ſmall one a ſtrong nation. I 


the Lord will haſten it in his time. Pſalm Ixxii. 16, 


17, 19. There ſhalt be an handful of corn in the earth, 
an incarnate God preat hed in the goſpel, upon the tops 
of mountains, places deſtitute of good, the fruit thereof 
ſhall ſhake with fruit like trees in Lebanon, and they 
of the city, goſpel church, beginning at Jeruſalem, where 
Chriſt was cruciſied, ſnall flouriſn like the graſs of the 
earth.

remnant of Jacob, Fewih preachers and believers, ſhall 
be in the midſt of many people, as a dew from the 
Lord, as the ſhowers upon the graſs, that tarrieth not 
for man, nor waiteth-for the ſons of men. IIa. Ixi. 
6, 9. Ye ſhall be named the prieſts,.—the miniſters of 
our God. Ye ſhall eat the riches of the Gentiles, ay. 
fully convert them to Chriſt, and in their glory ſhall ye 
boaſt yourſelves. Tour ſeed ſhall be known among the 
Gentiles; that they are the ſeed which the Lord hath 
pleſſed. Ifa. xXXIi. 20. Bleſſed are ye that ſow be- 

́ ne i ſide 
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did but change the form of. men's ſinfulneſs and miſery, if 


not add thereto. After repeated attempts, Satan, in the 


conſtitution and extent of the idolatrous Roman empire, erec- 
ted the ſtrongeſt battery againſt Chriſt's rifing kingdom, that 
had ever exiſted, and had reduced God's choſen Jews to the 
very depths of corruption and miſery. . For 700 years, except 
in the deliverance of Daniel and his companions, miracles, 
once ſo common in Ifrael, had entirely ceaſed. And for 
400, not one prophet of God had appeared on earth. Gen. 
Xi,——Eſth. x. 


Scarcely had the Meſſiah appeared in manhood, when the 
Gentiles began to gather to him. At his birth, wiſe men 
from 
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ſide all waters, take every opportunity & prenching the 
goſpel, — that ſend baker, to ur Gentiles, "by fo of the 
ox and the aſs, patient, laborious, and perſevering prea- 
chers. Pfalm cxxxii. 9, 16. J will clothe her prieſts 
with ſalvation, and her ſaints ſhall ſnout loud for joy. 
—25, 31. The prie/ts ſhall be clothed 
with linen garments, Feſus* righteouſneſs and grace, and 
no wool, corrupt laſts or practices, {hall come upon 
them —they thall have linen bonnets—and. breeches, 
hilineſs,” humility, modeſty, and chaſe .canverſation :=— 
they.thall not ſauckify the people with their garments, 
pretending to beſlow their merits on them, er give ſacred 
relicks, or robes tothem-; neither ſhall they ſhave their 
heads, become Aulicbriſtian monks,—aor ſuffer their 
locks to grow, as vain and light \perſons : neither, ſhall 
they drink wine to exceſs, or entangle ihemſelves in earth. 
ly cares or pleaſurgs : neither ſhall they take for their 
wives a widow, or her that is put away, naughty wo- 
men, or join with apoſtate and idolatrous churches. They 
ſhall teach my people to put a difference between the 
holy and profane: : they hall not defile themſelves with

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from the Eaſt came and ſought him out, and worſhipped him. 
During his public miniſtry, the centurion, Syrophenici 4 
woman, Samaritans, and other Gentiles, particularly of 

lilee, where he moſt frequently preached, believed on — 
Juſt before his death, Greeks deſired to ſee him. About 
eight days before his aſcenſion to heaven, the Holy Ghoſt _ 
was poured forth in a miraculous manner, to enable his twelve 
apoſtles to underſtand his truths, and to preach them in eve- 
ry neceſſary language ; and to work miracles, and diſcern (pi- 
rits. Endowed herewith, they, though, except Paul the Ben- 
Jamite, before ignorant and altogether unlearned, did, with 
more than the wifdom of philoſophers or ſtateſmen, and the 
bold bravery of princes, preach the goſpel, and exemplify it 
in their holy converſation, notwithſtanding all the oppoſition 
of Jews and Gentiles, hell and earth. To confirm their mit- 
ſion and doctrine, they wrought multitudes of miracles, By 
a word, and ſometimes lets, they healed the deſperately di-

Gird thy ſword on thy thigh, O Moſt Mighty, with 
thy glory and thy majeſty : and in thy majeſty, ride 
proſperouſly, becauſe of, or on the word of, truth, 
meekneſs, and righteouſneſs ; and thy right hand ſhall 
teach thee terrible things. Thine arrows are ſharp in 
the heart of thine enemies, whereby the people fall 
under thee, (compare Plal. xviit. 42,—45. and Ixviil, 
Li,—I6.) Rev. vi. 1, 2. When the Lamb had opened 
the FIRS'E SEAL, I heard, as it were, the voice of thun- 
der, moſt awful, powerful, and effeflive influence of di- 
dine providence, one of the four beaſts, which had the 
face of a lion in baldneſs, courage, and irreſiſtible infiu- 
znce, ſaid, Come and ſee : and behold a white horſe 
of goſpel truths, ordinances, and influences, and Jeſus

Schifmatical contentions raged at Corinth, and no doubt elſe- 


where An embracement of, and faithful adherence to, the 


Cliriftian religion, every where expoſed perſons to hatred and 
perſecution, even of their neareſt relations. The apoſtles and 
other fervent preachers were peculiarly obnoxious. The 
Jewiſſi council impriſoned and otherwiſe perſecuted them, 
wherever they had an opportunity. Stephen the deacon, 


commencing an Evangeliſt, was murdered in a tumultuous 
manner. Immediately after, a moſt furious perſecution o- 


bliged alt:the Chriſt ian preachers, except the apoſtles, to flee 
from Jeruſalem. Mot long after, king Herod cruelly perſe- 


cuted the Chriſtians, murdered James the apoſtle, brother 


of- John, impriſoned Peter, int ending to murdee him: but

In order that his goſpel 
might quickly ſpread through the Roman empire; all of the 
emperors, for above thirty years, were reſtrained from oppoſ- 
ing it. But about A. D. 5A, Nero, one of the moſt wicked 
monſters that ever breathed, having burnt part of Rome, 
charged the innocent Chriſtians with it. For about two 
years, they were terribly perſecuted, perhaps throughout the 
whole empire. Multitudes of them were burnt in Nero's 
own gardens, as nocturnal illuminations, to divert him. The 
overthrow of the Jewiſh nation ſtrongly confirmed the Chriſ- 
tians/in the faith of the goſpel, and weaned them from their 
ill-judped attachment to the antient ceremonies, But Domi- 
tian, another monſter of cruelty, raiſed a ſecond: perſecution. 
2gainſt them, about A. D. 95, in which multitudes of _—_ 
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17,22; 34,39. Beware of men, for they will deli- 
ver you, Chriſtian preachers and people, up to the coun» 
cils; and they will ſcourge you in their ſynagogues;

the emperor Trajan; but was reſtrained by a letter of Pliny 
the younger, who ſoon wearied of murdering the innocent 
Chriſtians in his juriſdiction of Bithynia. A fourth perſecu- 
tion of about ſeven years continuance was raiſed by Adrian, 
about A. D. 119. Multitudes too of the Chriſtians were, in 
theſe times, murdered by the Jewiſh revolters, on account of 


their loyalty as one reaſon. This tended to leſſen the preju- 


dice of the Romans againſt them. 
Under the third ſeal, which extended from A. D. 138 to 
235, the Chriſtian clergy vH leſs bold and active in ſpread- 


ing 
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the ſecomdyſeal; L heard the ſecond beaſt, which-had | 
the fare of a patient, laborious, and often flaughtered ox, 


ſay, Come and ſee Hand there went ont another horſe 
that was red; and power was given to him that ſat there - 


on to take peace from the earth, and that they ſhould 
kill one another: and there was given unto him a gteat 


word. Dan. xi. 32, 33. They that know their God 


ſhall be ſtrong and do exploits: and they that under-

Rev. xii, 244. The woman, church oried; travailing 
in birth, and pained to be delivered. And there ap- 


peared another wonder in heaven, a great red dragon, 


the deuil and bloady Roman empire; his tail, infeftious 
and deſt rnuctive influence, drew the third part of the 
ſtars of heaven, and did caſt them down to the earth, 
murdering: miniſters, or forcing them to idolatry :, and 
the dragon ſtood before the woman, to devour her man 
child, Chriſtian converts, as ſoon as it was born. Pſal. 
ii. 1,—3. Why rage the heathen, andvthe people ima - 
gine a vain thing? the kings of the earth ſet them- 
ſelves, and the rulers take counſel againſt the Lord 
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ing the goſpel. But mady of them weve ſtill Exceilent men. 
Juſtia Martyr, Melito, Athenagoras, Theophilus, Clemens- 
Alexandrmus, Tertullian, and others, wrote well againſt . 
Peregrinus, Creſcens, Fronto, Celſus, and Lucian, heathens, 
who attempted to confute the Chriſtian faith. But t., y were,, 
generally tainted with ſome errors or ſuperſtitions. Meane, 
while, the errors of the Montaniſts, and damnable blaſphe-,. 
mies and unintelligible abſurdities of the Ebionites and Gnoſ- 
tics, fearfully corrupted or plagued the church. The empe- 
ror Antoninus Pius did not duly reſtrain perſecution. . Not- 
withitanding their fame for equity and virtue, Marcus Aure- 
lius and Septimius Severus furiouſly perſecuted the Chriſti- 
aus. This, produced a famine of pure goſpel ordinances, 
while multitudes were periſhing for want of common focht 
Under the fourth and fifth ſeals, extending from A, D. 238, 
to 312, matters daily grew worſe. The bold zeal, Patience, 
prudence, and orthodoxy - miniſters, ** 
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and his anointed, ſaying, Let us break their bands à. 
ſunder, and caſt their cords from us! Rev. vi. 5.— 
11. When the Lamb had opened the third ſeal, I heard 
the third beaſt, = had the face of a man, ſagacious 
and humane, ſay, Come and ſee :—and lo, a black 
horſe ; and he that ſat upon him had a pair of balan- 
ces in his hand: and I heard a voice in the midſt of 
the four beaſts, ſaying, A meaſure of wheat for a pen- 
ny, and three meaſures of barley for a penny, #mport- 
ing a ſcarcity of pure goſpel : but ſee thou hurt not the

loweil after: and power was given unto him to kill 
with the ſword, and with hunger, and with the beaſts 
of the eartn.— When he had opened the fifth ſeal, 1 
ſaw under the altar,—near 10 Chriſt and protected by 
him, the ſouls of them that had been flain for the word 
vt God, and the teſtimony which they held: and _ 
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The terrible ravages, famines, and peſtilences, that waſted 
the empire; the riſe of the Sabellian, Samoſatenian, and 
Manichean hereſies; the wild fancies of Origen, and the 
cententions for and againſt him; the ſchiſm of the Nova- 
icians on account of the re- admiſſion of ſome, who, to avoid 
perſecu gon, had complied with idolatry z the contention be- 
tween the Roman and African church, with reſpect to the 
validity of baptiſm adminiſtered by heretics z and the three 
turious perſecutions of Maximin, Decius, and Valerian, rendered 
the condition of the church truly deplorable, eſpecially be- 
tween A. D. 236 and 260. Perhaps their treedom from ge- 
neral perſecution during the ſubſequent forty years, and their 
having opportunity to hold ſeveral Councils againſt hereticks 
and ſchiſmaticks, was owing to the mutual broils of preten - 
ders to the imperial authority, and to the terrible ravages of 
the Goths, Alemans, Sarmate, Quadi, and Perfians. In 
the beginning of A. D. 303; Dioclctian, inſtigated by Gale - 


rius bis ſon· u- law, and his heathen pt ieſis, and Maximian-

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cried with a loud voice, How long, O Lord, holy and 


true, wilt thou not avenge our blood on them that 


dwell on the earth ? And white robes were given to 
them; and it was ſaid unto them, that they ſhould

HISTORY OF THEIR FULFILMENT. 
Heraclius his partner, raiſed a moſt terrible perſecution of ten 
years continuance, through their whole empire. Chriſtians, 
eſpecially miniſters, were ſcourged to death, had their fieih 
torn off with pincers, and mangled with broken pots. They 
were caſt to wild beaſts, —beheaded, crucified, burnt, drown- 
ed, torn to pieces between trees, roaſted by gentle fires, or 


had melted lead poured into their bowels by holes made in 


their bodies. In Egypt alone, it is ſaid, 140,000 were cut 
off by violent deaths, and 100,000 by banithment and hard 
labour. Every where the churches were razed to the ground, 
and the ſcriptures and other Chriſtian books committed to the 


flames. Some medals bear witneſs, that the perſecutors proud- 


7 imagined, that they bad for ever catirpated the religion of 
Jeſus, | |

Be- 
hold 2, they that were incenſed againſt thee ſhall be a- 
ſhamed and confounded:;;—they that ſtrive with thee 
ſhall periſh. ;—they that war againſt thee ſhall be as 
nothing ;—thou ſhalt threſh the mountains, and beat 
them ſmall as chaff; the wind ſhall carry them away, 
and the whirlwind ſhall ſcatter them, (compare Haiah 
XIV. 24.) Ifa. xlix. 25, 26. The captives of the migh-

contendeth with thee ; I will fave thy children; —_ 
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Now the vengeance of Jeſus: Chriſt appeared more manifeſt 
than ever. Diocletian and Herculius had ſcarcely begun their 
bloody work, when Galerius decoyed or forced them into a 
reſignation of their imperial power, and a retirement to pri- 
vate life. It is ſaid, Diocletian at laſt ended his miſerable 
life, by poitoning himſelf. Herculius often attempted to re- 
ſume his empirate, and at laſt had his neck broken by order 
of Conſtantine, whom he attempted to murder. Maxentius 
his ſon had his army of 200, oc ranted by Conſtantine; and, 
being forced to flee by the Milvian bridge, where he had laid 
mares for his opponent, he aug mot of his remaining troop 
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will feed them that oppreſs thee with their own fleſh? 
and they ſhall be drunken with their own blood. IIa. 
Kili. 1,3. Who is this that cometh fyom Edom, ; 
with dyed garments from Bozrah,—travelling in the 
greatneſs of his ſtrength -I have trodden the wine- 


preſs.—I will tread the people in mine anger, aud tram- 


ple them in my fury: for the day of vengeance is in 
mine heart, and the year of my redeemed is come,

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were drowned in the Tiber. Galerius died of 2 moſt loth- 
ſome and terrible diſtemper, begging the perſecuted Chriſti- 
ans to pray for his relief. Conſtant ius Chlorus, his imperial 
colleague, declined perſecuting the Chriſtians. After his 
death, the army declared Conſtantine his fon emperor. He 
no ſooner thought himſelf eſtabliſhed in his authority, then 
he publiſhed a toleration of the Chriſtian religion. Maximin 


his colleague quickly revoked it in the Eaſt, and furiouſly at- 
tacked Licinus, Conſtantine's deputy and brother-in-law; 
His army being routed by Licinus, he murdered multitudes 
ol the heathen prieſts, who had aflured him of victory. Juſt

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tended evil againſt thee * they imagined a miſchievous 
device, which they are not able to perform: there- 
fore ſhalt thou make them turn their back, when thou 
malt make ready thine arrows againſt their face, (com- 
pare Pſalm. vii.

Quite { 
deſperate and infuriated by his torment, he poiſoned him- t 

_ ſelf, acknowledging, That his miſeries were the juſt puniſh- ( 
ment of his perſecution of the innocent Chriſtians. Inſtigat- t 
ed by the heathen prieſts, Licicus, who had, for a time, fa- I 
voured the Chriſtians, commenced a perſecution againſt them, fl 
Conſtantine, who had now embraced the Chriſtian religion, 
marched againſt him, gave his army three terrible defeats, 

in the laſt of which, A. D. 323, an hundred thouſand of his 
troops were {lain, himſelf. taken priſoner, and ſoon after put 
to death.— Thus the heathen perſecutors were plagued, their 
religion prohibited, and Chriſtianity authorized in its ſtead, 
VIII. About the opening of the ſeventh ſeal, the Chriſtians 
kaving got one of theroſelyes on the icaperial throne, . 
rom 
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cleave to them by flatteries. Rev, xii. 5, —1 2. The 
church brought forth a mah child that was to rule all 
nations with a rod of iron, and her.child was caught 
upto God and to his throne :—and'there was war in 


| heaven. Michael fought, and his angels, and the 


dragon fought, and his angels, and prevailed not; 
neither was their place found any more in heaven,— 
And the great dragon was caſt out into the earth, and 
his angels caſt out with him, heatheni/m and its ſuppor- 
ters being brought very low. Now is come ſalvation and 
ſtrength, and the kingdom of our God, and the pow» 
er of his Chriſt ; for the accuſer of our brethren is 
caſt down, who accuſed them before God, and his 
magiſtratical deputies, day and night. They overcame 
him by the blood of the Lamb, and by the word of 
their. teſtimony : for they loved not their lives unto 
the death. Wo to the inhabiters of the earth, perhaps 
towns or villages ; for the devil is come down unto.you, 
having great wrath, becauſe ne knoweth that he hath 
but a ſhort time. After theſe things, I ſaw four an- 
gels ſtanding on the four corners of the earth, and 
holding the four winds, diverſiſied and dreadful calami- 
ties, of the earth, that the wind ſhould not blow on the 
earth, nor on the ſea, nor on any tree, —Atiother an- 
EE gel, 
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from A. D. 323 to 337, enjoyed an external calm. Conſtan- 
tine emitted a number of laws in their favours. Few but 
Chriſtians were allowed any places of power and truſt, Af 
ter ſeveral trials, he took part in oppoſing the ſchiſmatical 
Donatiſts. He called the general council of Nice, ar Con- 
ſtantinople, which condemned the Arian hereſy. He zea- 
louſly promoted the ſanctification of the Lord's day. He e- 
reed churches and ſchools, and appointed proper ſalaries 
for the Chriſtian paſtors and teachers. After taking the ſof- 
teſt methods for extirpating heathen idolatries, he at lat 
proceeded to ſome more ſevere ones. He deſtroyed their i- 
dols, pulled down their temples, and ſometimes baniſhed or 
put to death their obſtjuate prieſts, Heatheniſm was thus 
remarkably expelled from the cities, but continued in the 
Paci, towns or villages, and hence was called * 
OY IR ulti- 
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gel, Feſus Chriſt, aſcending from the Eaſt, having the 
feal of the living God, cried with a loud voice to them, 


Hurt not the earth, nor the ſea, nor the trees, till 


we have ſealed the ſervants of our God in their fore- 
heads: and there were ſealed 144,000 of all the tribes . 


of Hrael.— After this, I beheld a great multitude, which 
no man could number, out of all nations, ſtood before 
the throne, clothed with white robes, and palms. in 


their hands, and cried with a loud voice, Salvation to. 


our God, —and to the Lamb.—Theſe are they, that 


have come out of great tribulation, and have waſhed 


their robes, arid made them white, in the blood of the 
Lamb :—therefore are they before the throne of God, 
and ſerve him day and night, in his temple ; and he 


hall dwell with them: they ſhall hunger no more, nor 
thirſt any more; neither ſhall the ſun of perjecution 


light on them, nor any heat: for the Lamb, which is 
in the midſt of the throne, ſhall feed them, and ſhall 
Jead them unto living fountains of waters; and God 
ſhall wipe away all tears from their eyes. Rev. viii. 1. 
When he had opened the feventh ſeal, there was ſi- 
lence in heaven, about the ſpace of half an hour, ſhort 
lived peace in the church, and aſloniſpment at the dread- 
ul impending calamities. 

IX. Rev. 
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Multitudes of Gentiles, and even of Jews, were, by-the free 


publication of the goſpel, converted to Chriſt. The Chriſti. 
an religion was propagated among the Perfians, Indians, and 
the barbarous nations on the eaſt of the Euxine fea. "Thus 
the goſpel church enjoyed an happy triumph over her heathen 
perſecutors. But Conſtantine's aſſumption of a kind of head- 
ſhip over her,—his promoting of her conformation to the 


model of his empire, — his heaping of his favours on her cler- 


gy and new converts, produced much pride and ambition, 
and multitudes, from regard to his example, or chiefly to his 
favour, and donations, profeſſed themſelves Chriſtians, with- 
out any proper knowledge ot, faith in, or regard to Jeſus 


Chriſt. Never ſince, hath the church been duly ſeparated 


from the world, wnich lieth in wirkedneſs. Hence hath 
proceeded her long continued corruption and miſery.

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I. Rev. xii. 13, — 17. When the dragon ſaw, that 
he was caſt into the earth, he perſecuted the woman, 
that brought forth the man child; and he caſt out of 
his mouth water, errors, diviſions, and perſecutions, as 
a flood, that the woman might be carried away of the 
flood: and the earth, carnal clergymen by their councils, 
Goths and other. barbarians by their ravages, and the like, 
helped the woman, and opened its mouth, and ſwal- 
lowed up the flood: And the dragon was wroth with“ 
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IX. Many, laſting, and terrible judgments, marked out 
by the ſeven apocalyptic TRUMPETs, puniſhed the Chriſti- 
ans miſimprovement of their mercies. Notwithſtanding its 
late condemnation, the Arians, who repreſented our Redee- 
mer as no more than a very antient and glorious creature, 
ſtood their ground, and propagated their hereſy, Amidſt 
the terrible contentions of the different parties, Conſtantine, 
a little before his death, in A. D. 337, was, by his fiſter's in- 
finuation, led to favour ſome leading Arians. Conltantius 
his ſon, who, after the death of his two brothers, Conſtan- 


tine and Conſtans, became fole emperor, was a cordial A- 


rian, and furious perſecutor of the orthodox. Julian his 
couſin ſucceeding him, A. D. 3%t, exerted himſelf to the 
utmoſt to extirpate Chriſtianity, and re-eſtabiiſh heathenitm. 
He encoyraged the heathens to deck out themſelves with all 
the learning, benevolence, and other apparent excellencies 
they could borrow from the Chriſtians. He allowed none 
but. heathen teachers to have the power of educating youth. 
He encouraged his heathen deputies, in different offices, to 
oppreſs ae murder the Chriſtians, Had not the vengeance 
of God cut him off in his Perſian war, he intended to com- 
mence a furious perſecution of them, and to extirpate them 
from the empire. About A. D. 366, Valens, the Arian em- 
peror of the Eaſt, began a molt bloody perſceution of twelve 
years continuance. But bis brother Valentinian, who had 
made him his partner, and his ſons, Gratian and Valentini- 
an, favoured the orthodox. The terrible contentions oc- 
caſioned by the Arians and balf- Arians, and by the Macedo- 
nians, who denied the divinity of the Holy Ghoſt,—and by 
the continued ſehiſm of the furious Donatiſts, who looked 
on their feKow Chriſtians as little better than hapure hea- 
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the woman, and went to make war with her feed, which 
keep the commandments ot God, and have the teſti- 
mony of Jeſus Chriſt. Rev. viii. 3,--12. Another an- 
gel, Feſus Chriſt, came and ſtood at the altar, having 
2 golden cenſer, and there was given him much in- 
cenſe, that he ſhould offer it with the prayers of all 
ſaints, upon the golden altar, which was before the 
throne : and the angel took the cenſer, and filled 1t 
with fire, u judgments, of the altar, and caſt it * 
| the 
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thens,—and by the Photinians, who reckoned Chriſt a mere 
man, and the Holy Ghoſt no divine perſon, —and by the 
Apollinariſts, who reckoned Chriſt's fleſh conſubſtantial with 
his Godhead, not formed of the ſubſtance of the Virgin, and 
that his Godhead ſupplied the place of a foul to him, —and 
by the Audeans, who pretended, that God hath a material 
body ,—exceedingly troubled the Chriſtian church, from A. 
D. 379, —t9 395, when Theodofius the Great, emperor 
of both Eaft and Weſt, remarkably favoured the ortbodox, 
and enacted a number of laws for the extirpation of heathen - 
iſm, which had been regaining its ground, ever ſince Con- 
ſtantine's death. This mercy, like the former, was fearful» 
ly abuſed. | | 

All along ſince Diocletian's perſecution, the church had 
generally become more and more carnal and corrupt. Many 
councils ſeemed held by both Arians and Orthodox, rather 
to gain victories over one another, than to eſtabliſh what 
they thought truth. Their reciprocal perſecutions, as well 
as the outrages of the Douatifts and their opponents, correſ- 
ponded rather to iavage barbarity, than to the laws and ex- 
ample of Chriſt. 'The offices in the church were gradually 
multiplied, without any warrant from him. They had lord- 
ly biſhops, arch-deacons, ſub-deacons, exorciſts, and canon- 
ical fingers. Almoſt every where, the clergy laboured to puſu 
themſelves, or friends, into the rank of biſhaps, metropol:- 
tans, and the like. Superſtition no leſs rughtily prevailed. 
They lighred candles by day in their churches : they burnt 
incenſe in the time of prayer and diſpenſation of ſacraments : 
they abſtained from particular meats, during the obſervance 
ot Rated feaſts : they extolled celibacy, eſpecially among the 
clergy : they prayed to ſaints deccaſcd: they highly venerat- 


ed 
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the earth, and there were voices, and thunderings, 
and lightenings, and an earthquake, terrible calami- 
ties : and the ſeven angels, who had the ſeven alarm- 
ing trumpets, prepared themſelyes to ſound. And the 
firſt angel ſounded, and there followed hail mingled 
with blood, Arian blaſphemies, contentions, and perſecu- 
tions, and they were caſt upon the earth: and the third 
part of trees, noted miniſters and, profeſſors, and all green 
grals, common people, was bury! up, infected cr ruined.

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ed what they called ſacred reliques, the crols, 6c : they 
placed images of Jeſus Chriſt in their churches, and ſome- 
times adored them: their clergy officiated in robes preten- 
dedly ſacred : they prayed for the dead, and ſometimes for 
the damned,>that their torments might be mitigated : they 
baptized dead perſons, and allowed laics to adminiſter bap= 
tiſm, as they held it abſolutely neceſſary to ſalvation. Peo- 
ple went in pilgrimage to viſit their Saviour's ſepulchre — 
Men and women began to live by themſelves, in a monkiſh 
manner, under pretence of being wholly the Lord's, 

About the beginning of the fifth Chriſtian century, Arca- 
dias and Honorius, ſons of 'Theodoſius, renewed the Arian 
perſecution ot the orthodox. But the terrible ravages of the 
Goths, Hunns, Vandals, and Heruli, ſoon gave them, and 
other 2mperors, other work, than to perſecute the ſaints, — 
The heathen Gaths, turning Arians, perſecuted their oppo- 
nents, almoſt wherever they had power, While the Dong 
tilts and their Circnmcellion banditti were tearing to pieces 
the African churches, the Arian Vandals ſeized that coun- 
try, and moſt cruelly perſecuted the orthodox. The Perſians 
no leſs furiouſly perfecuted the Chriſtians, eſpecially ſuch 25 
adhered to the eſtabliſhed doQrines of the Greek church.—- 
The Saxon ravagers almoſt ruined the churches in Britain. 
Meanwhile, the Pelagian, Neſtorian, and Zutychian hereũcs 
troubled the whole church. The notions attributed to Nei- 
torius and Eutyches till prevail in the Eaſt : but, I doubt, 
it many of thoſe who are charged with them, really know 
what they would be at, in oppoſition to the orthodox. The 
damnable doQtrines of Pelagius, a Britiſh doctor, remarkable 
for high appearances of piety, have, and ſtill do, with ſome 
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he ſecond angel ſounded, and there was a great 
mountain caſt into the ſea; terrible contentions and con- 
fuſions, and the third part of the ſea became blood, 
and the third part of the creatures, which were in it, 
died, and the third part of the ſhips were deſtroyed.— 
The third angel ſounded, and there fell a great ſtar 
from heaven, burningoas it werela lamp: and it fel! 
upon the third part of the rivers and fountains of wa- 
ter, the Pelagian hareſy infecting the vitals of the Chriſ 
tian religion: and the name of the {tar is called Worm. 
wood; and many died of the waters becauſe they 
were bitter. And the fourth angel ſounded, — 2 
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refinements, ſubſiſt among Papiſts, and Arminians, and molt 


of the Greek church. 


About the beginning of the /t century, the external ſtate 
of the Chriſtian church appeared more agreeable, Except a 
little before his death, Theodoric, the Gothic king of Italy, 
acted with great moderation. Hilderic, the Vandal king of 
Africa, fayoured the orthodox. Juſtin I. of Conſtantinople, 
was at great pains to reform and re-unite the Eaſtern and 
Weſtern parts of the Chriſtian church, which had been 
long unnaturally divided. Juſtinian, his renowned fuc- 
ceſſor, recovered Africa from the Vandals, and much of 
Italy from the Goths, and enacted a great number of laws 
in favour of the orthodox. They were nevertheleſs not 
a little diſtreſſed by the deſperate Donatiſts, and by the 
Arian Goths, Vandals, and Lombards, as well as by the ra- 
vaging Saxons in Britain, and Hunns in Thrace, Greece, &c. 
In Perita, the Chriſtians were terribly perſecuted. In Ara- 
bia, the Jews murdered multitudes of them, particularly 280 
of their principal clergymen. The Manichees, Eutychians, 
and Neſtorians, as well as the newly originated Tritheiſts, 
Severites, Agnoetœ, and Aphthartodokœ, allo troubled the 
church with their errors and nonſenſe. Meanwhile, the 
clerical dignities (till increaſed in number and degree. Patri- 
archs, primates, archbiſhops, vicars, arch-prefbyters, patri- 
archal thrones, Ws, were now knowa.— lie ſuperſtitious 
celibate of the clergy, the fancy of Purgatory, or at leaſt of 
a middle ſtate of depar: ed fouls, more and more prevailed, 
Tempies, feaſls, and litanies to angele, to the Virgin Mary, 
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third part of the ſun was ſmitten, and the third part of 
the moon, and the third part of the ſtars, the ſcriptures, 
ordinances of worſhip, and officers in the church, being 


fearfully obſcured by ſuperſtitions

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or to the apoſtles and martyrs, were in vogue. Every thing 
ſuppoled to have had connection with ſaints and martyrs, was 
held in veneration. Forged miracles were multiplied for in- 
troducing new ſuperſtition, In fine, while the diſcipline was 
altogether remiſs, corrupt, and partial, eſpecially in favours 
of the great and wealthy, the government was almoſt one 
perpetual ſtruggle between the clergy, and chiefly the biſhops, 
eſpecially of Rome and Conſtantinople, who ſhould be great- 
eſt. Gregory the Great, who occupied the Roman fee ia 
the end of this century,—by adding to the former ſuperſti- 
tion, his new canons of the Maſs, his Canticles, Antiphones, 
and regulations relative to ſtations, litanies, proceſſions, Lent, 
oblations for the dead, pontifical robes, conſecration.of tem- 
ples and ee his relicks almoſt unnu nbered, 

made the worſhip of the church an enormous round of bu- 
man, ſenſeleſs, and deviliſh inventions, , Ignorance, error, 
profaneneſs, idolatry, and ſuperſtition, quite obſcured the 


light and glory of Chriſt and his word, and of all the odds. 
officers, and ordinances of his chur ch. ; 


X. In the beginning of the ſeventh century, the Chriſtian 
church remarkably entered into her wilderneſs eſtate. Anti- 
chriſtian Popery appeared in its manhood in the Weſt, and 
Mahometifm in the Eaſt. While the Mahometans, by their 
deluſion and ravage, ruined the churches of Leſſer Afia, an 
others in the Eaſt, the Papiſts, by their corruptions, made 
them ſynagogues of Satan in the Weſt, The ſtupid nonſeuie 
and error of the Neſtorians and Eutychians, attended by pie: n- 
ty of pitiful ſuperſtition, have, for almoſt fourtten hundred

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Rev. ix. 1,11. The fifth angel ſounded, and I ſaw a 
ſtar fall from heaven to the earth, and to him was gi- 
ven the key of the bottomleſs pit : and. when he had 
opened the pit, there aroſe a ſmoke out of the pit, and 
the ſun, and ſtars were darkened,—and out of the 
ſmoke came forth locuſts, —and their power was to 
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ſtood it, in Perſia, Tartary, India, and Chica. The ravages 
of the Saracens, Turks, 'Tartars, Turkmans, and Ottoman 
Turks, have almoſt conſtantly kept the Greek church, Nef- 
torians, and Eutychians, outwardly miſerable, and often their 
own contentions have added to their affliction, Perhaps a 
Juſt hiſtory of them, if it aQuld be obtained, might marke olit 
ampng them a ſucceſſion of real witneſſes for the truth againſt 
the abominations of Mahometiſm and Popery. It is certain, 
the Abyſſinians have more than once, at the expence of no 
ſmall bloodſhed, reſiſted the introduction of Matiometiſm 
and Popery into their country, It is certain, the preſent 
Greek church, amidſt all their ignorance and error, deteſt 
many of the abaminations of Popery, In the laſt century, 
Cyril, the patriarch of Cqnſtantinople, differed but little from 
the Proteſtants z and, on that account, was cruelly perſecut- 
ed, and at laſt treacherouſly murdered, by the inſtigation of 
the Popiſh ſeſuites, who were miſſionaries there. 

A fuccefſion of witneſſes for Jeſus Chriſt and his trath, a- 
gainſt his principal rival, the Ramiſh Antichriſt and his abo- 
minations, can eaſily be traced, —In the ferenth century, the 
Greek doctors vigorcuſly qppoſed the Pope's ſupremacy. Mul- 
eitudes in Italy, France, Spain, Germany, and Britain, re- 
fuled to acknowledge iy, or to accept of his new ſuperſtition, 
celibate of the clergy, monaſtic rules, and the like. In 
the ezph:h century, Leo-Iſaurus, Conſtantine-Copronymus, 
and Leo-Chazarus, emperors of Conſtantinople, zealouily 
_ oppoſed the worſhipping of images. In A. D. 754, Conſtan- 
tine aſſembled a council of 338 Eaſtern biſhops, which con- 
demned it, and declared, That there is no lawful image of 
Jefa3 Cariſt, but the bread and wine in the Lord's ſupper, 
which repreſent his body and blood.

— The Britiſh churches execrated the worſhip 
of images, and the ſecond council of Nice, which had pre- 
tended to authorize it. They, as well as many of the Italian 

and German bithops, decried the celibate of the clergy, the 
rules of Monkiſh orders, ſuperſtitious feſtivals, and the like. 
In the ninth century, Nicephorus-Logotheta, Leo-Arme- 
nus, Michael-Balbus, and Theophilus his ſon, emperors of 
Conſtantinople, with a great number of the Greek biſhops, 
vigorouſly oppoſed the worſhip of images, and the ſupremacy 
of the Romiſh Pope. But the mad zeal of the empreſſes I- 
rene and Theodora, prevented the baniſhment of all worfhip 
of images, ſaints, and angels, from the Eaſt. Lewis the Pi- 
ous, emperor of Germany, likewiſe oppoſed the worſhip of 
images, and the Papal ſupremacy: He prohibited private 
maſſes, pilgrimages to places eſteemed ſacred, and other like 
ſuperſtitions. He enjoined his ſubjects to read the canonical - 
books of ſcripture, as their only rule of faith. His ſucceſ- 
tors, Lotharius, Lewis II. and Charles the Bald, enacted a 
number of laws for reſtraining the-profligacy of the Popiſh 
clergy. Many provincial councils made acts for the ſame pur- 
pole. Agobard, biſhop of Lyons in France, publiſhed a 
Tract, proving, That God alone ought to be worſhipped; 
and that there is no other Mediator than the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
Angilbert, archbiſhop of Milan in Italy, boldly rejected the 
Papal ſupremacy ; nor did the church of that place ſubmit to 
it, till about two hundred years after. Claude, biſhop of 
Turin, in his numerous writings, maintained, That all the 
other apoſtles were equal to Peter; that Jefus Chriſt is the 
only

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only. Head of the church; that all pretences to human me- 
rit, or to ſupererogation in good works, are groundleſs and 
wicked ; that as the church is fallible, no traditions are to be 
regarded in religion; that all ſuperſtitious pilgrimages, pe- 
gances, and the like, ought to be laid afide ; that the bread 
and wine in the Lord's ſupper are but means of repreſent- 
ing his body and blood to believers. Theſe doctrines he 
propagated with no ſmall zeal and ſucceſs in the valleys of 
Piedmont and places about, in which we afterward find the 
Waldenſes, and can trace a ſucceſſion of many faithful wit- 
neſles for Chriſt to this very day. Bertram, Rabanus, and 
John Scot, zealouſly oppoſed the then riſing doctrine of tran- 
ud/iantiation. Notwithſtanding a furious perſecution from 
Rabanus-Maurus bithop of Mentz, and Hincmar of Rheims, 
—Gatteſchale zealouſſy oppoſed the Pelagian doctrines of 
conditional election, and ot men's ability and free-will to do 
good. Rhemigius, biſhop of Lyons, and the Valentine and 
Lingonenſian Synods, did the fame. * 


Notwithſtanding the ſhocking ignorance and wickedneſs | 


of the tenth century, not a few in Germany, France, and Bri- 
tain, continued to oppoſe the worthip of images, the celiba- 
cy of the clergy, and ſome other corruptions. In A. D. 
909, the Council of Soiffons in France publiſhed a Confeſſion 
of faith not unlike to thoſe of the Proteſtant churches. Thi 
Council of Rheims declared Popes, as well as others, to be 
cenſurable, -if they did amiis. Many churches refuſed to 
part with the uſe of the ſcriptures in their own language.— 
Athelſtan, king of England, cauſed chem to be tranſlated in- 
to the language of his Saxon ſubjects. Heriger, abbot ot 
Lobbes in France, Alfric Wul-tin, and no doubt others, op- 
poſed the now dandled monſter of T ranſubſtantiation.— Flo- 
rus-Prudentius, Fricaſſin, Lupus-Servatus, and other noted 
clergy men, oppoſed conditional election, and the doctrine ot

In this century, the Popes extend - 
ed their ſupremacy over the civil rhagittrates to the very ut- 


termoſt, and pretended, That all their power was derived 
from them as vicars of Chriſt : but were oppoſed by the em- 


perors of Germany and kings of England: Multitudes ia 
France, and the Low Countries, teſtified againſt trauſubſtan- 


tiation, Purgatory, penances, relicks; tradhions, c. Not- 


withſtanding his being forced or decoyed into repeated recan- 


'tations, Berenger, archdeacon of Angiers, Zealouſly oppoſed 


tranſubſtantiation, and died adhering to his doctrine. Some 
hiſtorians affirm, that almoſt all the Italians, French; ant 
Engliſh, were tainted with his opinions. Celibate was fa - 
riouſly impoſed on the clergy, but met with great oppoſition 
in Germany, Italy, France, and Britain. 

In che ?welfth century, the ſupremacy of the Pope, eſpeci- 
ally over the State, was keenly oppoled by ſeveral kings of 
England, France, Sicily, Sc. and by Henry IV. and V. em- 
perors of Germany, and other princes. It, and otlier abomi- 
nations of the Romiſh church, were botdiy oppoſed by Flu - 
entius, biſhop of Florence, Joachim of Calabria, Peter-, 
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fiſlance by Chriſt, that ſhe might flee into the wilder. 
.neſs, where ſhe is nouriſhed for a time, and times, and 
half a time, from the face of the ſerpent. The woman 
fled into the wilderneſs, where ſhe hath a place pre- 
pared of God, that they ſhould feed her a thouſand 
two hundred and threeſcore days, (compare Dan. xii.

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Henry of France, Arnold of Breſcia, and even Bernard him- 
ſelf. But the Waldenſes of Piedmont, Savoy, and South of 
France, much more faithfully witneſſed for Chriſt and his 
. truths. Ever ſince the riſe of Antichriſt, if not from the 
time of Diocletian's perſecution, the purity of the Chriſtian 
religion had been remarkably retained in theſe corners.— 
Claude of Turin, Berenger, and others, had been remark- 
ably uſeful to revive knowledge and zeal among the profeſſors 
of it. Now awakened by one Peter, who is ordinarily ſur- 
named Waldo, about A. D. 1160, they emitted the moſt o- 
pen and explicit teſtimony againſt the abominations of Po- 
pery. They maintained, That the ſcripture is the only rule 
of men's faith and practice, and therefore ought to be read 
by all; that baptiſm and the Lord's ſupper are the only true 
ſacraments of the Chriſtian church; that the bread and wine 
in the Lord's ſupper ought to be received by all the commu. 
nicants, as repreſentations of his body and blood; that r-al. 
ſes, eſpecially for the dead, arc impious and mad, —Purgato. 
ty an human invention, —worſhip of angels and ſaints depart- 
ed, idolatry ; that the ſuperſtitious dedication of churches, 
commemoration of the dead, benediction of mitres, croſſes, 
palms, and the like, together with pilgrimages, forced faſt- 
10gs, ſuperſtitious feſtivals, and perpetual chanting of hymns, 
were but. contrivances of Satan ; that laws and vows of celi- 
bacy were but inventions of men, and occaſions of Sodomy, 
and other uncleanneſs; that a monaſtic life is deteſtable, and 
the diverſified orders of monks and clergymen, but marks of 
the Antichriſtian beaſt ;—that the Romiſh church, as now 
formed, is the Whore of Babylon mentioned in the Revela- 
tion; that the Pope hath no ſupremacy over the church, and 
no power at all over the State, — but he and his agents are de- 
vouring wolves, not to be obeyed. With great zeal they 
propagated thete ſentiments in all the places around. 
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power unto my two witneſſes, and they ſhell propheſy

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In the zbirteenth century, the emperors of Germany and 
kings of England and France oppoſed the Pope's pretences 
to civil ſupremacy, as far as they could, but were generally 
obliged to yield at laſt. And indeed they rather aimed at 
their own honour, than that of Jeſus Chriſt, Under ſeveral 
diverſified names, the Waldenſes till marvellouſly increaſed. 
The infernal Inquifition and many warlike Croiſades were em- 
Rogen to exterminate them. In France alone, about a mil- 

ion of them were murdered. Multitudes of them fled into 
Provence, and the adjacent Alps, others to Calabria in Italy, 
others to Bohemia, Poland, and Livonia, and not a few to 


Britain ; and there ſpread abroad their teſtimony for Chriſt. 


Meanwhile, Almeric and William of St. Amour in France, 
Robert Bighead biſhop of Lincoln, and others, who went not 
the length ot the Waldenſes, loudly iuveighed againſt the a- 


dominations of Popery. 


la the fourteenth century, Dante, Petrarch, Caſſiodore, Ca- 
ſenas, Oecam, Marſilius, and Richard of Armagh in Ireland, 
terribly inveighed againſt the enormities of the Popes and 
their clergy, but ſtill continued in their communion. Not- 


withſtanding all that the Romaniſts could do, by their Inqui- 


ſitorial cruelty, and every other means, crafty or violnnt, 
the Waldenſes maintained their teſtimony, and even exceed- 
ingly increaſed, In Bohemia, Auſtria, and places about, they. 
were reckoned eighty thouſand, In Britain and the Weſt 
of Germany, they, perhaps. from their earneſtneſs in prayer 
and ſinging of pſalms, were called Lo/lards. About A. D. 
1360, John Wickliff, an Engliſh Rector at Lutterworth, 


| boldly dared to oppoſe the tyranny, ſuperſtition, error, ido- 
latry, and profligacy of the church of Rome. The univer- 


ſity of Oxford, and many of the nobility and clergy, ſupport- 
ed him, and embraced his ſentiments. After no {mall har- 
raſſment, he died in peace A. D. 1387 ; but his doctrines ſur- 
vived and ſpread, and his books, particularly the Bible which 
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will hurt them, he muſt in like manner be killed —

When. the furious opponents of Wicklif's doctrines at laſt 
prevailed, William Sawtre, Thomas Badby, and Sir John 
Oldcaflile, three of his principal followers, were committed 
to the flames. Multitudes of the people, and even members 
of Parliament, ſtiil adhered to it; aud ſome of them intro- 
duced it into the weſt of Scotland. John Huſs and Jerome 
of Prague in Bohemia, inſtructed by his writings, boldly, 
and with great ſucceſs, propagated molt of his ſentiments in 
their country.

He endured bis ſufferings 
in the moſt calm, ſteady, and Chriſtian manner, An infini- 


ty of others, in this and the preceding century, were burnt, 


on account of their oppoſition to the Pope and his clergy. 


XI. By the mad expeditions of the Europeans againſt the 
Seljukian Turks in Canaan ; by the dreadful ravages of the 
Ottomans ; by the contentions of Popes with emperors and 
kings, or with councils and rival Popes ; and even by the pre- 
ſumptuous profligaey of their clergy, —the Lord had long 
been preparing matters for a remarkable concuſſion of the 
Papal authority, and revolt from it. The ſeveral kingdoms 
in Europe were caſt into ſuch forms or eircumſtances as ten- 
ded to favour it. In the beginning of the fixteenth century, 
the true church was in a moſt deplorable condition. The 
Poor remains of the Waldenſes, Lollards, and Bohemians, 
ſcarcely made any vifible appearance, Notwithſtanding their 
attempts and pretences, the Councils of Piſa, Conſtance, and 


\ Baſil, had made no real reformation of either head or mem- 


bers m the Romiſh church. The ſcriptures were almoſt 
wholly unknown; many, even of their biſhops, had never 


ſeen nor peruſed them. Multitudes imagined and aſſerted, 


that the New Teſtament had been forged by Luther. They 
were generally conſidered as deriving no authority from God, 
tut from the Pope, Fathers, or Councils. Men's doctrines 
were not tried by them, but by falſe miracles and lying won- 
ders, many ſhameful difeoveries of which were ſoon afterward 
made. Many of the precious doctrines of Chriſt were alto- 
gether buried, and the contrary believed. Such as remained 
above ground, were {o overwhelmed with ſcholaſtical diſtine-

them. Religion lay drowned in fooliſh and wicked traditi- 
ons and decrees, or in heatheniſh, Jewiſh, and magical ſu- 
perſtition. Their worſhip chiefly conſiſted in adoration of 
the bread in the facrament, the virgin Mary, and other ſaints 
departed, or of angels, relicks, and images, and things cone 
netted with them. The divine perſons had almoſt no ſhare 
in the regard of their clergy or laity. Pardon of fn, .or in- 
dulgence in it, right of calling of miniſters, and every thing 
ſacred, heaven itfelf not excepted, were ſet to fale : and on- 
ly the poor, who had no money, were conſigned to the bot- 
tomleſs pit. In ignorance, the clergy were generally like 
brutes; but, in pride, oppreſſion, avarice, blaſphemy, lewd- 


nels, and every thing horrid, they were almoſt finiſhed infer- 


nals. They had a great part of the property of their reſpect- 
ive nations in their hand, which enabled them to ſupport their 
power, and perpetrate their abominations. Provoked with 
their conduct, Zuinglius in Switzerland, Luther in Germany, 
Calvin in France, and ſeveral others, in conſequence of an 
unbiaffed and careful ſearching ot the ſeriptures, oppoſed the 
abominations of the Popiſh church, ſeparated from her eom- 
munion, and formed ecclefiaſtical ſocieties upon the ſcripture 
plan. Their amazing ſucceſs, in preaching the goſpel, and 
reforming the nations,—their diligence in the ſtudy of divi- 
nity, and imparting of their Knowledge to others, —their pu- 
bliſhing tranſlations of the ſcripture, and other religious tracts, 
in the language of their countrymen, —the remarkable piety 
and virtue of their lives, — their confounding of the Popiſh 
doctors in their public diſputes, with multitudes of plain 
quotations from ſcripture and the Fathers,—the fraternal 


leagues of the Proteſtants among themſelves,—and the fa- 


vour of many princes to their cauſe, — the conſtancy and joy 
of their dying martyrs,—the inhuman cruelties of the Papiſts, 
| | | the 
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the throne, which no man could learn, but the hun- 
dted and forty and four thouſand, which were rederm- 
ed from the earth. Theſe are they that were not de- 
filed with women, with Antichriſtian abominations ; for 
they are virgins that follow the Lamb whitherſoever lie 
goeth.

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— —the outragious wickedneſs and religious differences of their 
. clergy, —the horrible abominations and villany diſcovered in 
the demolition of monaſteries, images, and reliques,—and the 
fearful judgments of God on Spira and others, who, after 
conviction of the truth, apoſtatized to Popery, * con- 
tributed to promote the Reformation. 
The Papalines eppoſed it with a zeal abſolutely infernal. 
By Edicts, Inquiſitions, perſecutions, bloody wars, and hor- 
rid maſſacres, they laboured to exterminate every Proteſtant. 
In Germany, Switzerland, France, Low Countries, Britain, 
2nd other places, the earth was ſocked with their blood.— 

No attempt of falſe miracles, apparitions, witchcraft, perfidy, 
or deceit, was left untried againſt them. Their books were 
burat, and-the reading of them, eſpecially of their Bibles, 

was repreſented as the ſource of hereſy, ſedition, contention, 

and every other evil. The faulrs of their princes, clergy, 
and other perſons of note, were expoſed with aggravating cir- 

cumſtances, as a proof that their cauſe behoved to be bad. 

Such as ſeemed diſpoſed to return to Popery, were flattered, 
- cajoled; and bribed to it, and then triumphed in. In the 
neighbourhood of Proteſtants, ſome grofler abſurdities or 
abominations were dropped; and the reſt were varniſhed o- 

ver, and ſolemnly ratified in their infamous Council of Trent. 
The order of the Jeſuites, which became ſo remarkable for 

learning, activity, diſſimulation, villany, horrible impiety, 
and faithful ſupport of Popes, was eſtabliſned, to convert the 

heathen, and effectually confound the Protettants.— But not 

all theſe things together ſo much hindered the progreſs 5 of the 
Refor- 
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with a loud voice, Fear God, and give glory to him 3 
for the hour of his judgment is come, and worſhi 

him alone that made heaven and earth. And there 
followed another angel, perhaps the Waldenſes and Al- 


bigenſes, who maintained the Pope to be Antichriſt, ſay- 


ing, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, —The third angel, 


perhaps Luther, 2 uinzlius, Calvin, and other Reformers, 


or all the three angels may denote the Reformers, follow- 
ed, ſaying, with a loud voice, If any man wor{hip the 
beait, or his image, and receive his mark in his fore- 


head, 
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Reformation, as the Proteſtants own lukewarmneſs, unholi- 
nels, errors, and diviſions, —in promoting which, it is belie- 
ved, the Papiſts had a very active hand. The obſtinate Lu- 
therans would never compoſe their difference relative to the 
corporal preſence of Jeſus Chriſt in his ſacramental ſupper.— 
Their itch after debates kept them almoſt in a perpetual flame 
of contention among themſelves, or with their Zuinglian and 
Calviniſt brethren. The madneſs, error, and bloodſhed of 


the German Anabaptiſts, was terribly improved to the hurt 
and diſcredit of the Proteſtant cauſe. 


- Shocked with the idolatries and abſurdities of the Romiſh 


doctrines and worſhip, Servetus, Socinus, and many others, 


drunk in a ſyſtem of blaſphemy, ſimilar to that of. Mahomet. 


'They made human reaſon the ſtandard of trying the doctrines 
of Revelation, and ſo denied the exact inſpiration of ſcrip- 
ture, the ſubſiſtence of three perſons in one Godhead, the 
true deity of Jeſus Chriſt, and of the Holy Ghoſt, God's co- 
venant of works with Adam, and of redemption with Chriſt, 
original ſin,—Chriſt's ſuretiſhip and ſatis faction for our fins, 
—and our juſtification through the imputation of his righte- 
ouſneſs, and the other doctrines which are founded thereon. 


Jo hide their blaſphemy and error, they pretended great re- 


gard to the Bible, unexact as it was, in oppoſition to every 
human Creed or Confeſſ;on ; and inſiſted, that there was little 
matter, what opinions men held in religion, if they but truſt- 
ed the promiſes, and obeyed the commands of God, which 


they reſtricted almo(} wholly to externals. In Poland, Hun- 


gary, Tranfilvania, and Lithuania, they had multitudes of 
adherents, eſpecially among the higher ranks. The Remon- 
b rant Arminlans of the ſeventeenth centur y embraced a great

Part of their errors, a little modified, and repreſented the reit 


as little more than harmleſs miſtakes. —O: :hers, now called 
Deiſts, went a ſtep further, and pretending human reaſon! a 
ſufficient director to all true happineſs and virtue, reſected 
the oracles of God, as an abſurd impoſture..” Theſe, now 
become exceedingly numerous, eſpecially in Britain, France, 
and Italy, including moſt of the pretenders to learnipg and 
politeneſs, rather ſcoff at, and villanouſly miſrepreſent the 
ſcriptures and their contents, than attempt any tormal rea- 
ſoning to ſupport their tenets. 

Notwithſtanding all oppoſition, the Chriftian religion, as 
taught by Luther, was quickly embraced and eſtablithed in 
a great part of Germany, and in the kingdoms of Denmark 
and Sweden. As explained by Zuinglins and Calvin, it was 
embraced and eſtabliſhed in ſeveral principalities of Germany, 
12 the half of Switzerland, and in Scotland and Holland, and 
ſecured by edicts in Fratice. In both theſe forms, it was al- 
lowed by edicts in Poland, and did remarkably ſpread in Au- 
firia, Hungary, and Tranſilvania. In England and Ireland, 
the doctrine was embraced and eſtabliſhed, as explaingd by 
Calvin; but in their government and worſhip, they retained 
a great deal of the Romiſh forms. Every where, the Prote- 
ſtants avowed the oracles of God, and not the dictates of their 


worthy Reformers, to be the ole ; foundation of their faith, and 
* Plangdard of their practice. 


In many nations, the faithful 
witneſſes for Chriſt now openly profeſſed his truths, and ſang 
their diſtinguiſheck praiſes of his redeeming grace. The gol- 
pel was far more openly and plainly preached, than it had 
been for many ages before. The nations were called off from 
the faith and worſhip of creatures, and to believe in, and 
worſhip the true God alone, as manifeſted in Chriſt 3 and

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ber about twelve or fifteen millions. A maſſacre of about 
200,009 Proteſtants by Papiſts, and repeated furious and long 
continued perſecutions of their fellow Proteſtants by Popiſh- 


ly diſpoſed Epiſcopalians, threatened the extirpation of the 
Proteſtant religion-from Britain and Ireland, had. not God 


marvellouſſy interpoſed for its ſupport. About A. D. 1620, 


and afterwards, the many thouſands or hundreds of thouſands 


in Bohemia, and the Palatinate of the Rhine, were almoſt 


wholly exterminated. Scarcely did one bid fair to be left in 
Germany, if God had not raiſed up Guſtavus of Sweden to 
aſſiſt them. After a wer of thirty years, they had their liber- 
ties eſtabliſhed by the Treaty of Munſter in Weſtphalia, A. 
D. 1648, notwithſtanding all that the Pope and his agents 
could do to oppoſe it. The famous Proteſtant church of 


France, which.once-camprehended above 2,100 congregati— 


ons, in ſome of which were feveral thouſand communicants, 
was, contrary to the molt ſolemn and explicit treaties and e- 
diQts, terribly diſtreſſed by Lewis XIII. and cardinal Richliev, 
his crafty miniſter of ſtate, Lewis XIV. for whom, at the 
expence of their treaſure and blood, they had preſerved the 
crown in his non-age,—contrary to three different oaths, 
waich he had given, and above two hundred public declara-

Multitudes were terrified, forced, or flattered into compli- 


ance, Multitudes, who refuſed, were murdered } in the cru- 


elleſt forms. Notwithſtanding the utmoſt care to prevent 
their flight, about an hundred and fifty thouſand, if not ma- 
ny more, with great difficulty eſcaped to Switzerland; Bran- 
denburgh, Holland, Britain, c. Inſtead of many bun- 


dreds of thouſands, if not millions, in Hungary, and other. 


Auſtrian dominions, ſcarce any are now vifible, - By nine or 
ten furious perſecutions, they have been almoſt wholly cut 
off from Piedmont, and Savoy. Between A. D. 1646, and 
1655, about 40,000 of them were murdered, or driven out 
of the country. Inſtead of ſever millions in Lithuania and 
Poland, few Proteſtants, that deſerve the name, are left, ex- 
cept in Pruſſia. Such ignorance, error, formality, indiffe- 
rence, and licentiouſneſs now prevail in, for ought I know, 
all the Proteſtant churches, as are remarkably calculated to 
render them an eaſy prey to Jeſuitical and other Popiſh mifi- 
onaries, that have, or will ſpread among them, eſpecially it 
the rulers, like thoſe of Britain, ſhall kindly invite them.

their liberties. After moſt bloody perſecutions of about three 
ears and an half, the Prateſtants of Piedmont and Savoy 
Low oftener than once Veen marvellouſly relieved. After 


the Engliſh Proteſtants had been about three years and an 


half in a moſt deathful condition, they wete delivered by the 
death of queen Mary, A. D. 1558. After Lewis XIV of: 
France and James II. of England Ag, for about three years, 
eoncerted and laboured to extirpate the Proteſfants, they were 
yelieved by the acceffion of king William to the throne of 
Britain. It was but about three years and an half, when the 
maſſacres of the Proteſtanty in France, A, D. 1572, and in 
Ireland 1641, were followtd by remarkable deliverances to 
the oppreiſed. But as theſe ſtrokes and deliverances were 
but reſtricted and particular; and as Satan is not preſently 
bound, nor the kingdoms of this warld become the king- 
doms of Chriſt, we expect a far more dreadful {laughter of 
Chriſt's witneſſes, by ſeduction and perſecution, to take place 
about A. D. 1866, or 2016, which is 1280 years from the 
Romiſh Pope's becoming an Univerſal Biſhop, in A. D. 606, 
or from his becoming a Civil Prince, in A. D. 7156. Bat

The tower of Babel is built, men's language confoun- 


ded, and themſelves diſperſed. Not long after, 


the kingdoms of Babylon, Nineveh, and Egypt, 
are founded. Gen. x, xi, xii. 


Abram, called by God, leaves Chaldea; and ſoon at- 


ter has a numerous ſeed, and the land of Canaan 
promiſed to him. Gen. xi,—xv. 


After Abram, Iſaac, and Jacob had ſojourned about 


215 years in Meſopotamia, Egypt, and Canaan, 


Jacob and his family, to the number of 70 perſons, 
ſettle in Egypt. About 17 years after, Jacob dies, 
having predicted the fate of his ſeed. Gen. xi,—1. 
After about 215 years continuance, and 100 of op- 


preſſion, there the Iſraelites are, by means of fear- 


ful plagues on the natives, brought out of Egypt by 
Moſes. Exod. i, — iv. 


After forty years wandering in the Arabian wilderneſs, 


the Iſraelites, under Joſhua, enter Canaan, and 
within feven years, conquer and take poſſeſſion of 


it, Exod, xv. to Joſh. xxi. 

After the Iſraelites had continued 396 years in Ca- 
naan, and been happy and miſerable; by turns, un- 
der their Judges, David becomes their ſecond king, 


puts them into the full poſſeſſion of the promiſed 


land, and conquered the nations around. Joſh. 
xxXII.— to 2 Kings it. 1 Chron. x,—xxix. 

After the Iſraelites had lived 80 years happily under 
David and Solomon, their kingdom is divided inte 
two, to the great hurt of both. The kingdom of 
Syria is re-eſtabliſhed, and that of Egypt is exceed- 
ing powerful. 1 Kings i,—xx.

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Amos, Hoſea, and perhaps Joel, propheſy. The Aſ- 
ſyrian empire is founded, 2 Kings xiv, xv. Amos 
i. 1. Hoſea i. 1. About forty years after, Iſaiah 
and Micah begin to propheſy, Ifa. vi. 1.” Mic. i. r. 

The kingdom of Iſrael is unhinged by the Afſyrians, 
who, about the ſame time, conquer the Syrians, 
Moabites, Edomites, Philiſtines, and others, and ter- 
ribly diſtreſs Judea and Egypt.

Jeremiah, Zephaniah, and perhaps Nahum and Ha- 


bakkuk, propheſy. 


After a long and furious war, Nineveh, and the Aſo 


ſyrian empire belonging to it, are deſtroyed by the 
Medes aad Chaldeans, and the Chaldean empire is 
formed, 


Tae Chaldean empire is unhinged by the Medes and 


Perſians, and one of their own eſtabliſhed. 

The Jews return from their captivity in Chaldea, and 
rebuild their temple ; and are favoured by Cyrus, 
Darius, and Artaxerxes Lrag arm. 


5. | The Egyptians, after a war of 64 years, are finally en- 


flaved by the Perſians, and never after have a prince 
of their own. 


| After almoſt 160 years of repeated war, the Greeks, 


commanded by Alexander, invade, and, in ſix 
years, reduce the Perſian empire, and erect one of 
their own, which is quickly ſplit into four, and not 
long after into two kingdoms, 


After a gradual increaſe of power, for 700 years, the 


Roman empire is exceedingly ſtrong and extenfive 
2 in Europe, Aſia, and Africa; and ſcarce any re- 
mains of the Grecian are left.

Mahmud Gazni forms an empire in India, weſtward 
of the Ganges; which, under his own, and the fa- 
milies of Gaur and Kurt, continues almoſt 400 years. 

After the Seljukian Turks had, for ſome ages, poured 
themſelves into Perſia, they erect four kingdoms 
near to the Euphrates. . | 

The Popith ſacred war for the land of Cattaan begins, 
and continues almoſt 200 years. 

After the Waldenſes and their predeceſſors had long 
witneſſed againſt the abominations of Antichriſt, the 
Papiſts commence a terrible perſecution of them. 

Jenghiz Kan begins his wars; and, within 50 years, 
he and his ſons ere& the three empires of Iran, Chi- 
na, and Kipjak. 

Timur Beg, by moſt bloody conqueſts, erects one em- 
pire in Perſia, and another in Moguliſtan. 

After ſeveral lels ſucceſsful attempts by the Walden- 
ſes, Wickliffites, and Huſſites, a REFORMATION
